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PREFACE 


It  is  fitting  that  this  book  should  reach  completion 
in  the  year  1950  for  this  date  marks  the  300th  anniversary 
of  the  arrival  in  Northumberland  County,  Virginia,  of  the 
young  colonist,  John  Garner,  and  of  Susanna  Keene,  the 
girl  who  was  to  become  his  wife,  founders  of  the  family 
with  which  this  book  is  concerned.  While  this  compilation 
by  no  means  purports  to  attempt  the  impossible  task  of 
listing  all  the  descendants  of  John  and  Susanna  (Keene) 
Garner,  it  does  give  information  on  several  thousand  of 
them,  as  well  as  on  other  early  descendants  of  Thomas  and 
Mary  Keene.  Many  still  live  in  Virginia,  some  of  them 
at  practically  the  identical  spots  where  their  colonist  an¬ 
cestors  first  settled.  Others  are  to  be  found  in  nearly  every 
state  of  the  Union,  particularly  in  the  Southern,  Mid¬ 
western  and  Western  States. 

This  book  represents  the  work  of  many  people,  some 
of  whose  names  are  perhaps  not  even  known.  The  authors 
have  been  laboring  intermittently  at  the  task  over  a  period 
of  many  years  and  have  been  materially  aided  by  the 
work  of  others.  It  would  be  impossible  to  list  the  names 
of  all  those  who  have  contributed  in  some  way  to  this 
compilation.  However,  we  do  wish  to  give  personal  men¬ 
tion  to  a  very  few  to  whom  we  feel  we  owe  an  especially 
heavy  debt  of  gratitude.  Mrs.  Albert  McFerrin  Berry  of 
Lamar,  Arkansas,  supplied  most  of  the  information  on 
Parish  Garner  and  his  descendants  (pages  90-108),  while  Mr. 
William  Archer  Garner  of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  contributed 
the  line  of  James  Garner  (pages  52-63).  Mrs.  Riley 
Clark  Richards  of  Pleasant  Grove,  Utah,  devoted  much  time 
to  making  an  unusually  complete  record  of  the  descendants 
of  Rebecca  Garner  (pages  123-149).  Mr.  Zelah  R.  Farmer 
of  Washington,  D.  C.,  Mr.  Herbert  S.  Garner  of  Maryville, 
Tennessee,  and  the  late  Miss  Dora  E.  Burton  of  Gardena, 
California,  contributed  considerable  data  on  John  Fushee 
Garner  and  his  descendants  (pages  112-121).  Mr.  Jesse 
H.  Garner  of  Cameron,  Missouri,  furnished  most  of  the  facts 
concerning  the  descendants  of  Jesse  Garner  (pages  48-52) 
and  was  helpful  in  many  other  instances  too  numerous 
to  mention.  Miss  Inez  Burns  of  Maryville,  Tennessee,  and 
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Mrs.  Alice  Epperly  Cornett  of  Bluefield,  West  Virginia, 
supplied  the  data  on  Mary  Garner  and  her  descendants 
(pages  30-40).  Miss  Nancy  Chappelear  of  Delaplane, 
Virginia,  gave  us  from  the  papers  of  her  father,  the  late  Pro¬ 
fessor  George  Warren  Chappelear,  valuable  data  which  led  to 
contacts  with  all  the  above  mentioned  people  and  indeed  even 
to  contact  between  the  authors  themselves.  Miss  Hazel 
Key  of  Charlottesville,  Virginia,  did  a  prodigious  amount 
of  work — often  under  very  trying  conditions — in  helping 
to  excerpt  records  in  various  places  in  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  Tennessee  and  Washington,  D.  C.  Her  work 
was  excellent  and  invaluable.  To  these  and  to  all  others 
who  have  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  contents  of  the 
book,  we  wish  to  express  our  everlasting  appreciation.

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CHAPTER  I 


JOHN  GARNER  (1633-1702) 

John  Garner,  founder  of  the  family  with  which  this 
book  is  chiefly  concerned,  came  to  the  County  of  Northumber¬ 
land  in  the  Colony  of  Virginia  about  1650,  at  the  age  of 
17 ;  for  in  that  year  Lewis  Burwell  was  granted  a  tract  of 
land  in  Northumberland  for  bringing  32  new  colonists  into 
the  county,  among  them  John  Garner,  Thomas  Broughton, 
Samuel  Moseley,  Elizabeth  Moseley  and  their  daughter, 
Jane.  (Va.  L.  Gr.  B.  2,  p.  250).  This  was  two  years 
after  the  county  was  established.  Those  who  have  done 
research  on  the  Garner  family  feel  certain  that  John  Garner 
was  of  English  origin,  though  whether  he  came  directly 
from  England,  from  another  American  colony,  or  even 
from  another  part  of  Virginia,1  is  not  known.  Following 
the  beheading  of  Charles  I  in  England  in  1649  there  was  a 
great  exodus  to  Virginia  of  Stuart  sympathizers  or  Cavaliers, 
as  they  were  called.  John  Garner  may  have  come  in  from 
England  on  this  wave  of  immigration. 

John  Garner  was  born  about  1633  for  in  1663  he 
made  a  deposition  in  which  he  stated  that  he  was  thirty 
years  old.  (North.  R.  B.  15,  p.  102).  According  to  H. 
Ragland  Eubank,2  John  Garner  settled  west  of  Garner’s 
Creek  near  the  site  of  the  present  village  of  Lewisetta  in 
1660.  This  was  near  the  mouth  of  the  Coan  River  on  a 
neck  of  land  then  called  Cherry  Point  but  today  known  as 
Cowart’s  Point.  Across  Garner’s  Creek  on  the  east  Cypress 
Farm,  still  extant  today,  was  established  in  1662  by  Captain 
John  Rogers  and  his  wife,  Ellen.  John  Garner  married 
Susanna  Keene,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Keene  of 
Northumberland  County.  Susanna  was  probably  born  on 
Kent  Island  in  the  Potomac  River  during  the  period  (1634- 
1649)  when  it  was  in  dispute  between  Virginia  and  Mary¬ 
land.  In  1649  it  officially  became  a  part  of  Maryland.

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This  marriage  is  thought  to  have  taken  place  about  1660, 
for  in  1659  Susanna’s  stepfather  and  guardian,  Thomas 
Broughton,  gave  her  her  share  of  her  father’s  cattle,  desig¬ 
nating  her  by  the  name  of  Susanna  Keene;  (North.  R.  B. 
15,  p.  30)  while  her  mother’s  will  in  1662  mentioned  her 
as  the  wife  of  John  Garner  and  as  having  a  daughter. 
(North.  R.  B.  15,  p.  92) 

July  15,  1657,  Francis  Roberts  patented  500  acres 
of  land  “lying  beyond  Col.  Speakes  and  the  Doegs  Island, 
south  to  the  mouth  of  a  creek  above  the  said  Speakes,  eas¬ 
terly  upon  James  Magregorys,  westerly  into  the  woods  .  .  . 
to  Mr.  Jernews,”  due  Roberts  for  transporting  ten  persons 
into  the  colony.  (Va.  L.  Gr.  B.  4,  p.  114)  February  20, 
1658,  Francis  Roberts  assigned  to  John  Garner  and  Joseph 
Fielding  a  patent  of  500  acres  of  land  “lying  beyond  Col. 
Speke’s  land  and  Doege  Island  in  the  Potomac  River,”  and 
promised  to  defend  them  against  “claim  or  title  of  any  ex¬ 
cept  the  Indians.”  (North.  R.  B.  1658-66,  p.  10)  June  20, 
1663,  “Joseph  Fielding  and  John  Garner,  both  of  Northum¬ 
berland  County  in  Virginia,  transfer  and  assign  all  our 
rights,  titles  and  interest  in  the  500  acres  of  land”  which 
had  been  transferred  to  them  by  Francis  Roberts,  to  John 
Garner,  Jr.,  son  of  John  Garner,  and  to  John  Bailes,  Jr., 
son  of  John  Bailes  deceased.  (North.  R.  B.  15,  p.  100) 
By  March,  1667,  Joseph  Fielding  had  married  “the  relict 
and  administratrix  of  John  Bailes  deceased.”  This  land 
was  located  in  what  later  became  Stafford  County.  Ap¬ 
parently  neither  John  Garner,  Sr.,  nor  John  Garner,  Jr., 
ever  lived  on  it. 

In  October,  1659,  William  Hill  was  indebted  to 
Joseph  Fielding  and  John  Garner  in  the  sum  of  350  pounds 
of  tobacco.  (North.  O.  B.  2,  p.  232) 

September  26,  1661,  the  inventory  of  William  Little 
was  returned  by  John  Garner,  Nicholas  Owen,  Abraham 
Joyce  and  Francis  Simons.  (North.  O.  B.  2,  p.  67) 

October  21,  1661.  “Be  it  known  to  all  men  by  these 
presents  that  I,  William  Hopkins  do  freely  give  unto  John 
Garner  half  of  my  land  at  the  Yocomico  and  to  his  heirs,  it 
being  400  acres  in  all,”  and  instructs  John  Garner  “to 
seat  the  same  by  the  First  of  March  next,  for  seating  of 
the  same  land  I,  William  Hopkins  do  freely  give  unto  John 
Garner  the  half  of  my  land  patent  herein  conveyed  and 
witness  my  hand  and  seal.”  (North.  R.  B.  15,  p.  66) 

May  5,  1663,  Henry  Bradley  was  sworn  as  Constable 
of  Northumberland  County,  “for  ye  north  side  of  little 
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Werecomake,  and  John  Garner  for  the  Cherry  Point  Neck.” 
(North.  0.  B.  2,  p.  210) 

June  6,  1663,  John  Garner  and  Francis  Roberts 
were  empanelled  on  a  jury  in  a  suit  between  Martin  Cole 
and  Peter  Smith.  (North.  0.  B.  2,  p.  279) 

December  20,  1664,  a  certificate  was  granted  to  John 
Garner  for  250  acres  of  land  for  the  importation  of  five  per¬ 
sons  into  the  colony.  (North.  O.  B.  2,  p.  411) 

May  5,  1665,  John  Garner  was  mentioned  as  guard¬ 
ian  to  Thomas  Keene  (his  wife’s  brother),  “the  orphan  of 
Thomas  Keene  deceased.”  (North.  0.  B.  2,  p.  414) 

October  13,  1665,  William  Thompson  named  John 
Garner  one  of  the  executors  of  his  estate.  (North.  R.  B. 
15,  p.  175) 

April  4,  1667,  Ralph  Stevens  of  Northumberland 
County,  planter,  sold  a  tract  of  land  to  John  Garner.  (North. 
R.  B.  16,  p.  19) 

In  May,  1667,  John  Garner  appointed  Henry  Moseley 
his  attorney  in  Northumberland.  (North.  R.  B.  16,  p.  24) 

October  1,  1667,  the  Association  of  Northumberland, 
Westmoreland  and  Stafford  ordered  that  a  house  for  the 
workmen  be  built  near  the  place  for  the  Fort  on  Yeocomico 
River.  The  dimensions  specified  were  “40  feet  long,  9  feet 
pitch  and  20  feet  wide  .  .  .  said  house  to  be  built  by  Jno 
Garner  and  other  assistants  whom  he  shall  select.”3 

October  24,  1667,  Elizabeth  Moseley  appointed  “my 
beloved  friend  John  Garner”  her  lawful  attorney  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  a  sale  of  land  to  Thomas  Watson.  (North.  R.  B.  16, 
p.  33) 

November  20,  1668,  John  Garner  was  owed  982 
pounds  of  tobacco  by  James  Robinson.  (North.  0.  B.  3, 
p.  48) 

About  1672  John  Garner  moved  a  few  miles  farther 
up  the  Northern  Neck  to  Westmoreland  County  near  the 
present  village  of  Kinsale. 

In  October,  1672,  Nicholas  Jenkins  and  wife,  Ann, 
deeded  100  acres  of  land  on  Yeocomico  River,  which  had 
been  purchased  of  Samuel  Earle  in  1669,  to  John  Garner 
and  Robert  Middleton.  (West.  B.  1665-77,  p.  156) 

February  25,  1673,  Robert  Jeffries,  age  35,  deposed 
that  “on  the  15th  of  July  last”  he  was  with  John  Garner 
and  Robert  Middleton  when  they  bought  land  in  West¬ 
moreland  County.  (West.  B.  1665-77,  p.  177) 

April  15,  1674,  John  Garner  was  on  a  coroner’s  jury

“William  Rogers  and  wife  Amy  are  indebted  to 
Robert  Middleton  and  John  Garner  to  the  extent  of  6,000 
lbs.  of  tobacco,  which  they  acknowledged  28  August,  1674, 
for  land  sold  by  Richard  Jenkins  deceased,  as  per  bill  of 
sale,  which  sale  was  not  acknowledged  by  said  Jenkins 
before  his  death.”  (West.  B.  1665-77,  p.  212) 

In  January,  1692,  John  Markes  was  declared  indebted 
unto  John  Garner  in  the  sum  of  5000  pounds  of  tobacco, 
“which  is  to  be  paid,  provided  the  said  Garner  gives  good 
security  to  this  court  and  his  wife  shall  disclaim  her  right 
to  her  third  of  a  seat  of  land  sold  by  the  said  Garner  to  the 
said  Markes.”  Securities  were  John  Garner,  William 
Shores,  Abraham  Joyce.  (North.  O.  B.  3,  p.  198) 

January  15,  1694/95,  John  Jenkins  of  Cople  Parish 
sold  to  John  and  Vincent  Gardner  of  same  parish  and 
county  100  acres  of  land  in  Horne  Point  on  Yeocomico 
River.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  2,  p.  24) 

July  21,  1697,  Joseph  Gamble  of  King  and  Queen 
County  sold  to  John  Garner  his  land  in  Westmoreland 
County.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  2,  p.  126) 

As  will  be  noted  from  his  will,  John  Garner  gave 
to  his  son,  Vincent,  his  land  near  Kinsale  and  that  on 
Horn  Point.  Northwest  of  these  lands  he  owned  800 
acres  which  he  gave  to  his  sons,  John  and  Henry.  Upon 
some  of  this  land,  between  the  present  villages  of  Hague 
and  Kinsale,  one  of  a  later  generation  of  Garners  in  the 
1700’s  built  “China  Hall,”  which  is  still  standing  today. 
It  was  later  acquired  by  Judge  John  Campbell  who  changed 
its  name  to  “Kirnan.”4 

John  Garner  died  early  in  1702,  for  his  will  (West. 
D.  &  W.  B.  3,  p.  153  et  seq.)  was  dated  January  22,  1702, 
proved  May  26,  1702,  and  recorded  January  1,  1703.  It 
reads  as  follows: 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen!  I,  John  Garner  being  sick 
and  weak  of  body,  but  of  perfect  memory  and  understanding  do 
give  and  bequeath  my  Soul  unto  God  that  gave  it,  and  my  body 
to  be  decently  interred.  As  to  my  worldly  Estate,  I  give  and 
bequeath  as  followeth;  Item — I  do  give  and  bequeath  unto  my 
well  beloved  son  John  Garner  and  to  his  heirs  forever  one  moiety 
of  eight  hundred  and  odd  acres  of  land,  also  I  give  unto  my  well 
beloved  son  Henry  Garner  and  to  his  heirs  forever  the  other 
moiety  of  the  aforesaid  eight  hundred  and  odd  acres  of  land 
to  be  equally  divided  between  my  said  sons  John  and  Henry 
Garner  the  said  eight  hundred  and  odd  acres  of  land  being  the 
land  my  said  sons  John  and  Henry  Garner  are  now  seated  upon.

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Item — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  well  beloved  son  Henry  Garner 
my  chest  together  .with  my  wearing  apparel.  Item — I  give  and 
bequeath  unto  my  well  beloved  son  Vincent  Garner  and  his 
heirs  forever  the  whole  plantation  and  land  I  now  live  on  to¬ 
gether  with  the  lands  adjoining.  Also  I  give  unto  my  said  son 
Vincent  and  to  his  heirs  a  parcel  of  land  lying  in  horn  point. 
Item — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  said  son  Vincent  Garner 
my  long  gun  and  my  hanger  and  a  yoke  of  oxen.  Also  my 
will  is  that  my  said  son  Vincent  Garner  hath  the  one  half  of 
what  is  got  of  the  money  of  the  sloop  which  is  called  the  Outcry. 
Item — I  do  will  and  appoint  and  order  my  said  son  Vincent 
Garner,  his  heirs,  Exors  and  Amrs  to  pay  unto  my  son  Thomas 
Garner  his  heirs  or  assigns  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds  of 
good  tobacco  in  cask.  I  do  will  and  appoint  my  said  son  Vincent 
Garner  his  heirs  or  assigns  to  pay  unto  my  son  Parish  Garner 
his  heirs  or  assigns  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds  of  good 
tobacco  in  cask.  Item — I  do  will  and  appoint  my  said  son  Vincent 
Garner  his  heirs  or  assigns  to  pay  unto  my  son  Benjamin  Gar¬ 
ner  his  heirs  or  assigns  the  sum  of  two  thousands  pounds 
of  good  tobacco  in  cask,  to  be  paid  unto  my  said  son  Benjamin 
Garner  when  he  shall  be  one  and  twenty  years  old.  Item — I  will 
and  appoint  my  said  son  Vincent  Garner  his  heirs  or  assigns  to  pay 
unto  my  son  James  Garner  his  heirs  or  assigns  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  pounds  of  good  tobacco  in  cask  to  be  paid  unto  my  son 
James  Garner  when  he  shall  come  to  the  age  of  one  and  twenty. 
Item — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  well  beloved  daughters  Mary 
Susan  and  Martha  each  of  them  a  thomb  ring  and  also  my  will 
is  that  my  well  beloved  wife  to  see  them  paid.  Item — I  give 
and  bequeath  unto  my  well  beloved  wife  Susan  all  the  rest  of  my 
Estate  as  Goods  and  Chattels  moveables  and  unmoveables  and 
do  make  my  said  loving  wife  Susan  the  sole  Executor  of  this 
my  last  will  and  testament,  willing  all  my  due  debts  to  be  paid, 
revoking  all  other  wills  and  testimonies,  this  my  last  will  and 
testament,  also  my  will  is  that  my  well  beloved  wife  Susan  her 
heirs  or  Executors  pay  the  one  half  of  the  tobacco  which  is  given 
to  my  said  sons  being  four  thousand,  the  22nd  day  of  Jan:  1702.

Susanna  Garner  survived  her  husband  by  about 
14  years.  She  left  no  will  but  the  records  show  her  estate 
was  inventoried  March  28,  1716  by  James  Carr,  James 
Thomas  and  William  Garner.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  4,  p.  560) 
On  May  30,  1716  her  son,  Benjamin,  stated  that  his  mother’s 
clothes  had  not  been  appraised  but  had  been  divided  among 
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her  daughters  at  the  time  of  her  funeral.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B. 
5,  p.  57) 

John  and  Susanna  (Keene)  Garner  had  issue:  (1) 
John2  Garner;  (2)  Henry2  Garner;  (3)  Vincent2  Garner; 
(4)  Thomas2  Garner;  (5)  Parish2  Garner;  (6)  Benjamin2 
Garner;  (7)  James2  Garner;  (8)  Mary2  Garner;  (9)  Susan2 
Garner;  (10)  Martha2  Garner. 


CHAPTER  II 


JOHN  GARNER  ( - 1713) 

John2  Garner,  son  of  John1  Garner  and  his  wife, 
Susanna,  is  first  mentioned  in  the  records  of  Northumber¬ 
land  County  on  June  20,  1663  as  follows:  “John  Garner, 
the  sonne  of  John  Garner  of  Cherry  Point  neck  in  the 
County  of  Northumberland  the  mark  of  cattle  and  hogs 
is  cropt  &  slitt  on  the  left  ears  a  talon  out  of  the  upper 
side  of  the  said  ears  and  right  ears  overkeeled.”  (North. 
R.  B.  15,  p.  101)  On  the  same  day  Joseph  Fielding  and 
John  Garner  assigned  their  rights  in  500  acres  of  land  to 
John  Garner  Jr.,  son  of  John  Garner,  and  to  John  Bailes, 
Jr.,  son  of  John  Bailes  deceased.  (North.  R.  B.  15,  p.  100) 
February  14,  1667,  Thomas  Watson  assigned  200  acres  of 
land  to  John  Garner  Jr.1  (North.  R.  B.  16,  p.  33) 

Nothing  further  is  found  recorded  about  John2  Garner 
until  1687/8  when  on  February  29th  we  find  the  following: 
“John  Garner  Jr.,  Whereas  Thomas  Saunders,  an  orphan 
was  remitted  to  the  care  of  Joshua  Bayles,  who  is  since 
deceased,  the  said  Gardner  jr.  is  appointed  by  the  court 
to  have  the  care  and  tutelage  of  the  said  orphan,  promising 
to  teach  him  the  trade  of  house  carpenter,  joiner  as  much 
as  in  him  lies,  or  the  orphan  be  capable,  John  Garner  the 
younger/’  (West.  B.  1675/6-1688/9) 

January  23,  1697  one  acre  of  land  was  laid  out  for 
John  Garner  Jr.  for  a  mill  on  a  dam  supposed  to  be  in  the 
possession  of  John  Garner,  Sr.,  or  Alice  Achew.  (West. 
D.  &  W.  B.  2,  p.  131) 

In  1698  there  was  an  indenture  between  John  Tram¬ 
mell  of  Lower  Machotick  in  Westmoreland  County  and 
John  Garner  the  younger  for  an  exchange  of  land,  Garner 
to  exchange  300  acres  on  the  Potomac  Creek  in  Stafford 
County  for  a  plantation  on  lower  Machotick  Creek  in  West¬ 
moreland  County.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  2,  p.  177) 

1.  Since  this  John  Garner  would  have  been  a  small  child  in  1663-67, 
the  three  records  in  this  paragraph  have  led  some  people  to  the 
belief  that  he  was  the  third  rather  than  the  second  John  Garner  in 
Northumberland  and  that  these  records  concern  the  one  discussed 

in  Chapter  I.  However,  this  would  appear  to  be  disproved  by  the 
fact  that  John  Garner  who  died  in  1713  willed  to  two  of  his  children 
tracts  of  land  answering  the  description  of  those  listed  here,  where¬ 
as  they  are  not  mentioned  at  all  in  the  will  of  John  Garner  who 
died  in  1702.  The  explanation  may  be  that  the  lands  and  livestock 
mentioned  in  these  records  were  gifts  to  the  firstborn  son  of  the 
first  John  Garner. 
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June  4,  1700,  John  Garner  Jr.  patented  200  acres 
of  land  in  Westmoreland  County  at  Crimes  Springs.  (Va.  L. 
Gr.  B.  2,  p.  317) 

September  12,  1701,  John  Gardner  Jr.  was  one  of 
the  appraisers  of  the  estate  of  William  Paine. 

February  29,  1703,  Samuel  Brock  gave  John  Garner 
of  Cople  Parish,  Westmoreland  County,  power  of  attorney 
for  Mr.  Hubert  Vinckestein  of  Kings  Lynn  in  the  King¬ 
dom  of  England,  in  connection  with  the  administration  of 
the  estate  of  Capt.  William  Clark.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  3, 

p.  266) 

August  28,  1705,  John  Hindmer  and  Frances  Stoakes 
sold  to  John  Garner  for  7,000  lbs.  of  tobacco  240  acres  of  land 
formerly  granted  to  Thomas  Martin.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  3, 
p.  366) 

December  21,  1705,  Mathew  Keene  of  Stafford  County 
made  a  deed  of  gift  which  read  in  part  as  follows:  “For 
natural  affection  and  kind  love  that  I  bear  my  well  beloved 
sister  Susan  Garner  of  Westmoreland  County  .  .  .  unto 
John  and  Henry  Garner  of  the  said  county  one  tract  of  land 
in  Westmoreland  containing  875  acres  bounding  upon  the 
back  line  of  John  Shepherd  which  was  patented  in  1661. 
That  is  to  say,  475  acres  of  the  above  to  the  said  John 
Garner  and  400  acres  to  Henry  Garner  my  kinsmen.”  Wit¬ 
nesses  were  James  Withers  and  Thomas  Garner.  This  deed 
was  executed  March  27,  1706.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  3,  p.  397) 

February  11,  1707  John  Garner  patented  250  acres  of 
land  in  Westmoreland  adjoining  Thomas  Rout  and  Robert 
Nichols.  (Va.  L.  Gr.  B.  3) 

November  25,  1707,  John  Garner  patented  36  acres  of 
land  on  the  north  side  of  Broad  Creek  on  the  line  of  Meeks 
Newman.  (Va.  L.  Gr.  B.  3) 

There  is  a  letter  among  the  Westmoreland  records 
giving  power  of  attorney  to  John  Garner  as  follows:  “Uriell, 
Jno,  Lettr  Atty.  to  Garner  Aug.  23,  1707 — John  Uriell  of 
Parish  of  Cockermouth  in  the  Kingdom  of  England  do 
make  ordain  and  constitute  and  in  my  place  and  stead  put 
my  trusty  and  well  beloved  friend  John  Garner  of  the  parish 
of  Cople  and  County  of  Westmoreland  to  be  my  true  and 
lawfull  attorney  for  me  and  in  my  name  and  on  my  account 
to  ask  demand,  receive  and  recover  of  and  from  all  manner 
of  persons  whatsoever  all  such  debts  and  sums  of  money 
etc.  due  me.  John  Uriell.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  4,  p.  128) 

January  6,  1709,  John  Garner  patented  180  acres 
of  land  lying  in  the  forest  of  Nominy  upon  a  branch  of  the 
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Rappahannock  River  in  Westmoreland  County  near  Col. 
William  Pearce  deceased,  and  Edward  Ransdell.  (Va.  L. 
Gr.  B.  3,  p.  237) 

July  14,  1709,  John  Garner  patented  390  acres  in 
the  forest  of  Yeocomico  and  lower  Machoteque,  adjoining 
Hon.  Richard  Lee,  at  the  head  of  Nominy  River,  near  Henry 
Duncan,  Vincent  Cox,  deceased,  Thomas  Martin,  Thomas 
Waddey,  Robert  and  John  Williams.  (Va.  L.  Gr.  B.  3,  p.  237) 
In  1710,  John  Garner  deeded  50  acres  of  land  to  his 
son,  John,  ‘‘Being  one-half  part  of  100  acres  devised  and 
bequeathed  unto  my  wife  Jane,  the  daughter  of  Abraham 
Joyce,  deceased,  by  her  Father.  This  land  was  surveyed 
in  1708  at  which  time  there  was  17  acres  surplus  which 
was  given  to  Jane  Garner  my  wife,  land  in  Westmoreland 
adjoining  Thomas  Miller.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  4,  p.  99) 

August  16,  1712,  Hannah  Wright,  widow  of  John 
Wright,  of  Cople  Parish,  gave  power  of  attorney  to  John 
Garner  of  Westmoreland  County.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  5,  p.  76) 
John2  Garner  died  early  in  1713.  His  will  (West. 
D.  &  W.  B.  5,  p.  141),  as  given  below,  was  dated  February  3, 
1712  and  proved  March  25,  1713 : 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  the  3rd  of  February  1712  I  John 
Garner  being  sick  and  weak  in  body  but  of  sound  and  perfect 
memory  praise  be  given  to  God  for  the  same,  and  knowing  the 
uncertainty  of  this  life  on  earth  and  being  desirous  to  settle 
things  in  order  doe  make  this  my  last  will  &  Testament  in  man¬ 
ner  and  form  following  that  is  to  say  first  and  principally  I  com¬ 
mend  my  soule  to  Almighty  God  my  Creator  assuredly  believing 
that  I  shall  receive  full  pardon  and  free  remission  of  all  my  sins 
and  be  saved  by  the  precious  death  &  meritts  of  my  blessed  Saviour 
and  redeemer  Christ  Jesus  and  my  body  to  the  earth  from  whence 
it  was  taken  to  be  buryed  in  such  decent  &  Christian  manner 
as  my  Exts  hereafter  named  shall  be  thought  meet  and  convenient 
and  as  touch  such  worldly  estate  as  the  Lord  in  mercy  hath  lent 
me  my  will  and  meaning  is  the  same  shall  be  employed  and  be¬ 
stowed  as  hereafter  by  this  my  will  is  expressed  and  first  I  doe 
revoke  renounce  frustrate  and  make  void  all  wills  by  me  formerly 
made  and  declare  and  appoint  this  my  last  will  and  Testament. 
Item — I  give  my  land  in  Northumberland  County  to  my  son 
William  Garner  and  the  heirs  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten  or 
to  be  begotten  and  if  my  said  son  Wm  be  without  such  issue 
that  then  the  said  lands  to  be  divided  between  my  sons  Abraham 
Garner,  John  Garner,  Joseph  Garner,  Jeremiah  Garner  and  if 
they  die  without  issue  then  to  my  right  heir  forever.  Item — I  give 
to  my  son  Abraham  Garner  all  my  land  in  Ragged  point  also  one 
hundred  acres  of  land  in  horn  point  unto  my  said  son  Abraham 
and  the  heirs  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten  or  to  be  begotten  and 
if  my  said  son  Abraham  die  without  such  issue  then  the  said 
lands  to  be  equally  divided  between  my  sons  aforesaid.  Item — 

I  give  unto  my  son  John  Garner  the  plantations  where  Thomas 
Marchant  &  John  Kearsey  now  live  upon  with  three  hundred 
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acres  of  land  thereunto  adjoyning  to  him  and  his  heires  law¬ 
fully  begotten  or  to  be  begotten,  and  if  my  said  son  John  die 
without  such  issue  then  the  said  land  to  be  divided  between  my 
sons  aforesd  and  likewise  I  give  and  bequeath  my  old  mill  upon 
Blices  Run  unto  my  said  son  John  Garner  and  the  heirs  of  his 
body  lawfully  begotten  or  to  be  begotten  and  if  the  said  son  John 
die  without  such  issue  the  said  mill  to  be  valued  by  three  different 
men  and  then  my  son  Abraham  to  take  her  and  to  pay  the  value 
proportionable  to  the  aforesaid  brothers.  Item — I  give  unto  my 
son  Joseph  Garner  two  hundred  acres  of  land  beginning  where 
the  land  given  to  my  son  John  leaveth  supposeing  to  be  part  of 
the  land  I  lately  took  up.  Item — I  give  unto  my  son  Jeremiah 
Garner  all  my  plantation  I  now  live  on  being  my  part  of  land 
of  a  tract  was  given  between  I  &  my  brother  Henry  Garner 
being  part  land  belonging  to  Willm  Tommas  patent  and  if  my 
sd  son  Jeremiah  die  without  issue  then  to  be  disposed  as  the  other 
my  sons  before  mentioned.  Item — I  give  unto  my  daughter  Jane 
Joyce  Self  all  that  parcell  land  where  Richard  Organ  lived  being 
bought  by  me  of  Thomas  Watson  and  alsoe  I  give  unto  my 
daughter  Jane  Joyce  a  parcell  of  land  joyning  to  the  land  of 
Middletons  &  upon  Mr.  Sami  Rusts  mill  branches  and  also  I  give 
unto  my  daughter  Jane  Joyce  a  parcell  of  land  being  Sixty  & 
six  acres  where  Susanna  Moon  now  liveth  and  if  my  daughter 
Jane  Joyce  die  without  issue  then  to  be  disposed  of  as  the  other 
before  mentioned.  Item — I  give  unto  my  daughter  Susanna 
Garner  all  the  remaining  part  of  my  young  land  binding  upon 
Col.  Richard  Lee  esq.  Robert  Smith  John  Jenkins  Waddie  Cox  & 
Selfes  &  John  Williams  land  and  if  my  daughter  Susanna  die 
without  issue  then  to  be  divided  between  &  disposed  of  as  the 
other  before  mentioned.  Item — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son 
William  Garner  five  hundred  acres  land  lying  in  Stafford  County 
upon  Ocoquan  due  by  pattent  to  John  Garner  &  Joseph  Field¬ 
ing  to  him  and  his  heires  forever.  Item — I  give  unto  my  son 
Abraham  Garner  one  hundred  &  eighty  acres  or  thereabout  lying 
in  the  forrest  of  Nominy  by  the  land  of  Edward  Ramsies  and 
Jacob  Remy,  to  him  &  his  heirs  for  ever  also  my  will  is  that  the 
legacy  due  from  Jane  Joyce  or  Steadam  grandmother  to  Abraham 
Garner  &  Jane  Joyce  Self  being  forty  pounds  Sterl.  or  goods 
according  to  Inventory  the  Inventory  being  now  in  the  house. 
My  will  and  desire  is  that  all  my  personal  estate  that  is  not  al¬ 
ready  bequeathed  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever  be  divided  into 
tenn  parts  one  thereof  I  give  to  my  loving  wife  and  lastly  I 
nominate  &  appoint  my  son  Willm  Garner  Executr  of  this  my 
last  will  &  Testament.

Item — I  give  &  bequeath  unto  my  well  beloved  wife  the  negroe 
woman  calld  Cate  to  be  hers  dureing  the  time  of  her  widdowhood 
and  if  my  beloved  wife  should  mary  then  the  aforesaid  negroe 
should  fall  unto  my  well  beloved  son  William  Garner  as  witness 
my  hand  &  Seale  Feb.  14th  1712.

At  a  court  held  for  the  said  county  the  25th  day  of  March 
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1713  the  last  will  and  testament  of  John  Garner,  dec’d.,  together 
with  the  codicil  thereto  annexed,  were  presented  unto  Court  by 
William  Garner,  Executor,  in  the  will  named  who  made  oath 
thereto  and  both  being  proved  by  the  oaths  of  Benjamin  Garner 
and  Henry  Garner,  witnesses  thereto  are  admitted  to  record,  and 
upon  motion  of  the  said  William  Garner  and  performing  what  is 
usually  in  such  cases  certificate  is  granted  for  obtaining  a  probate 
thereof  in  due  form. 

Test.:  Thos.  Sorrell  D.  C.  C. 

Recordate  Quarto  die  April  1713  pr.  Eundm  Clum.” 

William  Garner  returned  an  inventory  of  his  father’s 
estate  on  May  29,  1713.  It  was  inventoried  by  Samuel 
Rust,  William  Gardner,  Samuel  Earle  and  James  Coleman. 
(West.  D.  &  W.  B.  5,  p.  162) 

John2  Garner  married  Jane  Joyce,  daughter  of  Abra¬ 
ham  Joyce2.  John  and  Jane  (Joyce)  Garner  had  issue:  (1) 
William3  Garner;  (2)  Abraham3  Garner;  (3)  John3  Garner; 
(4)  Joseph3  Garner;  (5)  Jeremiah3  Garner;  (6)  Jane  Joyce3 
Garner;  (7)  Susanna3  Garner. 

William  Garner  (1680-1751) 

1.  William3  Garner  (Jno.2  Jno.1)  is  thought  to  have 
spent  part  of  his  early  manhood  in  Stafford  County.  A 
William  Garner  made  a  deposition  in  that  county  in  1700, 
in  which  he  said  he  was  about  twenty  years  old,  which 
would  place  his  birth  at  about  1680.  He  was  a  witness 
to  the  will  of  his  grandfather,  John1  Garner,  in  1702  and 
the  executor  of  the  will  of  his  father,  John2  Garner,  in  1713. 
His  father  left  him  his  land  in  Stafford  County  which  had 

2.  The  following  items  are  found  in  the  records  of  Northumberland 
County  concerning  Abraham  Joyce:  Oct.  10,  1659,  “It  is  ordered  by 
the  court  that  Mr.  Hugh  Lee  shall  make  his  personal  appearance  in 
court  on  Thursday  the  first  of  December  to  answer  the  complaint 
of  Abraham  Joyce  on  the  behalf  of  the  orphans  of  Giles  Bashawe, 
before  Col.  John  Trussell  and  Capt.  John  Rogers.”  (North.  0.  B. 

2,  p.  232)  Oct.  10,  1659,  “Abraham  Joyce  is  authorized  to  take 
William  Bashawe  into  his  guardianship  out  of  the  guardianship  of 

James  Hawley.”  (North.  O.  B.  2,  p.  233)  July  21,  1660,  Abraham 
Joyce  “who  had  intermarried  with  one  of  the  orphans  of  Giles 
Bashawe  deceased,”  claimed  that  Mr.  Hugh  Lee  had  promised  a 
sum  of  tobacco  to  the  orphans  of  said  Bashawe.  (North.  O.  B.  2, 
p.  129)  “Abraham  Joyce  deposed  that  between  14  and  15  years 
ago  he  surveyed  a  piece  of  land  for  a  Glebe,  beginning  at  the  head 
of  Claytons  Creek,  Joseph  Dodson  being  surveyor,  200  acres  of  land, 
23  August  1667.”  (North.  R.  B.  16,  p.  58)  “It  is  ordered  that  Mr. 
Nicholas  Owen  and  Abraham  Joyce  appraise  the  estate  of  Mathew 
Wak,  deceased  10th  March  1668.”  (North.  O.  B.  3,  p.  30)  “Abra¬ 
ham  Joyce,  Dominick  Rice,  Wm.  Keyne  and  Wm.  Jollands  are  ap¬ 
pointed  to  appraise  the  estate  of  Robert  Hitchcock,  28th  of  Febru¬ 
ary  1673.”  (North.  0.  B.  2,  p.  194) 
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been  patented  in  1658  by  Francis  Roberts  and  assigned 
later  to  Joseph  Fielding  and  John1  Garner.  In  1663  John1 
Garner  assigned  his  share  to  his  son  John2  Garner.  William 
also  received  from  his  father  land  in  Northumberland  County 
and  lived  there  in  later  years. 

August  3,  1722,  Daniel  McCarty  was  granted  judg¬ 
ment  of  10  shillings  against  William  Garner  for  “making  a 
fence  across  the  road  that  leads  from  Yeocomico  Church 
to  Garner’s  Mill.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  7,  p.  144)  October  27, 
1724,  John  Smith  sold  land  on  Blycos  Swamp  in  Westmore¬ 
land  County  to  William  Garner  Sr.  for  6000  pounds  of 
tobacco.  Witnesses  were  John  Garner,  Thomas  Garner 
and  Ann  Smith,  wife  of  John.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  8,  p.  85) 
In  a  suit  between  Thomas  Lee  and  William  Pierce,  ex- 
tober  8,  1750,  Samuel  brought  suit  against  William  Garner, 
executor  of  John  Garner,  deceased,  George  Turberville  was 
appointed  to  collect  the  papers  in  the  suit.  (North.  O.  B. 
6,  p.  27) 

July  16,  1748,  William  Garner  deeded  to  his  son, 
Francis  Garner,  for  50  pounds  current  money,  80  acres  in 
Northumberland  County.  (North.  R.  B.  23,  p.  134)  On 
the  same  day  he  also  deeded  to  his  son,  Samuel  Garner,  for 
50  pounds  of  current  money,  80  acres  in  the  same  county. 
These  deeds  were  signed  by  William  Garner  and  Emmy  Gar¬ 
ner,  his  wife.  August  8,  1748,  William  and  Emmy  Garner 
sold  land  to  Samuel  Garner.  (North.  R.  B.  23,  p.  137)  Oc¬ 
tober  8,  1750,  Samuel  brought  suit  against  William  Garner, 
the  executor  of  John  Garner.  The  court  decided  that  297 
pounds  of  tobacco  was  due  Samuel  Garner,  son  and  heir  of 
Jeremiah  Garner,  to  be  paid  by  William  Garner,  “executor 
of  the  estate  of  John  Garner,  the  elder,  deceased.”  (North 
R.  B.)  November  23,  1750,  William  Garner  of  Mattapony 
Neck,  St.  Stephens  Parish,  made  a  deed  of  gift  to  his  chil¬ 
dren  as  follows:  Jeremiah,  Parish,  Joseph,  Jean  Joice, 
Susanna  Emmy  (the  youngest).  To  William  Garner  he 
gave  the  rest  of  his  estate  including  slaves  and  other  prop¬ 
erty.  This  deed  was  proved  August  13,  1764.  Witnesses 
were  Francis  Garner  and  Samuel  Garner  (North.  R.  B.) 

William3  Garner  died  in  1751  as  his  estate  was  ap¬ 
praised  on  August  29th  and  a  report  of  the  division  of  the 
estate  was  made  on  October  15th  of  that  year  by  John 
West,  Pemberton  Claughton  and  John  Turner.  Francis 
Garner,  his  son,  was  the  administrator.  (North.  R.  B.  1751- 
53,  p.  33)  William  and  Emmy  Garner  had  issue:  (1) 
Francis4  Garner;  (2)  Samuel4  Garner;  (3)  William4  Gar¬ 
ner;  (4)  Jeremiah4  Garner;  (5)  Parish4  Garner;  (6)  Jos- 
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eph4  Garner;  (7)  Jean  (or  Jane)  Joyce4  Garner;  (8)  Sus¬ 
anna  Emmy4  Garner. 

1.  Francis4  Garner  (Wm.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  married 

Eleanor  - .  On  August  14,  1764,  Francis  Gar¬ 

ner  and  Eleanor,  his  wife,  sold  to  Allen  L.  Shivvrell  80 
acres  in  Northumberland  County,  “a  parcell  of  land  pur¬ 
chased  by  John  Garner  from  James  Jones,”  which  he  gave 
to  William,  William  sold  to  Knott,  Knott  sold  to  Francis — 
bordering  land  of  Samuel  and  William  Garner  in  Matta- 
pony  Neck,  Munday’s  Point.  Samuel  Garner  was  a  witness. 
(North.  R.  B.  1764-76)  October  27,  1764,  Francis  Garner 
“now  of  Northumberland  County”  sold  to  Stephen  Hall  for 
35  pounds  lawful  money  of  Virginia  a  negro  slave  named 
Samuel,  age  about  18.  (North.  R.  B.  1764-76,  p.  541) 
Francis4  Garner  is  believed  to  be  the  one  who  died  in 
Carteret  County,  North  Carolina  in  1771.  His  will  made 
in  1769  and  recorded  in  1771  mentions  heirs  Jeremiah  and 
Eleanor,  relationship  not  given.  (Will  Book,  Carteret  Co., 
N.  C.) 

2.  Samuel4  Garner  (Wm.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  married 

Jean  or  Jane  - .  August  11,  1764,  Samuel  Garner 

and  his  wife,  Jean,  of  Stephens  Parish  sold  to  Pemberton 
Claughton  land  in  Mattapony  Neck,  part  of  a  tract  pur¬ 
chased  by  John  Garner  from  James  Jones,  which  John 
Garner  gave  in  his  will  to  his  son  William,  William  sold  to 
Richard  Knott,  Knott  sold  to  Samuel  Garner,  bounded  on  one 
side  by  land  of  Francis  Garner.  Francis  Garner  was  a 
witness.  (North.  R.  B.  1764-76)  Samuel4  Garner  is  believed 
to  be  the  one  who  made  his  will  in  1765  in  Carteret  County, 
North  Carolina  and  died  there  in  1794.  (Will  Book,  Carteret 
Co.,  N.  C.)  His  will  mentioned  his  wife,  Janie,  and  chil¬ 
dren,  but  did  not  give  their  names.  However,  the  Parish 
Register  of  St.  Stephens,  Northumberland  County,  shows 
that  Samuel  and  Jean  Garner  had  two  children:  Hannah5 
and  Elinor5,  twin  daughters  born  June  11,  1755. 

3.  William4  Garner  (Wm.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  married 

Margaret - .  In  October,  1751,  it  was  ordered  that 

an  estate  be  laid  off  for  Margaret  Garner,  widow  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Garner,  she  to  receive  one  third  of  her  husband's  land 
and  negroes  and  a  child’s  part  of  the  rest.  (North.  0.  B. 
1751-53,  p.  61)  In  1770  we  find  their  son,  John5  Garner 
of  Carteret  County,  North  Carolina,  selling  a  tract  of  land 
in  Northumberland,  which  he  had  inherited  from  his  father 
and  which  had  once  belonged  to  his  great  grandfather,  John2 
Garner.  This  indenture,  dated  June  5,  1770,  reads  in  part 
as  follows: 
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John  Garner  of  Carteret  Co.,  Province  of  North  Carolina 
and  Wm.  Lewis  of  St.  Stephens  Parish  .  .  .  for  60  lbs.  current 
money  of  Virginia  paid  by  said  Wm.  Lewis  grants  tract  of  land 
in  Mundays  Neck  .  .  .  101  acres  of  land,  except  the  dower  right 
of  Margaret  Self — now  the  wife  of  James  Self  and  late  the  widow 
and  relict  of  Wm.  Garner  Jun.,  father  of  the  said  John  Garner,  it 
being  the  land  whereon  Wm.  Garner  lived,  which  is  part  of  parcel 
of  341  acres  purchased  by  John  Garner  of  James  Jones  and 
given  to  son  William  Garner  and  conveyed  to  Richard  Knott, 
and  afterwards  purchased  of  Richard  Knott  by  said  William 
Garner,  Junr,  father  of  said  John  Garner  of  first  party  .  .  .  the 
said  William  Garner  Junr  dying  intestate  the  said  lands  and  ap¬ 
purtenances  became  the  inheritance  of  the  said  John  Garner  as 
his  eldest  son  and  heir  at  law  to  plantation  where  Francis  Garner 
lived — to  plantation  where  Sami  Garner  lived.  (North.  R.  B. 
1764-76) 

John5  Garner  died  in  Carteret  County,  North  Caro¬ 
lina  in  1798.  His  will,  made  in  1794,  mentioned  his  wife, 
Lucy,  and  children  not  named.  (Will  Book,  Carteret  Co., 
N.  C.) 

4.  Jeremiah4  Garner  (Wm.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  married 

Dorcas - .  They  are  known  to  have  had  one  son: 

1.  Spencer5  Garner,  born  April  4,  1770  in  Northumberland 
County  and  died  in  1828.  March  6,  1798,  he  married 
in  Westmoreland  County,  Alice  Bailey  Washington, 
with  George  Washington  acting  as  security.  (West. 
Mar.  Rec.)  Spencer  Garner  and  his  wife,  Alice,  had 
a  son,  George  Washington6  Garner,  born  before  1800, 
died  in  1834  in  Westmoreland  County. 

Jeremiah4  and  Dorcas  Garner  are  also  thought  to  have  had 
a  daughter: 

2.  Dorcas5  Garner,  married  June  15,  1799,  Westmoreland 
County,  Henry  Beale,  with  Solomon  Redmond,  security. 
(West.  Mar.  Rec.) 

Joseph  Garner  ( -  1776) 

5.  Joseph4  Garner  (Wm.3  Jno.2  Jno1)  married  Cath¬ 
erine  - ,  who  preceded  him  in  death.  July  31,  1758, 

Abraham4  Garner  (Abr.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  rented  80  acres  of 
land  in  Ragged  Point  Neck,  Westmoreland  County,  “at  head 
of  cove  at  my  landing  and  from  thence  extending  down 
said  cove  to  point  formerly  called  Bradley’s  Point”  to 
Joseph  Garner,  his  wife,  Catherine,  and  son,  Nathaniel. 
According  to  his  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  16,  p.  68),  dated 
August  25,  1775,  and  recorded  September  24,  1776,  Joseph4 
Garner  had  issue: 

1.  Joseph5  Garner. 
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2.  Benjamin5  Garner. 

3.  Nathaniel5  Garner — thought  to  have  died  in  Richmond 
County  in  1796. 

4.  Another  son  who  died  before  1776  and  left  a  son,  Gawin6 
Garner  and  possibly  also  Thomas6  Garner  (mentioned 
as  grandsons). 

5.  Catherine5  Garner,  married - Courtney. 

6.  Mary5  Garner,  married  -  Jeffries. 

7.  Keziah5  Garner,  married  Leonard  Courtney,  son  of  Mary 
Courtney.  He  died  in  1780.  Issue:  (1)  James6  Court¬ 
ney;  (2)  Leonard6  Courtney;  (3)  William6  Courtney; 
(4)  George6  Courtney;  (5)  Peggy6  Courtney;  (6) 

Sally6  Courtney  (married - Turner)  ;  (7)  Mary6 

Courtney. 

8.  Daughter  who  married  William  Barecroft,  died  before 
1776,  leaving  a  daughter,  Elizabeth6  Barecroft.  William 
Barecroft’s  will  in  1784  mentioned  his  daughter  Eliza¬ 
beth’s  legacy  from  her  grandfather,  Joseph  Garner. 
(North.  R.  B.  1782-85,  p.  175) 

Executors  of  the  will  were  Joseph  Garner  and  William  Bare¬ 
croft.  Witnesses  were  William  Barecroft,  Nathaniel  Garner, 
Joseph  Garner,  Jr.  and  Benjamin  Garner. 

Abraham  Garner  ( -  1733) 

2.  Abraham3  Garner  (Jno.2  Jno.1)  died  in  1733  for 
an  inventory  of  his  estate  was  made  in  that  year.  May  28, 
1735,  the  following  was  admitted  to  record  in  Cople  Parish, 
Westmoreland  County: 


We  agree  that  John  Garner  grandfather  of  the  pltf.  in  his 
life  time  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  seized  in  fee  of  the 
premes  in  question  and  before  his  death  made  his  last  will  and 
testament  in  writing  bearing  the  date  the  4th  of  Jan.  MDCC16 
in  the  words  (read  will)  we  agree  that  the  land  in  Ragged  Point 
in  the  said  will  mentioned  to  be  devised  to  Abraham  Garner  son 
of  the  said  Testator  is  the  premise  in  question  and  that  the  said 
Abraham  after  the  death  of  the  said  Testator  entered  into  the 
premise  in  question  and  that  was  thereof  seized  and  being  seized 
made  a  lease  of  the  said  premises  unto  Osmond  Crabb,  Father 
of  the  defendant  bearing  the  16th  day  of  November  1719  here¬ 
unto  annexed  and  that  Osmond  Crabb  after  making  the  said 
Lease  entred  into  the  said  premises  and  was  thereof  possessed 
We  agree  that  the  said  Abraham  Garner  is  dead  and  that  the  per¬ 
son  of  the  pltf  is  his  eldest  son  &  heir  at  law  that  Osmond  Crabb 
is  dead  and  the  Defendt.  is  his  Extr.  If  the  law  be  for  the  pltf. 
we  agree  that  judgment  be  entered  for  him  and  one  shilling 
damage  if  not  that  judgment  be  entered  for  the  defendant. 


The  plaintiff  above  (name  not  given  in  the  document) 
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is  believed  to  have  been  Abraham4  Garner  (Abr.3  Jno.2 
Jno.1).  May  1,  1751,  Abraham4  Garner  rented  a  tract  of 
land  in  Ragged  Point  Neck  on  the  Potomac  River  for  500 
pounds  of  tobacco  yearly  to  Vincent  Garner  and  his  wife, 
Elizabeth,  “both  of  Westmoreland  County.”  (West.  D.  &  W. 
B.  11,  p.  391)  In  1756  he  entered  into  a  land  dispute 
with  Robert  Carter.  June  16,  1757,  he  rented  80  acres  of 
land  in  Ragged  Point  Neck  to  John  Brown,  (West.  D.  &  W. 
B.  13,  p.  93)  and  on  November  30,  1758,  he  rented  land  in 
the  same  section  to  William  Goff.  July  31,  1758,  he  rented 
80  acres  in  Ragged  Point  Neck  “at  head  of  cove  at  my  land¬ 
ing  and  from  thence  extending  down  said  cove  to  point  for¬ 
merly  called  Bradley’s  Point”  to  Joseph4  Garner  (Wm.3 
Jno.2  Jno.1),  his  wife,  Catherine,  and  son,  Nathaniel.  Abra¬ 
ham4  Garner  died  in  1761.  His  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  14, 
p.  149),  dated  February  21,  1761,  and  recorded  June  30, 
1761,  mentions  the  following  children:  (1)  Frances5  Gar¬ 
ner  (daughter  of  Sarah  Garner)  ;  (2)  Lettice5  Garner; 
(3)  Martha5  Garner;  (4)  Rachel5  Garner.  “Richard  Gar¬ 
ner’s  daughters  of  Sarah”  are  also  mentioned.  The  last 
item  of  the  will  reads  as  follows:  “I  order  my  executors 
herein  after  named  to  carry  on,  and  defend  my  suits  with 
Robert  Carter  esqr  which  expense  is  to  be  borne  out  of  my 
estate.  Lastly  I  constitute  and  appoint  my  friends  Richard 
Lee  esquire,  Willoughby  Newton,  and  Bradley  Garner  to 
be  exectuors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.”  Abraham4 

Garner  is  believed  to  have  married  first  Sarah  - , 

possibly  the  daughter  of  Bradley3  Garner  (Hen.2  Jno.1). 

John  Garner 

3.  John3  Garner  (Jno.2  Jno.1)  married  Lettice 

- .  He  may  have  married  second,  Elizabeth  Jeffress, 

daughter  of  Edmund  Jeffress,  who  in  his  will  (West.  D. 
&  W.  B.  8,  No.  2,  p.  101) ,  dated  May  25,  1736,  left  “my  daugh¬ 
ter  Elizabeth  Garner  equal  share  of  mill  leased  of  J.  Garner.” 
The  father  of  John3  Garner  left  him  the  plantations  where 
Thomas  Marchant  and  John  Kearsey  were  then  living — 
300  acres — and  his  mill  on  Blice’s  Run.  In  1719  he  was 
granted  230  acres  in  Westmoreland.  August  29,  1721, 
for  “2500  pounds  of  lawful  tobacco  in  cask”  he  leased  to 
William  Teynan  167  acres,  1  rod,  33  perches  of  land,  “being 
formerly  granted  unto  the  said  John  Garner  by  the  propri¬ 
etors  of  the  Northern  Neck.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  7,  p.  116) 
August  30,  1721,  he  leased  240  acres  near  Garner’s  mill,  ad¬ 
joining  Thomas  Beale,  Stephen  Self,  Jr.  and  Henry  Garner 
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to  William  Teynan  for  10,000  pounds  of  tobacco.  In  both 
these  deeds  “Lettice  wife  of  the  said  John  personally  re¬ 
linquished  her  right  of  dower  and  thirds  to  the  land  therein 
leased.” 

Indenture  between  Samuel  Rust,  acting  Executor  of  Daniel 
Tebbs,  deceased,  Daniel  Tebbs  the  eldest  son  of  Daniel  Tebbs 
Deceased,  and  Abraham  Garner  eldest  son  and  heir  of  John  Garner 
deceased,  all  of  Cople  Parish  Westmoreland  County  of  the  first 
part;  and  Benjamin  Garner  of  the  same  parish  and  county. 
Daniel  Tebbs  deceased  made  an  agreement  to  exchange  a  piece 
of  land  in  Prince  William  Co.  with  John  Garner  for  a  piece  of  land 
in  Westmoreland  Co.  Daniel  Tebbs  died  before  the  land  was  con¬ 
veyed,  land  on  the  south  side  of  Broad  Run,  200  acres,  180  acres 
of  this  was  given  by  said  John  Garner  to  his  son  John  Garner 
who  died  without  issue  and  the  same  became  vested  in  Abraham 
Garner  5  Sept.  1771.  (Pr.  Wm.  D.  B.  R.,  p.  359) 

The  above  record  seems  to  indicate  that  John3  Gar¬ 
ner  had  two  sons:  (1)  Abraham4  Garner;  (2)  John4  Gar¬ 
ner;  also  he  may  have  had  (3)  William4  Garner,  whose 
birth  on  February  3,  1718  was  recorded  in  St.  Stephens 
Parish  Register,  Northumberland  County  with  the  notation 
that  he  was  the  son  of  John  Garner. 

1.  Abraham4  Garner  (Jno.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  may  have 
married  the  daughter  of  Jane  Crabb,  whose  will,  dated 
December  19,  1773  and  recorded  October  30,  1781,  men¬ 
tioned  daughter,  Sukey  Garner  and  grandson,  Abraham 
Garner.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  17,  p.  187) 

2.  John4  Garner  (Jno.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  died  about 
1771,  as  indicated  by  the  above  indenture.  August  27, 
1757,  John  Garner  sold  land  to  Peter  Rust  on  the  line  of 
Samuel  Rust  and  Bradley  Garner.  Witnesses  were  Jere¬ 
miah  Jeffries,  James  Courtney  and  John  Courtney.  (West. 
D.  &  W.  B.  13,  p.  112) 

Joseph  Garner 

4.  Joseph3  Garner  (Jno.2  Jno.1)  on  July  11,  1737 
transferred  to  Edward  Turner  150  acres  lying  in  Forrest  of 
Yeocomoco  and  Mochotick,  Cople  Parish,  Westmoreland 
County,  “within  the  bounds  of  a  Proprietor’s  Deed  for  390 
acres  dated  10th  Jan.  1709  granted  John  Garner  late  of  the 
afsd.  co.  deceased,  father  of  Joseph  Bequeathed  Joseph  by 
will  of  Feb.  3,  1712.”  For  this  land  Joseph  received  3800 
pounds  of  tobacco.  A  further  notation  was  added  to  the 
effect  that  “delivery  and  seizure  of  within  mentioned  lands 
and  tenements”  was  made  by  Joseph  on  July  26,  1737,  “de- 
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livering  him  turf  and  twig  and  the  ring  of  the  door  of  the 
Chief  Mansion  House.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  8,  p.  320)  Joseph3 
Garner  is  believed  to  have  married  Ellenor  Tynon,  daughter 
of  William  Tynon,  whose  will,  dated  August  21,  1737  and 
recorded  November  27,  1737,  mentions  Ellenor  Garner,  who 
received  three  Negroes  and  Mary  Anne  Garner,  who  received 
one.  Joseph  Garner  and  John  Booth  were  executors.  (West. 
D.  &  W.  B.  9,  p.  108)  According  to  one  of  his  descendants, 
the  late  John  W.  Garner  (died  December  10,  1935)  of  Falls 
Church,  Virginia,  Joseph3  Garner  had  moved  to  Maryland 
by  1748.  He  is  thought  to  have  had  the  following  children, 
among  others:  (1)  Mary  Anne4  Garner;  (2)  Joseph4  Gar¬ 
ner;  (3)  Archibald4  Garner. 

2.  Joseph4  Garner  (Jos.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  lived  at  a 
place  called  Bryer  Wood  in  Maryland,  where  he  died  about 
1774.  His  will  (Magruder’s  Md.  Cal.  of  Abs.,  Vol.  V), 
dated  June  5,  1771  and  recorded  January  8,  1774  in  Charles 
County,  Maryland,  names  the  following  children:  (1)  Ben¬ 
jamin5  Garner;  (2)  John5  Garner;  (3)  William5  Garner; 
(4)  Charles5  Garner;  (5)  Francis5  Garner;  (6)  Joseph5 
Garner;  (7)  Hezekiah5  Garner;  (8)  Mathew5  Garner;  (9) 
Sarah5  Garner;  (10)  Elizabeth5  Bobo;  (11)  a  granddaugh¬ 
ter,  Ann  Gray,  indicates  another  daughter  who  married 

-  Gray.  The  Census  of  Charles  County,  Maryland 

for  1790  lists  Capt.  Hezekiah  Garner,  Charles  Garner,  John 
Garner  and  Joseph  Garner. 

William  Garner  ( -  1820) 

3.  William5  Garner  (Jos.4  Jos.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  mar¬ 
ried  Catherine  Fairfax,  sister  of  John  Fairfax  of  Charles 
County,  Maryland.  They  moved  to  Prince  William  County, 
Virginia  before  the  Revolution  and  settled  on  the  Occoqupn. 
He  died  in  Prince  William  in  1820.  The  following  state¬ 
ment  appears  in  Richardson:3  “William  Garner  removed  to 
Prince  William  County  prior  to  October  4,  1793  when  he 
bought  1000  acres  of  land  of  Rodman  Blanchett  and  wife 
Jane,  which  was  confirmed  by  his  sons,  William,  John  and 
Hezekiah  Garner  7  Oct.  1794.”  (Pr.  Wm.  B.  7,  p.  44)  Bur¬ 
gess4  mentions  William  Garner  of  Prince  William  County 
as  a  private  who  was  given  bounty  land  for  his  services 
in  the  Revolution.  He  enlisted  in  Alexandria,  Virginia, 
living  in  Prince  William  and  leaving  a  wife  and  children 

3.  Hester  D.  Richardson,  Side-lights  on  Maryland  History  with 
Sketches  of  Early  Maryland  Families,  1913,  Vol.  2,  p.  315. 

4.  Louis  A.  Burgess,  Virginia  Soldiers  of  1776,  1929. 
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when  he  died  in  1820.  The  children  named  were  Joseph 
Garner,  Elizabeth  Garner,  who  married  John  Mills,  and 
Theodosia  Garner,  who  married  first,  Silas  Buck  and  later 

-  Beach.  Another  warrant  was  issued  to  several 

of  the  children  of  William  Garner  for  100  acres  of  land. 
William5  Garner  is  said  to  have  married  twice,  his  other 
wife  being  -  Benedecta.  From  the  records  men¬ 

tioned  above  we  know  that  William5  Garner  had  issue:  (1) 
William6  Garner  (had  a  son,  Thomas7  Garner)  ;  (2)  John6 
Garner;  (3)  Hezekiah6  Garner;  (4)  Joseph6  Garner;  (5) 
George6  Garner  (died  young)  ;  (6)  Jane6  Garner;  (7)  Kath¬ 
erine6  Garner;  (8)  Elizabeth6  Garner;  (9)  Theodosia6  Gar¬ 
ner. 

3.  Hezekiah6  Garner  (Wm.5  Jos.4  Jos.3  Jno.2  Jno.1) 
and  his  wife  on  July  1,  1840  sold  a  dwelling  in  Upperville 
to  Portia  and  Caroline  Lanham.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  40,  p.  70) 
These  ladies  conducted  a  boarding  school  at  this  house. 
There  is  among  the  Chancery  papers  in  Warrenton,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  dated  March,  1853,  a  suit  to  settle  some  property 
by  the  children  of  Hezekiah6  Garner,  namely  George  G. 
Garner,  Thomas  C.  Hance  and  wife,  Mary  E.,  and  John  W. 
Spicknall  and  wife,  Lucy  A.  These  papers  show  that  Heze¬ 
kiah  Garner  died  intestate  in  1841,  his  real  estate  consisting 
of  a  store  and  a  lot  with  three  dwelling  houses  in  the  town 
of  Upperville,  which  were  to  be  sold,  that  he  left  a  widow, 
Lucy  A.  Garner,  and  the  following  children:  (1)  George  G.7 
Garner;  (2)  Mary  E.7  Garner,  married  Thomas  C.  Hance; 
(3)  Lucy  A.7  Garner,  married  John  W.  Spicknall;  (4)  Ed¬ 
ward  G.7  Garner;  (5)  Joseph  T.7  Garner.  The  last  two 
named  were  infants  and  John  S.  Byrne  was  appointed  their 
guardian. 

3.  Archibald4  Garner,  thought  to  have  been  the 
son  of  Joseph3  Garner  (Jno.2  Jno.1),  died  in  Westmoreland 
County  in  1749.  His  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  11,  p.  126) 
was  dated  April  15,  1749  and  recorded  August  29,  1749. 
He  was  a  widower  and  left  two  young  daughters,  under 
seven  years  of  age,  with  instructions  that  his  estate  be 
equally  divided  between  them  at  the  age  of  18.  Until  then 
the  estate  was  to  be  cared  for  by  careful  overseers  appointed 
year  by  year,  the  stock,  servants  and  slaves  to  be  continued 
on  the  plantation.  At  the  age  of  7  the  girls  were  to  be  put 
in  school  for  three  years.  In  case  they  died  before  they 
came  of  age,  the  estate  was  to  go  to  his  brother,  Joseph 
Garner.  Daniel  Tebbs  was  the  executor.  Archibald  Garner 
had  issue:  (1)  Jane  Joyce5  Garner;  (2)  Jemima5  Garner. 
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Jeremiah  Garner 

5.  Jeremiah3  Garner  (Jno.2  Jno.1)  is  thought  to  have 
married  Jane - who  later  married  -  Lamb¬ 

kin.  He  died  before  December  11,  1749.  A  court  record  of 
that  date  reads :  “Perusing  the  papers  laid  before  us,  we  find 
due  to  Samuel  Garner,  son  and  heir  of  Jeremiah  Garner, 
297  pounds  of  tobacco,  to  be  paid  by  William  Garner,  Ex¬ 
ecutor  of  the  estate  of  John  Garner  the  Elder,  deceased.”  In 
May,  1750,  Northumberland  County,  a  court  order  reads: 
“We  find  due  to  Samuel  Garner  son  and  heir  of  Jeremiah 
291  pounds  of  tobacco,  to  be  paid  by  William  Garner,  ex¬ 
ecutor  of  John  Garner  the  elder  deceased.”  Witnesses  were 
John  Fushee  and  Robert  Clark.  (North.  0.  B.  4,  p.  94) 
Jeremiah  had  been  left  by  his  father’s  will  “all  my  planta¬ 
tion  I  now  live  on  being  a  part  of  a  tract  belonging  to  Wil¬ 
liam  Tommas  pattent.”  The  only  known  issue  of  Jere¬ 
miah3  Garner  was  Samuel4  Garner. 

Samuel4  Garner  (Jer.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  married  Isabel 

- ,  widow  of  George  Garner,  and  probably  moved 

to  Stafford  County  around  1747.  “Samuel  Garner,  County 
of  Westmoreland  Planter”  leased  a  farm  of  120  acres  on 
the  line  of  Captain  Willoughby  Newton  and  Bradley  Gar¬ 
ner  to  John  M.  Cully  on  “23rd  day  of  Jan.  in  the  twentieth 
year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  George  the  Second 
by  the  Grace  of  God  of  Great  Britain  France  and  Ireland 
King  Defender  of  the  Faith  .  .  .  and  in  the  year  of  Our 
Lord  1747.”  A  consideration  was  that  within  5  years  the 
leasor  must  plant  100  apple  trees  and  200  peach  trees  “upon 
the  said  plantation  and  the  same  constantly  keep  within  a 
sufficient  fence.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  10,  p.  273)  February 
19,  1747,  he  leased  123  acres  on  the  line  of  Capt.  Willoughby 
Newton  and  Capt.  George  Lee  to  William  Grace  of  West¬ 
moreland.  Thomas  Garner,  Richard  Lee  and  John  Court¬ 
ney  were  witnesses.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  10,  p.  295)  Feb¬ 
ruary  24,  1747,  he  leased  a  plantation  in  Cople  Parish  to 
Bradley  Garner,  “now  in  possession  of  Bradley  Garner  .  .  . 
said  plantation  and  100  acres  of  land  .  .  .  hereby  devised 
from  and  after  the  decease  of  Jane  Lambkin,  it  being  that 
part  of  the  said  Garner’s  land  she  always  claimed  and  held 
as  her  right  of  Dower.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  10,  p.  297)  July 
10, 1754,  Samuel  Garner  and  his  wife,  Isabel,  of  Overwharton 
Parish,  County  of  Stafford,  sold  50  acres  of  land  in  West¬ 
moreland  to  Richard  Jackson.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  12,  p.  253) 
October  7,  1766,  Samuel  Garner  and  his  wife,  Isabel,  sold 
a  tract  of  land  to  John  McHenry — “wife  Isabel  claims  same 
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as  right  of  dower  as  widow  of  George  Garner.”  (West.  D. 
&  W.  B.  14,  p.  421)  Samuel  and  Isabel  Garner  had  at 
least  one  son,  John5  Garner,  whose  birth  was  registered 
in  Overwharton  Parish  as  being  November  13,  1756. 

Jane  Joyce  Garner 

6.  Jane  Joyce3  Garner  (Jno.2  Jno.1)  married  Stephen 
Self  Jr.5  Stephen  Self  Jr.  of  Wesmoreland  County  and 
Cople  Parish  and  wife,  Jane  Joyce,  daughter  of  John  Gar¬ 
ner,  sold  to  Patty  Hale  of  Richmond  County  66  acres  on  Red 
Cross  Tavern,  a  branch  of  Nomini,  September  18,  1744. 
(West.  D.  &  W.  B.  9,  p.  319) 


5.  Stephen  Self’s  father,  Stephen  Self,  Sr.,  patented  100  acres  of  land 
in  Westmoreland  County  in  1706.  He  left  a  will  dated  Aug.  11, 
1731,  probated  May  31,  1732,  in  which  he  mentioned  sons,  Philip, 
Benjamin,  Job,  Francis  and  Stephen  Self.  Stephen  Self,  Sr.  was 
the  son  of  Robert  Self  and  his  wife,  Jane,  of  Westmoreland.  Rob¬ 
ert’s  will  was  recorded  Mar.  27,  1717. 


CHAPTER  III 


HENRY  GARNER  ( - 1745) 

Henry2  Garner,  son  of  John1  Garner  and  his  wife, 
Susanna,  received  by  his  father’s  will  some  400  odd  acres 
in  Westmoreland,  on  which  he  was  then  seated.  Also  he 
had  received  from  his  Uncle,  Mathew  Keene,  in  1705,  400 
acres  of  land  in  Westmoreland  County.  September  28, 
1741,  Henry  Garner  made  a  deed  of  gift  to  his  sons  in  which 
he  seems  to  have  given  them  all  his  land  with  certain  reser¬ 
vations  about  his  home  plantation.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  9,  p. 
189)  This  comprised  “all  my  land  scituate  in  the  parish 
and  county  aforesaid  Lying  on  the  head  of  Potank  (alias) 
Tucker’s  Run,  to  be  divided  between  them  .  .  .  viz.,  to  my 
son  Henry  Garner  .  .  .  the  plantation  whereon  he  now  lives 
and  all  the  land  belonging  to  me  lying  on  the  west  side  the 
main  road  that  leads  from  Col.  Lees  to  Flints  mill.”  To 
Bradley  Garner  he  gave  “the  plantation  whereon  Archibald 
Garner  now  lives  with  ninety  five  acres  of  land  joyning  to  it.” 
To  son,  Thomas  Garner,  he  gave  “the  Plantation  whereon  he 
is  now  seated  and  the  plantation  whereon  I  now  live  with  all 
the  remainder  of  my  tracts  of  land  before  mentioned,  re¬ 
serving  to  my  self  the  plantation  whereon  I  now  live  and 
the  liberty  to  work  and  get  Timber  on  any  part  of  the  land 
aforementioned  for  and  during  the  Term  of  my  natural 
life.”  Witnesses  were  Thomas  Allison,  John  Garner,  Wal¬ 
ter  Self  and  Richard  Sims. 

The  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  10,  p.  119)  of  Henry  Gar¬ 
ner,  dated  June  4,  1744,  and  presented  in  court  by  “Catharine 
his  relict”  on  June  25,  1745,  reads  as  follows : 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  Henry  Garner  of  the  Parish  of 
Cople  and  County  of  Westmoreland  being  very  weak  of  body  but 
of  perfect  sence  and  memory  thanks  be  to  god  for  the  same  doth 
make  this  my  last  will  and  Testament  in  manner  following.  Item 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  loving  wife  Catharine  Garner  the  lands 
and  plantation  where  I  now  live  together  with  all  the  houses  there¬ 
on  and  all  the  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging  for  and  during 
her  natural  life  and  after  her  decease  to  fall  to  my  son  Thomas 
Garner  to  him  and  his  heirs  begotten  forever.  Item  I  give  to  my 
son  Henry  Garner  one  shilling.  Item  I  give  to  my  daughter  Han¬ 
nah  Alison  one  ewe  to  her  and  her  heirs.  Item  I  give  to  my  son 
Bradley  Garner  one  shilling.  Item  I  give  to  my  son  Thomas 
Garner  one  shilling.  Item  I  give  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Garner 
one  feather  bed  and  Furniture  two  cows  and  Calves  and  one  spin¬ 
ning  wheel  to  her  and  her  heirs,  I  all  so  give  to  my  said  Daughter 
one  Chest  and  one  Iron  Spitt.  Item  I  give  to  my  loving  wife  Cat- 
tron  Garner  all  the  remainder  of  my  personal  estate  during  her 
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natural  life  and  after  her  decease  to  fall  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth 
Garner  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever.  Item  I  leave  my  loving  wife 
Cattron  hole  and  sole  Extr  of  this  my  last  will  and  Testament 
in  Witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  fixed  my 
seal  this  4th  day  of  June  Anno:  Domini  1744.

Henry2  Garner  married  Catharine - ,  possibly 

Bradley,  and  had  issue:  (1)  Henry3  Garner;  (2)  Bradley3 
Garner;  (3)  Thomas3  Garner;  (4)  Hannah3  Garner  (thought 
to  have  married  Thomas  Allison)  ;  (5)  Elizabeth3  Garner. 

Henry  Garner  ( - 1751) 

1.  Henry3  Garner  (Hen.2  Jno.1)  died  in  1751.  His 
will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  11,  p.  130),  dated  March  30,  1751 
and  recorded  April  30,  1751,  provided  the  following:  To 
his  son,  Vincent,  his  wearing  apparel.  To  his  son,  Henry, 
all  his  land.  To  wife  remainder  of  estate  for  life,  then  to 
two  youngest  children,  Henry  and  Joyce.  Bradley  Garner, 
his  brother,  was  made  joint  executor  with  Henry’s  wife. 
Witnesses  were  Frances  Self  and  William  Thompson.  Hen¬ 
ry3  Garner  married  Jane  -  and  had  issue:  (1) 

Vincent4  Garner;  (2)  Henry4  Garner;  (3)  Joyce4  Garner. 

1.  Vincent4  Garner  (Hen.3  Hen.2  Jno.1).  In  1751 
Abraham  Garner  rented  a  tract  of  land  in  Ragged  Point 
Neck  in  Westmoreland  County  to  Vincent  Garner  and  his 
wife,  Elizabeth,  of  Westmoreland  County.  (West.  D.  &  W. 
B.  11,  p.  391)  This  is  thought  to  have  been  the  son  of 
Henry3  Garner. 

2.  Henry4  Garner  (Hen.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  moved  to 
Amelia  County,  Virginia,  for  on  January  9,  1760,  he  and 
his  wife,  Mary,  of  Parish  of  Nottoway  in  Amelia  County 
sold  to  George  Lee  of  Cople  Parish,  Westmoreland  County, 
a  tract  of  land  adjoining  George  Lee’s.  Witnesses  were 
Richard  Henry  Lee,  Bradley  Garner  and  James  Garner. 
(West.  D.  &  W.  B.  13,  p.  277)

Bradley  Garner  ( -  1770) 

2.  Bradley3  Garner  (Hen.2  Jno.1)  seems  to  have 
lived  in  Westmoreland  County  although  he  owned  land  else¬ 
where.  His  name  appears  frequently  in  the  records  as  a 
witness  to  deeds  and  a  number  of  times  as  the  executor  of 
a  will.  In  1731  Bradley  Garner  patented  348  acres  of  land 
in  Prince  William  County  .  .  .  “between  the  Thoroughfare 
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Mountains  of  Broad  Run  and  the  Great  Branch  of  Broad 
Run,  adjoining  Johny  Glascock  on  the  west  side  of  Thorough¬ 
fare  Mountains  of  the  Broad  Run  of  the  Occoquon.”  (Va. 
L.  Gr.  B.  C,  p.  153)  March  31,  1740,  in  Prince  William 
County,  Bradley  was  witness  to  a  deed  of  gift  of  land  on 
Sugarland  Run  from  James  Thomas  to  his  sons,  James 
and  John  Thomas,  all  of  Cople  Parish.  February  4,  1744, 
George  Eskridge  leased  to  Bradley  Garner  80  acres  on  the  Po¬ 
tomac  River  below  Sandy  Point.  (West  D.  &  W.  B.  10,  p.  129) 
February  24,  1747,  Bradley  Garner  leased  100  acres  in 
Cople  Parish  from  Abraham  Garner.  March  27,  1760,  he 
sold  to  John  Richardson  of  Fauquier  County  100  acres  of 
land  “whereon  said  Richardson  now  lives,  adjoining  Thomas 
Self.”  (Fauq.  D.  B.  I,  p.  4)  August  9,  1763,  Bradley  and 
his  wife  sold  to  Samuel  Rust  some  land  which  Bradley  had 
purchased  from  Thomas  Allison,  Jr.  on  July  22,  1754,  be¬ 
ing  part  of  a  tract  granted  by  patent  to  William  Hopkins 
in  1661.  Witnesses  were  Henry  Allison,  James  Clarkey, 
John  Allison,  Thomas  Garner,  Jeremiah  Jeffries,  Willoughby 
Newton,  Brereton  Kenner  and  John  Newton.  (West.  D.  &  W. 
B.  12,  p.  120)  January  7,  1764,  Richard  Lee  of  West¬ 
moreland  sold  to  Bradley  Garner  of  Cople  Parish  234  acres 
which  said  Lee  bought  of  Abraham  Garner,  deceased.  Brad¬ 
ley  also  owned  land  in  Fairfax  County. 

Bradley3  Garner  left  a  long  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B. 
15,  p.  162),  dated  October  13,  1769  and  recorded  June  26, 
1770,  which  provided  the  following:  (1)  to  son,  George,  95 
acres  of  land  “my  father  left  me  by  deed  of  gifte,”  “100  and 
twenty  acres  of  land  I  bought  of  Samuel  Garner,”  2  negroes 
called  Harry  and  Luce,  a  negro  named  Bess — George  to 
have  his  two  negroes  when  he  arrived  at  21  years  of  age. 
(2)  To  sons,  George  and  Vincent,  210  acres  of  land  bought 
of  William  Spite  in  North  Carolina  “where  William  Harden 
now  lives,”1  and  two  negroes  called  Tom  and  Will.  (3) 
To  son,  Vincent,  remainder  of  land  bought  of  Richard  Lee 
Esquire  in  Ragged  Point  Neck  and  a  negro  called  Ben,  100 
acres  of  land  where  John  Bradley  formerly  lived,  and  a 
negro  called  James.  (4)  To  daughter,  Ellenor,  a  negro 
wench  called  Eaby.  (5)  To  daughter,  Hannah  Cox,  a  negro 
wench  called  Phyllis,  also  one  cow  and  calf.  (6)  To 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  a  negro  called  Winnie  and  50  acres 
of  land.  (7)  To  daughter,  Lettice,  a  negro  called  Jean. 
(8)  To  son,  Benjamin,  100  acres  of  land  bought  of  Richard 
Lee  Esquire  in  Ragged  Point  Neck,  bordering  land  of  Joseph 


1.  A  William  Harden  was  living  in  Randolph  Co.,  N.  C.  in  1788. 
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and  Frances  Garner,  including  house  where  he  now  lives 
and  a  negro  called  Common,  also  100  acres  of  land  bought 
of  Arthur  Cook.  (9)  To  sons,  Benjamin  and  Vincent,  land 
bordering  on  Frances  Garner’s.  (10)  To  Frances  Garner, 
daughter  of  Abraham  Garner,  50  acres  of  land  in  North 
Carolina.  (11)  To  grandson,  Thomas  Pritch,  a  negro  girl 
called  Frank  allotted  to  his  mother,  he  to  pay  his  sister, 
Catherine,  half  her  value  at  the  age  of  18  years.  (12)  To 
Rodham  Pritch,  his  son-in-law,  the  husband  of  a  deceased 
daughter,  “a  silver  watch  already  in  his  possession.”  (13) 
To  his  wife,  a  negro,  Jim,  and  632  acres  of  land  bought  of 
John  Garner  to  be  sold  to  pay  his  debts;  also  the  use  of 
two  negroes,  Jean  and  Minerva,  and  half  of  the  rest  of  his 
estate;  after  her  death  this  was  to  be  equally  divided  among 
their  four  sons,  Benjamin,  George,  Jeremiah  and  Vincent, 
and  three  daughters,  Eleanor,  Letty  and  Elizabeth.  Ex¬ 
ecutors  were  his  wife,  his  son,  Benjamin,  and  Peter  Cox. 
Witnesses  were  Presley  Hall,  Aster  Hall  and  John  Grace. 

Bradley3  Garner  married  Catherine  -  and 

had  issue:  (1)  George4  Garner;  (2)  Vincent4  Garner;  (3) 
Benjamin4  Garner;  (4)  Jeremiah4  Garner;  (5)  Hannah4 
Garner;  (6)  Lettice4  Garner;  (7)  Elizabeth4  Garner;  (8) 
Ellenor4  Garner;  (9)  daughter4  who  married  Rodham  Pritch 
and  had  children,  Thomas5  Pritch  and  Catherine5  Pritch, 
(10)  possibly  Sarah4  Garner  who  married  Abraham4  Garner 
(Abr.3  Jno.2  Jno.1)  and  had  daughter,  Frances5  Garner. 

George  Garner 

1.  George4  Garner  (Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  was  a  minor 
at  the  time  of  his  father’s  death  in  1770.  Eckenrode2  men¬ 
tions  George  Garner  as  a  corporal  who  served  3  years  in 
the  Revolution.  On  July  25,  1780,  George  Garner  was  rec¬ 
ommended  for  a  commission  as  2nd  Lieutenant  in  Captain 
Daniel  Morgan’s  company.3  He  may  have  received  further 
promotions  for  in  1794  Capt.  George  Garner  (together  with 
Richard  Henry  Lee  Esq.  and  Mr.  Fleet  Cox)  was  appointed 
an  executor  of  the  will  of  Vincent  Rust.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B. 
19,  p.  196)  Bishop  Meade4  relates  an  anecdote  about  a 
Col.  Garner,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution  (who  was  probably 
George  Garner),  taking  refuge  in  old  Yeocomico  Church  dur-

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in g  a  storm.  He  states  that  this  Col.  Garner  lived  three 
or  four  miles  from  the  church.  Meade  also  states  that 
George  Garner  was  a  vestryman  of  Cople  Parish  in  1785.5 
September  25,  1792,  he  was  appointed  a  coroner  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernor.  In  1794  he  was  a  Justice  of  Westmoreland  County. 
In  Virginia  Tax  Payers  17 82-17 876  George  Garner  is  listed 
as  owning  31  slaves.  On  March  31,  1790,  he  married  Anne 
Middleton.  (West.  Mar.  Rec.) 

November  15,  1782,  Thomas  Smith  Garner,  planter 
of  Fauquier,  and  Betty,  his  wife,  sold  to  George  Garner  of 
Westmoreland  for  28  pounds  her  dower  in  100  acres  in 
Ragged  Point  Neck  in  Westmoreland  County,  “it  being 
her  dower  in  Willis  Garner,  son  of  Benjamin  Garner  de¬ 
ceased. Witnesses  were  Vincent  Garner  and  Elizabeth 
Garner.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  16,  p.  375)  August  4,  1796, 
James  Garner  and  Dorcas,  his  wife,  sold  to  George  Garner 
115  acres  of  land.  July  31,  1797,  George  Garner  and  his 
wife,  Anne,  of  Cople  Parish,  sold  500  acres  in  Ragged  Point 
Neck  on  the  Potomack  River  for  150  pounds  to  Lee  Pitt¬ 
man,  “being  part  of  a  tract  granted  to  James  Herd  by  which 
the  said  land  escheated  and  granted  and  confirmed  unto 
Francis  Garner.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  19,  p.  267)  October 
1,  1798,  George  Garner  and  his  wife,  Anne,  “for  and  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  natural  love  and  affection  which  we  bear 
to  Willis  Garner,”  transferred  to  him  84%  acres  in  Ragged 
Point  Neck.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  19,  p.  360)  October  11, 
1798,  Willis  Garner,  George  Garner  and  his  wife,  Anne, 
sold  to  Lee  Pittman  for  190  pounds,  13  shillings,  9  pence,  a 
tract  of  land  in  Ragged  Point  Neck.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  19, 
p.  374)  August  31,  1801,  Charles  R.  Thompson  sold  to 
George  Garner  a  Negro,  Cato,  for  $150,  and  on  August  6 
of  that  year  Daniel  Crabb  sold  him  a  tract  of  land.  Also 
on  August  31,  1801,  George  Garner  and  Anne,  his  wife, 
sold  a  parcel  of  land  in  Ragged  Point  Neck  to  Samuel 
Beale  for  10  pounds,  5  shillings.  September  30,  1801, 
George  Garner  and  his  wife  sold  part  of  land  purchased 
from  William  Claughton  to  James  Cox.  May  8,  1809,  George 
Garner  and  wife,  Anne,  made  an  indenture  with  James 
Cox,  Thomas  Stowers  and  David  Wardrobe  to  deliver  up 
certain  land — “land  over  and  above  what  I  have  conveyed  in 
a  deed  of  trust  to  my  wife  Ann  Garner,  together  with  the 
following  negroes  ...”  to  Willis  Garner.  Since  he  seems

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to  have  deeded  all  his  property  to  his  wife  and  nephew, 
Willis  Garner,  it  appears  that  George  Garner  had  no  chil¬ 
dren. 

2.  Vincent4  Garner  (Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  died  in  1795 
in  Westmoreland  County  as  an  inventory  of  his  estate  was 
ordered  to  be  made  on  June  22nd  of  that  year.  It  was  re¬ 
turned  March  28,  1796,  by  Samuel  Crabb,  John  Critcher  and 
John  Middleton. 

3.  Benjamin4  Garner  (Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1) 
lived  in  Westmoreland  County  where  he  died  in  1782.  He 
married  Elizabeth5  Garner,  daughter  of  Vincent4  Garner 
(Vine.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  of  Fauquier  County.  The  following 
is  among  the  Fauquier  Marriage  Bonds,  dated  May  3,  1768: 
“Sealed  and  delivered  in  Presence  of  H.  Brooke. 

“Sir,  I  desire  you  should  issue  out  a  licence  to  Benjamin 
Garner  and  my  daughter  Betty  Garner,  and  you  will  oblige 
yours, 

Vinson  Garner.,, 

Witnesses  were  Thomas  Withers,  Benjamin  Garner  and 
James  Withers,  Jr. 

Benjamin  Garner  inherited  from  his  father  100  acres 
of  land  bought  by  Bradley  of  Richard  Lee  in  Ragged  Point, 
also  100  acres  of  land  bought  of  Arthur  Cook.  February  1, 
1777,  Benjamin  and  Betty  Garner  sold  to  William  Henderson 
of  Prince  William  County  a  parcel  of  380  acres  of  land  in 
Prince  William  County  on  Broad  Run  of  Occoquan,  adjoining 
Thomas  Atwell,  being  land  granted  to  Daniel  Tebbs.  (Pr. 
Wm.  B.  R,  p.  270)  Benjamin4  and  Betty5  Garner  had  one 
son,  Willis5  6  Garner. 

After  the  death  of  Benjamin,  Betty  Garner  married 
Thomas  Smith  Garner.  November  15,  1782,  Thomas  Smith 
Garner  and  his  wife  of  Fauquier  sold  100  acres  in  Ragged 
Point  Neck  to  George  Garner,  “it  being  her  dower  in  Willis 
Garner,  son  of  Benjamin  Garner  deceased.”  In  1809  Thomas 
Smith  Garner  and  his  wife  Betty  were  living  at  Richard 
Stuart's  Quarters  in  Fauquier  County,  Virginia.  In  1810 
Thomas  Smith  Garner  paid  a  personal  tax  on  Newton  Gar¬ 
ner,  possibly  his  son. 

Willis5  Garner  (Benj.4  Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  may  have 
married  first  Magdalene  Crabb.  On  December  20,  1803,  a 
marriage  bond  was  signed  for  a  marriage  between  Mag¬ 
dalene  Crabb  and  Willis  Garner,  with  consent  of  her  brother, 
Daniel  Crabb.  William  Courtney  was  security.  However, 
the  bond  was  not  filled  in,  and  this  marriage  may  not  have 
taken  place.  (West.  Mar.  Rec.)  November  25,  1805,  another 
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marriage  bond  was  made  between  Willis  Garner  and  Francis 
Lamkin,  with  Samuel  Crabb  as  security.  (West.  Mar.  Rec.) 
In  addition  to  the  real  estate  transactions  mentioned 
in  connection  with  George  Garner  above,  Willis  sold  land 
to  Vincent  Branson  in  October,  1810. 

4.  Jeremiah4  Garner  (Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  is  thought 
to  be  the  one  who  lived  for  a  time  in  Fauquier  Countv  and 
served  from  that  county  in  the  Revolution  in  the  Third 
Virginia  Regiment.7  John  H.  Gwathmey  lists  a  Jeremiah 
Garner  as  serving  in  the  Third  and  Eleventh  Continental 
Lines  from  Virginia.8  Jeremiah4  Garner  is  also  thought  to 
be  the  one  who  married  Deborah  Mors  on  November  5, 
1793  in  Westmoreland  County.  (West.  Mar.  Rec.)  April  10, 
1795,  Deborah  Garner  married  James  C.  Self  with  Obediah 
Mors  acting  as  security.  (West.  Mar.  Rec.)  September  29, 
1795,  John  Cole  Self  was  ordered  to  be  summoned  to  the 
next  court  to  produce  the  will  of  Jeremiah  Garner  deceased. 
(West.  D.  &  W.  B.  19,  p.  77) 

5.  Hannah4  Garner  (Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  is  thought 
to  have  married  Peter  Cox,  one  of  her  father’s  executors,  or 
James  Cox,  whose  name  appears  several  times  on  legal 
documents  concerning  this  family. 

6.  Lettice4  Garner  (Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  is  thought 
to  be  the  one  who  married  John  Critcher  on  June  22,  1792 
with  George  T.  Lee  acting  as  security.  (West.  Mar.  Rec.) 

7.  Elizabeth4  Garner  (Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  died  un¬ 
married  in  1795.  Her  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  19,  p.  198), 
which  was  dated  April  22,  1794  and  recorded  March  23, 
1795,  provided:  To  nephew,  William  Garner,  after  he  ar¬ 
rived  at  21  years  of  age,  “Winny  and  all  her  increase.”  Un¬ 
til  he  arrived  at  that  age  the  profits  from  the  said  Winny  and 
her  increase  were  to  be  equally  divided  among  her  brothers 
and  sisters.  Her  land  in  North  Carolina  was  to  be  sold, 
also  other  property  not  already  mentioned,  and  the  money 
equally  divided  among  all  her  brothers  and  sisters — names 
not  given.  Executors  were  her  brother,  Vincent,  and 
brother-in-law,  David  Wardrobe.  Witnesses  were  George 
Rust  and  Edward  Rust.  An  inventory  of  her  estate  was  re¬ 
turned  August  18,  1796  by  John  Templeman,  John  Pilsbury 
and  George  Fairfax  Lee. 

8.  Ellenor4  Garner  (Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  married 
David  Wardrobe  on  December  30,  1789,  with  James  Bland 
giving  security.  (West.  Mar.  Rec.)  Her  name  appears  as

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Elen  rather  than  Ellenor,  but,  as  was  noted  above,  David 
Wardrobe  was  one  of  her  sister  Elizabeth’s  executors  and 
his  name  also  appears  a  number  of  times  on  documents  con¬ 
cerning  her  family. 

Thomas  Garner  ( -  1757) 

3.  Thomas3  Garner  (Hen.2  Jno.1)  married  Rosa¬ 
mond  Courtney,  daughter  of  Mary  Courtney  who  died  in 
Westmoreland  County  in  1756.  Mary  Courtney’s  will  (West. 
D.  &  W.  B.  13,  p.  145),  dated  July  5,  1756  and  proved  October 
26,  1756,  mentioned  sons,  Samuel,  James,  Leonard  and  Jere¬ 
miah,  daughter,  Rosamond  Garner,  and  granddaughter, 
Mary  Garner.  Samuel  Courtney’s  will,  dated  July  18,  1759 
and  recorded  March  31,  1761,  mentioned  brothers,  James, 
Leonard  and  Jeremiah,  sister,  Rosamond  Garner,  and  god¬ 
sons,  Samuel  Courtney  and  Thomas  Garner.  Thomas  Gar¬ 
ner  was  a  witness  to  a  lease  made  by  Samuel  Garner  in  1747. 
(West.  D.  &  W.  B.  10,  p.  295)  His  estate  was  inventoried 
in  1757.  The  following  records  were  found  concerning 
its  settlement :

March  5,  1763,  Thomas  Gar¬ 
ner,  thought  to  be  the  son  of  Thomas3  Garner,  sold  to  Obadiah 
Mors  20  acres  of  land  which  “fell  to  him  being  heir  of  his 
brother  John  deceased  being  part  of  land  granted  to  William 
Walker  in  1662.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  14,  p.  199) 
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2.  James4  Garner  (Thos.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  is  thought 
to  have  married  Dorcas  Brickey,  daughter  of  Peter  and 
Winifred  (Lucas)  Brickey,  after  1786.  He  may  have  had  an 
earlier  wife,  Roxannah,  for  we  find  that  on  March  30,  1772 
James  Garner  and  wife,  Roxannah,  of  Westmoreland  sold 
to  Jeremiah  Garner  a  negro  boy  named  Davie  for  22  pounds, 
10  shillings.  Witnesses  were  Thomas  and  Catherine  Gar¬ 
ner.  The  will  of  Peter  Brickey,  dated  September  16,  1786 
and  recorded  February  27,  1787,  mentioned  wife,  Winifred ; 
sons,  Gerrard,  John,  Peter  and  William;  grandson,  Peter, 
son  of  Gerrard;  grandson,  Gerrard,  son  of  John;  grand¬ 
children,  John  and  Nancy  Kirkham,  granddaughter,  Winny 
Lucas  Garner;  daughters,  Temperance  Morgan,  Dorcas,  Ann 
Sanford  and  Winifred  Kirkham.  August  25,  1772,  James 
Garner,  “son  of  Thomas,”  sold  to  Daniel  Morgan  some  slaves, 
stock,  furniture,  etc.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  15,  p.  229)  August 
4,  1796,  James  Garner  and  his  wife,  Dorcas,  sold  to  George 
Garner  for  115  pounds  115  acres  of  land  “whereon  I  now 
live  being  part  of  a  tract  of  land  formerly  belonged  to  Henry 
Garner  deceased  grandfather  to  said  James  Garner  ...  on 
road  leading  from  Garner’s  shop  to  Northumberland  Court¬ 
house.”  January  27,  1795,  Nancy  Garner,  “daughter  of 
James  Garner”  (thought  to  be  James4  Garner),  married 
Samuel  Beale  with  Job  Self  acting  as  security.  Another 
daughter  was  Winifred  Lucas5  Garner,  mentioned  in  will 
of  her  grandfather,  Peter  Brickey. 

Mary  Elizabeth  Garner  (1740-1780) 

4.  Mary  Elizabeth4  Garner  (Thos.3  Hen.2  Jno.1),  born 
about  1740,  married  about  1758-60  John  Brickey,  son  of 
Peter  and  Winifred  (Lucas)  Brickey  of  Westmoreland  County, 
Virginia.  They  had  moved  to  Botetourt  County,  Virginia 
by  1774.

They  had  one  daughter,  Sarah  Brickey,  who  married  James 
Tipton,  who  in  a  deed  he  made  in  1810  stated  “this  land 
came  to  me  by  my  wife  Sarah  who  had  it  by  will  of  her 
father  John  Brickey.”  In  the  1790’s  John,  Garrard  and 
Peter  Brickey,  as  well  as  John  Smith,  were  in  the  French 
Broad  country  in  Cocke  County,  Tennessee.  Land  grants 
were  issued  to  them  and  references  to  them  are  found  in 
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the  Big  Pigeon  Baptist  Minute  Book.  About  1800  John 
and  Peter  Brickey  and  John  Smith  were  in  Blount  County, 
Tennessee.  John  Brickey’s  will  was  proved  in  court  in  1806 
but  the  will  itself  is  missing  from  the  files.  Jane  Scott 
Brickey,  together  with  some  of  her  children  by  her  first 
marriage,  went  to  Missouri  when  the  Brickeys  moved  there 
in  1817.  However,  one  son,  William  Scott,  remained  in 
Tuckaleechee  Cove  and  became  the  progenitor  of  the  Scott 
family  in  that  vicinity. 

Garrard  Brickey  (1760 - )

His 
wife  preceded  him  in  death  and  as  they  had  no  children  he 
left  his  land  to  a  nephew,  Jonas  Jenkins,  a  grand-nephew, 
William7  Brickey  (Jno.6  Wm.5),  and  a  niece  by  marriage, 
Nellie  (Smith)  Barnett.  His  estate  when  settled  was  paid  to 
heirs  of:  Molly  Jenkins,  John  Brickey,  William  Brickey, 
Garrard  Brickey  and - Brickey  of  Virginia,  accord- 
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ing  to  Blount  County  records.  A  letter  from  John  C.6 
Brickey  (Garrard5)  of  Crawford  County,  Missouri  in  1861 
to  John6  Brickey  (Wm.5),  administrator  of  Peter’s  estate, 
says,  “from  what  you  say  you  think  the  money  will  have 
to  be  divided  into  five  equal  shares:  viz.,  Garrard,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  Mary,  John  and  William.”9 

3.  Winifred5  Brickey  (Mary4  Thos.3  Hen.2  Jno.1  Gar¬ 
ner),  born  1772,  died  1836,  married  in  Westmoreland  or  Bote¬ 
tourt  County,  Virginia,  John  Smith,  born  1770,  died  1833. 
They  moved  to  Blount  County,  Tennessee  before  1800  as 
he  is  listed  on  the  1800  tax  list  which  was  the  first  one. 
John  Smith  was  a  brother  of  Nancy  (Smith)  Brickey,  wife 
of  Peter5  Brickey.  He  deeded  a  tract  of  land  to  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  as  a  Campground  which  is  still  known  by  that 
name.  John  and  Winifred  Smith  left  a  considerable  estate 
but  no  children.  Winifred’s  niece,  Elizabeth  Davis,  and 
husband,  William  Davis,  are  mentioned  in  connection  with 
the  estate.

CHAPTER  IV 


VINCENT  GARNER  ( - 1710) 

Vincent2  Garner,  son  of  John1  Garner  and  his  wife, 
Susanna,  by  his  father’s  will  was  left  “the  whole  plantation 
and  land  I  now  live  on  together  with  the  lands  adjoining,” 
also  land  lying  in  Horn  Point,  his  long  gun,  his  hanger  with 
the  yoke  of  oxen  and  one-half  of  the  money  from  the  sale 
of  the  sloop,  The  Outcry.  January  15,  1694,  John  Jenkins 
sold  100  acres  of  land  to  John  and  Vincent  Garner,  all  of 
Cople  Parish,  Westmoreland  County,  “land  called  Horne 
Point  on  Yeocomico  River.”  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  2,  p.  24) 
June  17,  1706,  Vincent  Garner  and  his  wife,  Martha,  sold 
to  Robert  Reeves  50  acres  of  land  in  Betty’s  Neck  on  the 
road  to  Brice’s  Bridge  in  Northumberland  County,  adjoin¬ 
ing  John  Ward  and  the  land  “the  said  Garner  lives  on.” 
(North.  R.  B.  17,  p.  201)  Witnesses  were  Francis  Daw¬ 
son  and  John  Garner. 

Vincent2  Garner  died  in  Northumberland  County, 
evidently  a  comparatively  young  man,  since  four  of  his  chil¬ 
dren  were  less  than  10  years  old.  His  will  (North.  R.  B. 
1710-13,  p.  11),  dated  September  30,  1710,  and  recorded  the 
same  year,  reads  as  follows: 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  Vincent  Garner  of  the  Parish  of 
St.  Stephens  in  the  County  of  Northumberland  Carpenter  being 
sick  and  weak  in  body  but  of  sound  and  perfect  memory  thanks 
be  to  Almighty  God  for  the  same  but  calling  to  mind  the  un¬ 
certain  Estate  of  Transitory  Life  that  all  mankind  must  yield 
unto  death  when  it  shall  please  God  to  call  them  doo  make  &  or¬ 
dain  this  my  Last  Will  and  testament  revoking  by  these  presents 
annulling  all  former  Will  or  Wills  Testament  or  Testaments  by  me 
heretofore  made  or  caused  to  be  made  either  by  word  or  writing 
ratifieing  and  confirming  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  none  other 
first  and  principally  I  bequeath  my  Soule  to  God  that  gave  it  me 
trusting  in  and  through  the  merritte  of  my  blessed  Savior  and 
Redeemer  to  receive  full  pardon  &  Remission  of  all  my  Sins  and 
Everlasting  Life  after  death  and  my  body  to  the  Earth  to  be 
buryed  after  a  descent  &  Christianlike  manner  at  the  direction 
of  my  Exetor  hereafter  nominated  and  as  touching  such  worldly 
Estate  as  it  hath  pleased  God  beyond  my  Desertes  to  bestow  upon 
me  I  give  devise  and  dispose  of  in  manner  and  fortune  following 
(vizt)  Item  Whereas  I  have  a  certaine  platt  of  land  which  I 
purchased  of  Henry  Duncan  and  Dorothy  his  wife  it  being  the 
land  whereon  I  now  live  I  give  and  devise  the  same  unto  my  sons 
Vincent  Garner  and  James  Garner  and  their  heirs  Lawfully  to 
be  begotten  of  their  bodies  and  to  be  divided  as  followeth  (vizt.) 
the  dividing  line  to  begin  at  a  branch  called  Gaymore  branch 
thence  by  a  Valley  to  a  saw  pitt  thence  to  another  Saw  pitt  stand- 
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ing  in  another  Valley  near  to  the  forrest  Valley  and  thence  down 
the  said  Valley  untill  it  comes  to  the  main  Swamp  that  leads  to 
Dawsons  Mill  Dam  the  Plantation  and  land  on  that  side  of  the 
line  to  my  son  Vincent  and  if  my  said  sons  should  die  without 
heirs  as  aforesaid  I  give  and  devise  the  said  land  unto  my  three 
daughters  Anne,  Jane  and  Martha  Garner  and  their  heirs  law¬ 
fully  to  be  begotten  of  their  bodies  and  for  default  of  such  heirs 
I  devise  the  same  unto  my  Brother  Parish  Garner  and  his  heirs 
forever.  Item  I  give  and  devise  unto  my  said  sone  James  Garner 
and  his  heirs  forever  that  parcell  of  Land  I  bought  of  Frankie 
Dawson  Item  I  give  unto  my  daughter  Anne  Garner  and  her 
heirs  forever  the  Plantation  Land  and  appurtenances  Whereon 
of  Mother  now  lives  which  said  land  was  devised  to  me  by  my 
father  John  Garner  deceast.  Item  I  give  to  my  said  daughter  Ann 
&  her  heirs  forever  that  platt  of  land  purchased  of  John  Jenkins 
lieing  in  hornspoint  in  Westmoreland  County.  Item  I  give  to  my 
said  daughter  Ann  one  small  silver  tankard.  Item  I  give  unto 
my  daughter  Jane  a  small  silver  tankard  Item  I  give  unto  my  said 
son  Vincent  one  small  gun  called  five  &  twenty  Item  another 
small  gun  I  give  unto  my  sone  James  Garner  Item  all  the  rest 
of  my  estate  personall  after  my  just  debts  paid  I  give  and  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  loving  wife,  Martha  Garner  and  my  children 
Vincent  Garner  James  Garner  Anne  Garner  Jane  Garner  and 
Martha  Garner  equally  to  be  divided  and  my  will  is  that  both  of 
my  sons  have  three  yeares  schooling  beginning  at  ten  yeares  of 
age  and  continue  until  thirteen  and  that  my  daughters  both  have 
two  years  of  schooling  beginning  at  ten  and  continuing  to  twelve 
and  that  their  estates  may  defray  the  charges  thereof  and  also 
my  will  is  that  my  sons  be  possessed  of  their  estates  at  the  age 
of  eighteen  yeares  and  my  daughters  with  theirs  att  the  said 
age  or  at  the  Day  of  Marriage.  I  do  hereby  constitute  and 
ordaine  my  Loveing  wife  Martha  Garner  &  my  Brothers  Parish, 
James  and  Benjamin  Garner  Executors  of  this  my  last  wille 
and  testament  to  see  the  same  duly  performed  and  executed  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  hereof.  In  Witness  where¬ 
of  I  have  hereunto  sett  my  hand  and  seale  this  30th  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember  Anno  Domini  1710.

Vincent2  Garner  married  Martha - .  Because 

of  the  fact  that  he  gave  his  daughter,  Anne,  so  much  more 
by  his  will  than  he  gave  his  other  daughters  and  the  addi¬ 
tional  fact  that  his  wife,  Martha,  did  not  leave  Anne  or 
her  heirs  anything  in  her  will,  it  seems  possible  that  Vincent2 
may  have  had  an  earlier  wife,  who  was  the  mother  of  Anne. 
Vincent2  Garner  had  issue:  (1)  Vincent3  Garner;  (2) 
James3  Garner;  (3)  Anne3  Garner;  (4)  Jane3  Garner;  (5) 
Martha3  Garner. 

Martha  Garner,  widow  of  Vincent2  Garner,  married 
twice  again.  Her  second  husband  was  George  Rout  and 
her  third,  Richard  Booth.  Martha  apparently  had  no  chil- 
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dren  by  her  second  and  third  marriages.  Her  will  (North. 
R.  B.  1756-58,  pp.  61-62)  reads  as  follows: 


In  the  name  of  God  amen  I  Martha  Booth  of  the  parrish  of 
St.  Stephens  of  County  of  Northumberland  being  sick  and  weak 
but  of  sound  mind  &  memory  blessed  be  to  God  for  the  same  do 
make  this  my  last  will  and  testamt.  in  manner  and  form  follow¬ 
ing  I  commit  my  Soul  to  its  maker  hoping  in  &  through  the  mer- 
rits  and  Sufferings  of  my  Blessed  redeemer  to  have  full  pardon  of 
all  my  sins  &  a  glorious  resurrection  and  my  Body  to  be  decently 
buried  at  the  discretion  of  my  Exors  &  as  for  what  worldly  State 
it  hath  pleased  God  to  Give  me  I  Give  as  followeth.  I  Give  and 
bequeath  all  my  land  that  lies  on  Occoquan  which  is  about  two 
hundred  Acres  being  the  land  my  husband  George  Rout  gave  me 
I  give  it  to  my  daughter  Martha  Rout  &  her  Husband  Peter 
for  and  during  their  natural  lifes  and  the  life  of  the  longest 
liver  &  at  their  decease  I  give  it  to  their  son  George  Rout  and  his 
heirs  forever.  I  likewise  give  to  my  daughter  Martha  &  her 
Husband  Peter  Rout  my  negro  woman  Lucey  to  them  &  their 
heirs  forever  and  her  future  Issue  and  Increase  after  my  decease, 
also  I  give  to  my  said  son  in  law  of  my  daughter  my  Great  Bible. 
Item  I  give  to  my  granddaughter  Jean  Oldham  &  her  husband 
George  twenty  five  pounds  cash  being  the  sum  I  sold  my  negro 
girl  Sarah  for  I  also  give  unto  the  aforesaid  Jean  &  George  Old¬ 
ham  my  best  bed  and  furniture,  Item  I  give  to  my  Granddaughter 
Betty  Garner  daughter  of  Vinson  Garner  my  negro  girl  Judy 
&  her  increase  to  my  said  Granddaughter  Betty  Garner  and  it  is 
my  will  that  my  negro  Girl  shall  be  hired  out  and  the  profits  to 
go  to  my  sd  Granddaughter  Betty  &  heirs  forever,  I  also  give 
to  her  the  sd  Betty  Garner  my  next  feather  bed  and  if  I  get  any 
furniture  for  it  before  I  die  I  give  it  also  to  my  sd  granddaughter 
Betty.  I  also  give  my  sd  granddaughter  Betty  Garner  one  Cow 
and  Stear  they  being  on  the  plantation  where  I  now  live  as  also 
I  give  her  one  Chest  &  Table,  Item  I  give  to  James  Garner  the 
son  of  James  Garner  my  negro  girl  named  Lucy  &  her  Increase 
to  him  the  said  James  Garner  &  his  heirs,  I  also  give  him  one 
Cow  big  with  Calf  and  a  Young  Stear  [which]  is  at  his  mothers 
and  if  mother  refuseth  to  keep  them  for  him  and  let  him  have 
the  increase  then  order  She  may  have  them  so  as  she  will  pay  him 
a  good  Cow  big  with  calf  and  a  Young  Stear  when  he  comes  of 
age  or  marries.  Item  I  give  to  my  granddaughter  Winifred  Gar¬ 
ner  one  Cow  Yearling  on  this  Plantation  Item  after  my  debts 
and  funerall  Expenses  paid  I  give  all  the  rest  of  my  Estate  of 
what  nature  and  quality  soever  not  being  given  to  be  Equally 
divided  betwixt  my  two  Grandaughters  Jean  Oldham  &  Betty 
Garner  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever — lastly  I  appoint  Sam 
Winstead  &  Tho.  Williams  Exors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testa¬ 
ment  this  5  of  April,  1757.

This  will  was  presented  in  Court  on  May  7,  1757  by  George 
Oldham  and  letters  of  administration  were  granted  him. 
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Vincent  Garner  ( -  1756) 

Vincent3  Garner  (Vin.2  Jno.1),  together  with  his 
brother,  James,  was  left  the  plantation  his  father  lived  on 
in  Northumberland  County.  May  14,  1740,  he  patented 
484  acres  of  escheated  land  of  Thomas  Towers,  which  had 
been  patented  November  8,  1666,  land  adjoining  George 
Brown  and  John  Grimeshead,  at  the  great  branch  of  King’s 
Creek,  adjoining  John  Reeves  and  William  Grimeshead. 
(N.  N.  Gr.  E,  p.  155)  August  8,  1743,  Vincent  Garner  of 
St.  Stephens  Parish  sold  to  John  Dunaway  484  acres  of 
land  patented  in  1666  by  Thomas  Towers.  Dorothy,  wife  of 
Vincent,  relinquished  her  rights  in  it.  (North.  R.  B.  1738-43, 
p.  238)  February  11,  1754,  Samuel  Eskridge,  William 
Eskridge,  Spencer  Corbell  and  Robert  Clark  were  appointed 
to  view  the  new  warehouse  at  Coan,  lately  built  by  Vincent 
Garner.  It  was  ‘‘ordered  that  the  Sheriff  pay  Vincent 
Garner  5600  pounds  of  tobacco  for  building  the  ware  house 
on  Coan  River.”  (North.  B.  13,  p.  75) 

The  will  (North.  R.  B.  1756-58,  p.  3)  of  Vincent3 
Garner,  dated  August  18,  1756  and  recorded  October  11, 
1756,  follows: 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  Vincent  Garner  of  Northumber¬ 
land  County  and  St.  Stephen’s  Parish  being  very  sick  and  weak 
of  body  but  of  perfect  mind  and  memory  thanks  be  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  same  but  calling  to  mind  the  uncertain  Estate  of 
this  Transitory  life  and  that  all  mankind  must  yield  unto  death 
when  it  shall  please  God  to  call  them  do  make  and  ordain  this  my 
last  will  and  testamt  revoking  &  by  these  presents  disannulling 
all  former  will  or  wills  testamt  or  testamts  by  me  heretofore 
made  or  caused  to  be  made  Either  Word  or  Writing  ratifying 
and  confirming  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  none  other  first  Prin¬ 
cipally  I  bequeath  my  soul  to  God  that  gave  it  me  trusting  in  and 
through  .  .  .  my  Blessed  Saviour  and  redeemer  to  receive  full 
pardon  and  remission  of  all  my  sins  and  everlasting  life  after  Death 
and  my  body  to  the  Earth  to  be  buried  in  a  descent  and  Christian 
like  manner  at  the  discretion  of  my  Executors  hereafter  nominated 
and  named  touching  Such  worldly  Estate  as  it  hath  pleased  God 
to  bestow  on  me  I  give  and  Dispose  in  manner  and  form  follow¬ 
ing  Vizt  Item  I  give  and  Bequeath  my  tract  of  land  Equally  to 
be  divided  between  George  Garner  and  Conway  Garner  George 
Garner  having  the  mannah  Plantation  in  his  part  but  if  George 
Garner  should  by  law  disturbe  Conway  Garner  of  having  his 
Equill  part  my  desire  is  that  Conway  Garner  may  have  what 
land  I  make  purchase  of,  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son 
Vincent  Garner  four  years  Schooling  at  the  age  of  fourteen  to 
be  paid  out  of  my  Estate,  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  loving 
wife  Winefred  Garner  my  young  horse  and  side  saddle,  Item  I 
give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Vincent  Garner  my  new  Gun, 
and  as  for  the  remainder  part  of  my  Estate,  I  give  and  bequeath 
equally  to  be  divided  between  my  loving  wife  Winefred  Garner 
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and  my  daughters  Barosheba  Garner  Eliza  Garner  and  my  daugh¬ 
ter  Winefred  Garner  and  my  son  Vincent  Garner  after  my  debts 
are  paid.  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  ordain  my  loving  wife 
Winefred  Garner  and  Dennis  Conway  exors  of  this  my  Last  Will, 
and  testament  to  see  the  same  duly  performed  and  Executed  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  true  Intent  and  meaning  hereof,  in  Witness  where¬ 
of  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  Seal  this  18th  day  of  August 
1756.  Vincent  Garner

will  &  testament  in  presence  of 
George  France 
Martha  Booth 

Vincent3  Garner  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was 
Dorothy  Duncan,  thought  to  be  the  daughter  of  Henry  and 
Dorothy  Duncan.  His  second  was  Winifred - ,  pos¬ 

sibly  Conway.  Dennis  Conway,  probably  the  brother  of 
Winifred,  was  one  of  Vincent’s  executors  and  was  also  ap¬ 
pointed  guardian  for  Conway  Garner  after  Vincent’s  death. 
Winifred  Garner  survived  her  husband  by  many  years. 
She  is  listed  in  the  census  of  1782  as  living  alone  and  having 
three  slaves.  Her  will  (North.  R.  B.  1782-85,  p.  395), 
written  July  24,  1782,  was  recorded  June  14,  1785.  Ex¬ 
ecutors  were  John  Christopher,  Sr.  and  William  Oldham, 
Sr.  She  may  have  survived  all  her  children  but  one  since 
her  will  mentions  only  a  daughter,  Elizabeth4  Tillery,  and 
a  granddaughter,  Molly5  Donaway.  She  bequeathed  to  her 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  two  choice  cows  and  calves  and  all  her 
wearing  apparel.  The  remainder  of  her  estate  she  left  to 
her  granddaughter,  Molly  Donaway. 

Vincent3  Garner  had  issue :  (1)  George4  Garner;  (2) 
Conway4  Garner;  (3)  Vincent4  Garner;  (4)  Winifred4 
Garner;  (5)  Barosheba4  Garner;  (6)  Elizabeth4  Garner. 

1.  George4  Garner  (Vin.3  Vin.2  Jno.1)  lived  in 
Northumberland  County,  St.  Stephens  Parish,  where  he  in¬ 
herited  half  of  his  father’s  land.  January  10,  1757,  he 
transferred  to  Conway  Garner,  his  brother,  of  the  same 
parish  and  county,  300  acres  of  land  “bounded  on  one  side 
by  lands  of  James  Garner  orphans  .  .  .  follows  road  that 
leads  to  the  old  manner  plantation  that  my  grandfather 
built  a  brick  house  on  and  where  my  father  lived  &  died.” 
Also  on  January  10,  1757,  Winifred  Garner  gave  bond  to 
George  Garner  for  100  pounds  and  was  given  her  third  from 
the  part  of  Conway  Garner.  May  9,  1763,  George  Garner 
sold  to  Thomas  Williams  some  land  “purchased  by  Vincent 
Garner”  bounded  on  one  side  by  land  of  John  Foushee. 
James  Courtney  was  a  witness.  July  9,  1770,  George  Gar¬ 
ner,  planter  of  St.  Stephens  Parish,  sold  to  Richard  Routt 
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for  95  pounds  90  acres  of  land  on  Jesse  Garner’s  line.  Jesse 
Garner  was  a  witness.  George  Garner  died  in  1773.  His 
estate  was  appraised  March,  1773  and  an  account  of  the 
sale  of  the  estate  was  returned  by  Jesse  Garner,  the  admin¬ 
istrator,  on  April  15,  1773.  He  was  survived  by  his  wife 
and  at  least  one  child,  Winifred5  Garner.  October  10,  1785, 
certain  men  were  appointed  by  the  court  to  settle  Raleigh 
Williams’  account  of  the  guardianship  of  Winifred  Garner, 
orphan  of  George  Garner,  deceased,  and  possess  Jesse  Gar¬ 
ner,  “her  present  guardian,”  with  her  estate.  October  8, 
1787,  Jesse  Garner,  guardian  of  Winifred  Garner,  was 
directed  to  pay  to  George  Garner’s  widow  “one-third  part 
of  the  heirs  of  a  Negro  fellow,  it  being  all  the  Estate  of  the 
deceased.” 

2.  Conway4  Garner  (Vin.3  Vin.2  Jno.1)  on  October 
11,  1756,  chose  Dennis  Conway  as  his  guardian.  John 
Foushee  and  Thomas  Dameron  were  securities.  (North.  R.  B. 

1756-58,  p.  71)  Conway  Garner  married  Elizabeth - . 

September  14,  1761,  Conway  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  seem 
to  have  sold  back  to  George  Garner  for  100  pounds  the 
land  which  George  had  transferred  to  Conway  in  1757.  The 
land  was  described  as  being  on  the  road  leading  to  Captain 
John  Foushee’s.  Conway  Garner  is  thought  to  have  moved 
to  Mecklenburg  County,  Virginia,  for  on  January  26,  1769 
Connoway  Garner  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  made  a  deed  to 
Ruben  Estes  of  Charlotte  County,  Virginia,  for  land  in 
Mecklenburg  “beginning  at  Doggett’s  Corner.”  (Meek.  D.  B. 
2,  p.  280)  On  the  same  day  they  sold  180  acres  to  Ben¬ 
jamin  Doggett.  (Meek.  D.  B.  2,  p.  282) 

3.  Vincent4  Garner  (Vine.3  Vine.2  Jno.1)  lived  in 
Northumberland  County,  where  he  died,  apparently  un¬ 
married,  in  1773.  His  will  (North.  R.  B.  1772-76,  Pt.  1, 
p.  282),  dated  August  12,  1773,  named  his  mother,  Winifred 
Garner,  as  his  only  heir.  To  her  he  left  his  horse,  bridle 
and  saddle  and  his  part  of  his  deceased  father’s  estate. 
Jesse  Garner  was  appointed  his  executor  and  witnesses  were 
Joseph  Powers,  George  Oldham  and  Jesse  Garner. 

4.  Elizabeth4  Garner  (Vin.3  Vin.2  Jno.1)  after  her 

father’s  death  chose  Patrick  Mealy  as  her  guardian  at  the 
April,  1757  court.  She  married - Tillery. 

One  of  the  other  daughters  of  Vincent3  Garner,  may 
have  married  a  Donaway. 

James  Garner  ( - 1751) 

2.  James3  Garner  (Vin.2  Jno.1)  was  born  before 
1710  and  died  in  1751  in  Northumberland  County.  He  in- 
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herited,  together  with  his  brother,  Vincent,  his  father’s  land 
in  Northumberland.  James  is  thought  to  have  married 
twice,  though  the  name  of  his  first  wife  is  unknown.  By 
her  he  appears  to  have  had  at  least  one  child,  Jesse4  Garner. 
About  1747  James3  Garner  married  Mary  Doggett,  widow 
of  John  Doggett,  and  was  appointed  guardian  to  Mary’s 
children.  September  9,  1751,  Mary  Garner  was  granted 
letters  of  administration  on  the  estate  of  James  Garner 
deceased.  Securities  were  Adcock  Hobson  and  Wingfield 
Wright.  At  the  same  court  Mary  was  appointed  guardian 
of  Benjamin  Doggett,  orphan  of  John  Doggett.  September 
10,  1751,  a  committee  “in  obedience  to  the  court  9th  Sept. 
1751  sworn  before  Capt.  John  Fushee  Gent.  .  .  .  met  at  the 
plantation  of  James  Garner  deed  and  appraised  the  estate 
of  the  said  James  Garner.”  On  the  same  day,  “having  seen 
the  papers  of  the  estate  of  John  Doggett  deed.,”  they  took 
out  of  the  estate  of  James  Garner  Mary’s  dividend  and  for 
each  of  the  Doggett  orphans,  John,  William  and  Benjamin, 
nine  pounds,  seven  shillings.  At  a  sale  of  the  estate  of 
James  Garner,  August  13,  1753,  Mary  Garner  bid  in  more 
than  half.  (North.  R.  B.  1753-56,  p.  5)  Also  we  find:  “In 
obedience  to  the  order  of  Northumberland  Court  April  1755” 
the  estate  of  John  Doggett  was  divided  among  Mary  Garner, 
William,  Benjamin  and  John  Doggett,  Mary  receiving  one- 
third  of  the  slaves  of  John  Doggett  deceased,  making  her 
“part  of  her  deceased  father’s  estate  due  her  at  the  time  of 
her  marriage.”  (North.  R.  B.  1753-56,  p.  215)  In  April,  1757, 
Jesse  Garner,  “orphan  of  James,”  chose  William  Haddaway 
as  his  guardian.  Joseph  Ball  was  security.  (North.  R.  B. 
1756-57,  p.  106)  At  the  October  court,  1757,  “On  motion 
of  Wm.  Haddaway  guardian  of  Jesse  Garner  orphan  of 
James  Garner  deed  with  the  consent  of  Mary  Garner,  Wm. 
Thomas,  George  Doakes,  Robert  Christopher  and  Adcock 
Hobson  are  appointed  to  possess  Mary  Garner  with  her  part 
of  the  land  of  her  deed  husband,  James  Garner.”  (North. 
R.  B.  1756-58,  p.  227) 

Mary  Doggett  Garner  appears  to  have  died  in  late 
1766  or  early  1767.  Her  will  (North.  R.  B.  1766-70,  p.  8), 
dated  August  17,  1766  and  recorded  January  12,  1767, 
follows : 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I  Mary  Garner  of  St.  Stephen’s 
Parish  County  of  Northumberland  and  Colony  of  Virginia,  widow, 
being  very  sick  &  weak  of  body,  but  of  perfect  sence  and  mem¬ 
ory  thanks  be  to  Almighty  God  for  the  same,  and  considering  the 
uncertainty  of  this  mortal  life  do  think  it  necessary  to  make  this 
my  last  will  in  manner  &  form  following,  viz.  Item ,  I  give  my  soul 
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to  Almighty  God  that  gave  it  me,  hoping  through  the  merits  of 
my  blessed  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  to  have  Remission  of  all  my 
sins,  and  my  body  to  the  Earth  from  whence  it  came  to  be  de¬ 
cently  buried  at  the  Discretion  of  my  Exors  hereafter  mentioned. 
Item,  I  give  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Brown  one  shilling  sterling. 
Item,  I  give  to  my  son  John  Doggett  one  shilling  sterling.  Item, 
I  give  to  my  son  William  Doggett  one  shilling  sterling.  Item, 
I  give  to  my  son  Benjamin  Doggett  one  shilling  sterling  and  four 
Barrels  of  Indian  Corn  to  them  my  aforesd  children  &  to  their 
heirs  forever,  they  nor  none  of  them  to  have  any  other  part  or 
parcel  of  my  estate  of  what  kind  or  quality  soever.  Item,  I  give 
all  the  rest  of  my  Estate  be  it  of  what  kind  or  quality  soever, 
after  my  just  debts  &  funeral  expenses  are  paid  to  my  son  James 
Garner  and  his  heirs  forever.  And  lastly  I  appoint  my  good 
Friends  &  Neighbors  Mr.  William  Thomas,  Junr  &  Mr.  William 
Oldham  to  be  my  executors,  managers  &  overlookers  of  my 
Estate.  In  Witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and 
seale  in  Northumberland  County  this  17th  day  of  August  1766.

The  only  known  children  of  James3  Garner  were: 
(1)  Jesse4  Garner  and  (2)  James4  Garner. 


Jesse  Garner  ( -  1794) 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  he  is  not  mentioned  in  the  will 
of  Mary  Doggett  Garner,  Jesse  is  thought  to  have  been  the 
son  of  an  earlier  wife  of  James3  Garner  (Vin.2  Jno.1).  He 
lived  and  died  in  Northumberland  County,  where  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  census  of  1782  lists  him  as  having  8  whites  in  his 
family  and  three  slaves.  He  married  Elizabeth  Everet 
or  Williams,  said  by  some  of  her  descendants  to  have  been 
a  descendant  of  Roger  Williams.  March  4,  1774,  Jesse 
Garner  and  Betty,  his  wife,  sold  72  acres  of  land  in  St. 
Stephens  Parish  to  Richard  Routt — bordering  land  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Lewis  and  James  Courtney,  deceased.  (North.  R.  B. 
1772-76,  Pt.  2,  pp.  459-60)  The  same  day  Jesse  Garner 
and  George  Oldham  gave  bond  for  indebtedness  to  Richard 
Routt  in  the  sum  of  200  pounds.  (North.  R.  B.  1772-76,  Pt.  2, 
pp.  462-63) 

The  will  (North.  R.  B.)  of  Jesse  Garner  was  proved 
December  8,  1794.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  appointed  ex¬ 
ecutrix,  with  James  Garner,  Jonathan  Abbaye  and  Richard 
Luttrell,  securities.  Witnesses  were  George  Ashburn,  Ned- 
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dy  Chilton  Ashburn  and  Haynie  Ashburn.  Provisions  were : 
(1)  His  entire  personal  estate  to  his  wife,  Betty,  during  her 
life  or  widowhood  “to  keep  my  seven  children  together” 
(names  of  all  the  below-mentioned  children  except  James 
followed).  (2)  His  sons  to  have  four  years’  schooling  out 
of  his  estate.  (3)  A  portion  of  his  land  to  be  sold  to  pay 
his  debts.  (4)  In  case  of  wife’s  death,  his  oldest  daughter, 
Sally,  to  take  care  of  the  family  until  her  brother,  Lawson, 
reached  the  age  of  15. 

A  Betsy  Garner  who  married  William  Webb,  widower, 
on  January  7,  1799  with  Charles  Rice  security,  may  have 
been  the  widow  of  Jesse4  Garner.  (North.  Mar.  Rec.) 

Jesse4  Garner  had  issue:1  (1)  James5  Garner;  (2) 
Sarah  (Sally)5  Garner;  (3)  Elizabeth  Everet5  Garner,  mar¬ 
ried  Peter  Gallagher,  October  27,  1800  (North.  Mar.  Rec.)  ; 
(4)  Mary  Simmons5  Garner,  born  September  14,  1775,  mar¬ 
ried  William  Pearson,  July  16,  1799,  with  consent  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  Garner  (North.  Mar.  Rec.)  ;  (5)  Margaret5  Garner, 
born  February  25,  1780;  (6)  Jesse  W.5  Garner,  born  Decem¬ 
ber  3,  1782;  (7)  William  Everet5  Garner,  born  April  12, 
1786;  (8)  Lawson  Williams5  Garner,  born  June  30,  1789. 

The  evidence  that  Jesse4  and  Elizabeth  Garner  had 
a  son,  James5  Garner,  comes  from  descendants  of  James, 
who  migrated  to  Kentucky.

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in  the  possession  of  one  of  these  descendants  says  he  was 
born  about  17812  in  Northumberland  County,  Virginia  and 
that  his  mother’s  maiden  name  had  been  Everet.  He  lived 
at  Winchester,  Clark  County,  Kentucky.  In  1819  he  moved 
to  Missouri,  where  he  lived  at  Old  Franklin,  then  at  Fay¬ 
ette  until  1841,  in  Ray  County  until  1848,  and  then  in  New 
Liberty,  Clay  County,  where  he  died  of  smallpox  June  26, 
1850.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  architect  and  built  the  first 
courthouse  at  Fayette  and  the  Howard  Payne  College  build¬ 
ings,  as  well  as  other  important  structures.

James4  Garner  (Jas.3  Vin.2  Jno.1),  born  September 
6,  1748  in  Northumberland  County  (St.  Stephen’s  Par.  Reg.), 
moved  to  Mecklenburg  County,  Virginia.  He  married 
Lucy  (or  Lucinda)  Webb,  daughter  of  John  Webb — whether 
in  Northumberland  or  in  Mecklenburg  is  unknown.  One 
John  Webb  was  executor  of  the  estate  of  John3  Garner 
(Jas.2  Jno.1)  in  1751  in  Northumberland  County.  The  will 
of  John  Webb  in  Mecklenburg  County,  dated  August  23, 
1794  and  probated  September  13,  1804,  left  a  portion  of  his 
estate  to  Lucy  Garner  and  Hannah  Doggett. 

Two  of  James  Garner’s  step-brothers,  John  Doggett 
and  Benjamin  Doggett,  also  moved  to  Mecklenburg  County, 
as  did  his  cousin,  Conway4  Garner  (Vin.3  Vin.2  Jno.1). 
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April  12,  1785,  John  Doggett  was  appointed  surveyor  of  a 
road  from  Robinson's  to  the  old  Court  House.5  (Meek.  B.  1) 
November  22,  1766,  William  Doggett  of  Northumberland 
County  sold  2  negroes  to  Rebecca  Garner  of  Amelia  County. 
Witnesses  were  John  Doggett,  Benjamin  Doggett,  G.  Old¬ 
ham  and  Samuel  Eskridge.  (North.  R.  B.  1766-70,  p.  59) 
April  13,  1767,  John  Doggett  and  wife,  Ann,  and  Rebecca 
Garner,  all  of  Mecklenburg,  sold  to  Pemberton  Claughton, 
Jr.,  a  tract  of  34  acres  and  a  mill  in  Mattapony  Neck.  Wit¬ 
nesses  were  George  Garner  and  William  Barecroft.  (North. 
R.  B.  1766-70,  p.  60)  February  8,  1769,  Connoway  Garner 
and  wife,  Elizabeth,  sold  101  acres  of  land  to  James  Garner. 
(Meek.  D.  B.  2,  p.  282)  Also  on  the  same  day  they  sold 
180  acres  to  Benjamin  Doggett.  (Meek.  D.  B.  2,  p.  282) 
Witnesses  were  William  Hunt,  John  Doggett  and  Thomas 
Brown.  The  Virginia  Census  for  1782  lists  Benjamin  Dog¬ 
gett  of  Mecklenburg  County  as  having  11  whites  and  4 
slaves  in  his  household,  John  Doggett  as  having  13  whites 
and  5  slaves,  while  the  1790  Census  of  Virginia  shows  James 
Garner  living  in  Mecklenburg  with  8  whites  and  4  slaves.

I  will  and  desire  that  my  Executors  sell  all  my  property, 
both  Real  and  Personal,  the  proceeds  of  which,  with  the 
money  that  may  arise  from  the  collection  of  debts  due  me, 
including  any  money  I  may  have  on  hand  at  the  time  of 
my  death  .  .  .”  He  gives  to  his  children  one-twelfth  each 
as  follows:  Paul  C.  Garner,  Elizabeth  Womack,  Archer  W. 
Garner,  William  S.  Garner,  Samuel  Garner,  David  B.  Gar¬ 
ner,  and  children  of  John  Garner  by  his  first  wife.  The 
rest  was  to  go  to  Clement  M.  Adkison  as  trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  Asa  Garner,  Archilles  Garner,  daughter  of  Jane 
Garner  Nichols,  and  Martha  S.  Chastain.  Clement  M.  Ad¬ 
kison  was  the  executor.  Witnesses  were  Isaac  Adkison, 
Beverly  Canada  and  John  W.  Bradley.  An  appraisal  (Hal. 
W.  B.  28,  p.  717)  of  Vincent  Garner’s  estate  on  January  2, 
1865,  gives  the  following:  One  negro  woman,  Jenny,  age  60, 
$100;  one  negro  boy,  John,  age  8,  $750;  one  boy,  Dick,  age  12, 
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$2500;  one  boy,  Isaac,  age  10,  $2000;  one  man,  Henry,  age 
46,  $5000;  one  man,  Bill,  age  55,  $3500;  one  girl,  Ann, 
age  14,  $3500 ;  a  tract  of  land  supposed  to  contain  307  acres 
valued  at  $15,750;  total  appraisement,  $34,750.  Appraisers 
were  B.  F.  Garnett,  John  T.  Gayle  and  Isaac  Adkison.

Spanish  Grove.  William  Garner  became  the  first  post¬ 
master.

Spanish  Grove,  Mecklenburg  County 
Virginia,  I  do  appoint  him  Deputy  Post  Master,  and  authorize 
him  to  execute  the  duties  of  that  Office  at  Spanish  Grove  afore¬ 
said,  according  to  the  Laws  of  the  United  States,  and  regulations 
conformable  thereto,  as  he  shall  receive  from  me: 

TO  HOLD  the  said  Office  of  Deputy  Post  Master,  with  all  the 
Powers,  Privileges  and  Emoluments  to  the  same  belonging,  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Post  Master  General  of  the  United  States, 
for  the  time  being.  In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set 
my  hand,  and  caused  the  Seal  of  my  office  to  be  affixed  at  Wash¬ 
ington  City  the  first  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  of  the  Independence 
of  the  United  States  the  thirty  eighth.

CHAPTER  V 


THOMAS  GARNER  ( - 1726) 

Thomas2  Garner,  son  of  John1  and  Susanna  (Keene) 
Garner,  settled  in  Stafford  County,  Virginia,  which  had 
been  formed  from  Westmoreland  in  1664 — in  that  part  which 
in  1730,  after  his  death,  became  Prince  William  County,  and 
in  1759,  Fauquier  County,  which  it  remains  today.  Thomas 
may  have  moved  to  Stafford  by  September  10,  1700,  on  which 
date  he  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of  Diana  Downy  in  that 
county.  (Staff.  W.  B.  Z,  p.  36)  Robert  Bennett  Bean1  states 
that  a  Garner  (he  gives  only  surname)  was  among  the 
earliest  settlers  of  Fauquier  County.  In  1714  Thomas  Gar¬ 
ner  patented  1000  acres  (Va.  L.  Gr.  B.  5,  p.  100)  and  on 
December  13,  1715,  1400  acres  (Co.  L.  Gr.  B.  27),  both 
grants  on  Tinpot  Run  and  Licking  Run  Creeks,  branches  of 
the  Occoquon  River.  April  15,  1725,  he  was  granted  an¬ 
other  489  acres  in  Stafford  and  King  George  counties,  ad¬ 
joining  James  Withers,  John  Jackson,  Col.  Rice  and  others 
(N.  N.  L.  Gr.  B.  A,  p.  137)  ;  also  625  acres  in  the  same 
counties  on  Tinpot  and  Licking  Runs,  adjoining  Welch  and 
Hedgman  on  May  10,  1725.  (N.  N.  L.  Gr.  B.  A,  p.  144)  April 
15,  1725,  the  land  had  been  granted  to  Thomas  Welch  of 
King  George  County  adjoining  Nathaniel  Hedgman  on  Tin¬ 
pot  Run  to  an  oak  marked  “J  W”  (probably  James  Withers), 
then  to  Thomas  Garner's  on  a  ridge  between  two  branches 
of  Tinpot  Run.  (N.  N.  L.  Gr.  B.  A,  p.  138)  July  7,  1722, 
Richard  Tullos  of  Northumberland  County  and  St.  Stephens 
Parish  and  wife,  Eliza,  appointed  Thomas  Garner  and  John 
Adams  of  Stafford  County,  planters,  “or  either  of  them" 
to  act  as  attorneys  in  the  sale  of  200  acres  of  land  in  Stafford 
to  William  Muncy  of  Northumberland.  (North.  R.  B.  1718- 
26,  p.  233) 

Thomas  Garner  married  Mary  Bushnell,  daughter  of 
Charles  Bushnell.  The  will  of  John  Willis  of  Richmond 
County,  dated  January  7,  1715  and  recorded  July  6,  1718, 
mentions  Mary  Garner,  also  his  sons,  John,  David,  Charles, 
William  and  Thomas  Willis. 

Thomas  Garner  died  in  the  summer  of  1726.  His

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will,2  dated  June  8,  1726,  probated  July  13,  1726,  provided  the 
following : 

To  my  eldest  son  John  Garner  400  acres  of  land  lying  on  Tin- 
pot  Run  in  Rappahannock  where  my  plantation  is,  .  .  .  between 
my  son  Thomas  and  my  son  John  and  to  his  heirs,  wanting  heirs 
to  son  Parish  if  he  has  no  heirs  to  son  Charles,  if  he  has  no  heirs 
to  son  James  Garner.  To  son  John  a  negro  named  Wills,  3  cows  3 
young  cattle,  a  feather  bed,  a  bolster,  rugg,  2  blankets,  6  hogs  of 

2  years,  also  6  hogs  of  3  years,  one  iron  pot,  but  not  to  have 
possession  until  he  becomes  of  age  of  twenty-one,  without  his 
mother’s  consent.  To  my  son  Thomas  400  acres  lying  below  my 
son  John’s  ...  a  negro  named  George,  3  cows  3  calves,  3  barrows 
of  3  years,  3  brooding  sows,  an  iron  pot,  one  feather  bed,  one 
bolster,  a  rugg  2  blankets,  when  21  years  of  age.  To  my  son  Vin¬ 
cent  a  tract  of  about  400  acres  of  land  beginning  at  the  corner 
of  Mr.  James  Withers,  at  Licking  Run,  running  west  to  Thomas 
Welch,  a  negro  named  Tony,  a  feather  bed,  a  bolster,  a  Rugg,  2 
blanketts,  3  cows  and  calves,  3  young  cattle,  3  barrows  of  3  years, 

3  brooding  sows  and  one  iron  pot.  To  my  son  Parish  Garner 
400  acres  lying  on  Licking  Run  running  west  to  Tinpot  Run  in 
Rappahannock,  joining  the  land  of  my  son  John,  a  negro  named 
Peter,  3  cows  3  calves,  3  young  cattle  3  barrows  3  sows  and  one 
iron  pot.  To  son  Charles  400  acres  of  land  on  Licking  Run  over 
the  Rappahannock  River  west  to  my  son  John’s,  a  negro  named 
Frank  .  .  .  [also  a  stock  of  household  things  like  his  brothers]. 
To  my  son  James  400  acres  of  land  running  to  the  Rappahhannock 
River  and  joining  my  son  John’s,  a  negro  named  Giles  .  .  .  [other 
things  like  his  brothers].  To  my  daughter  Susanna  Garner 
2  cows,  3  calves  a  negro  named  Cate  [etc.]  To  my  loving  wife 
Mary  all  of  the  remaining  part  of  my  estate  movable  and  un¬ 
movable,  the  dwelling  plantation  she  now  lives  on  for  her  life 
then  to  my  son  James,  a  negro  girl  named  Judie,  later  she  and 
her  increase  to  my  boys. 

(signed)  Thomas  Garner 

Executors  of  the  will  were  wife,  Mary,  and  son,  John  Gar¬ 
ner,  Witnesses  were  James  Jewers,  Thomas  Seddon  and 
John  Harding. 

Among  the  records  of  Stafford  County  is  found  an 
indenture  made  November  7,  1726  by  “Mary  Gardiner,  wid- 
dow  of  Thomas  Gardiner,”  in  which  she  transferred  to  her 
daughter  Susanna  and  her  husband,  Thomas  Seddon,  the 
younger,  “thrice  three  hundred  &  seventy  eight  acres”  of 
land  on  Potomack  Run  —  “being  the  land  given  devised  and 
bequeathed  by  the  said  Thomas  Garner  deceased  unto  the 
said  Mary  his  wife  as  may  appear  by  the  last  will  &  testa- 


2.  The  Stafford  County  Will  Book  containing  this  will  has  been  lost. 
However,  a  copy  of  the  will  is  contained  in  some  papers  concerning 
a  law  suit  in  which  his  children  engaged  long  after  his  death.

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ment  of  the  said  Thomas  Gardiner  one  hundred  and  fifty 
acres  part  thereof  being  the  Moiety  or  half  of  three  hun¬ 
dred  Acres  of  lands  bought  by  Charles  Bushnell  Gent.-  of 
Adam  Wafendall  and  descending  from  the  said  Charles 
Bushnell  to  his  daughter  the  said  Mary  Gardiner”  ...  in 
consideration  for  which  Thomas  and  Susanna  Seddon  were 
to  pay  the  yearly  rent  of  “one  Pepper  Corn  at  the  feast 
of  Michael  the  arch  angel  only  if  the  same  be  demanded.” 
Witnesses  were:  Charles  H.  Harrison,  Henry  Conyers  and 
Thomas  Weeden.  (Staff.  D.  B.  1722-28,  p.  333) 

Thomas2  and  Mary  (Bushnell)  Garner  had  issue:  (1) 
John3  Garner;  (2)  Thomas3  Garner;  (3)  Vincent3  Garner; 
(4)  Parish3  Garner;  (5)  Charles3  Garner;  (6)  James3  Gar¬ 
ner;  (7)  Susanna3  Garner,  married  Thomas  Seddon,  the 
younger. 

Before  1732,  Mary  Garner,  widow  of  Thomas,  mar¬ 
ried  Ralph  Hughes.  They  lived  in  Stafford  County,  now 
Fauquier,  about  five  miles  below  the  present  Warrenton. 
February  20,  1711,  “Ralph  Hughes  of  Northumberland,  now 
of  Stafford,  son  of  the  late  Thomas  Hughes  of  Northumber¬ 
land,”  sold  to  John  Hogan  of  Lancaster  100  acres  of  land 
for  400  pounds  of  tobacco — land  in  Northumberland  at  the 
head  of  Chingahon  and  Hull  Creeks.  (North.  R.  B.  18,  p.  153) 

There  are  lengthy  chancery  papers  in  Fauquier  con¬ 
cerning  a  suit  which  Charles  Garner,  son  of  Thomas,  brought 
against  his  brothers.  Thomas  in  his  will  had  left  a  negro, 
Judith,  to  his  wife,  with  the  provision  that  later  she  and 
her  increase  should  go  to  his  boys.  January  17,  1732,  Ralph 
and  Mary  Hughes  sold  the  negro  to  Thomas  Harrison,  giv¬ 
ing  a  receipt  for  6000  pounds  of  tobacco  and  also  a  receipt 
signed  by  James  Garner,  Parish  Garner,  Vincent  Garner 
and  Thomas  Garner.  Charles  brought  suit  against  his 
brothers  and  the  Thomas  Harrison  estate.  In  1773  the  suit 
was  still  continuing,  at  which  time  Judith’s  increase  num¬ 
bered  about  forty. 

In  1738  Ralph  Hughes  was  witness  to  a  deed  of  sale 
of  land  in  Prince  William  County  which  Mary  and  Peter 
Waugh  sold  on  Elk  Run.  March  27,  1738,  Ralph  Hughes 
and  Thomas  Conway  gave  bond  that  “Ralph  Hughes  guar¬ 
dian  of  James  Gardiner”  would  pay  to  the  said  orphan  all 
the  estate  “that  will  come  into  my  hands  as  soon  as  he  is 
of  age.”  This  was  signed  by  Ralph  Hughes  and  witnessed 
by  John  Bowie.  (Pr.  Wm.  B.  C,  p.  145)  In  1742  Ralph 
Hughes  patented  334  acres  of  land  on  a  branch  of  Licking 
Run  and  Elk  Run  adjoining  Carter  Wainwright.  August 
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12,  1746,  Ralph  and  Mary  Hughes  sold  to  James  Murry, 
Benjamin  Stone  and  John  Herndon,  all  of  Prince  William 
County,  all  stock,  furniture,  goods  and  chattels.  Witnesses 
were  Francis  A.  Watts  and  Ann  Watts.  (Pr.  Wm.  D.  B.  1, 
p.  199)  Ralph  and  Mary  Hughes  are  believed  to  have 
moved  to  Frederick  County,  Virginia,  where  a  Ralph  Hughes 
died  in  1767.  His  will,  proved  September  1,  1767  by  the 
oaths  of  Thomas  Chapman  and  Obediah  Hammond,  pro¬ 
vided  the  following :  To  Lidea  Murray  twenty  shillings 
sterling  money.  To  Thomas  Hughes,  twenty  shillings 
sterling  money.  To  Phillis  Rider,  twenty  shillings  sterling 
money.  To  wife,  Mary,  all  the  rest  of  his  estate.  If  she 
remarried,  she  was  to  have  only  her  lawful  third.  After 
decease  or  remarriage  of  his  wife,  the  remainder  of  his  estate 
was  to  go  to  his  grandson,  Ralph  Hughes,  “son  of  William 
Hughes  deceased  by  his  wife  Anna.”  If  Ralph  Hughes 
had  no  heirs  the  estate  would  descend  to  John  Rider,  son 
of  Alexander  and  Phillis  Rider.  Executors  were  to  be 
“my  Good  Friend  Thomas  Garner  and  Henry  Neilson,”  and 
they  also  to  be  guardians  of  Ralph  Hughes  and  John  Rider. 
On  September  1,  1767,  Thomas  Garner  was  granted  a  cer¬ 
tificate  for  obtaining  letters  of  administration. 

John  Garner  ( -  1762) 

1.  John3  Garner,  eldest  son  of  Thomas2  and  Mary 
Garner,  married  Jane  Bangar.  March  10,  1729/30  John 
Garner  and  his  wife,  Jane,  sold  land  in  Richmond  County 
to  Joshua  Singleton  for  2,000  pounds  of  tobacco — land  left 
to  Jane,  the  daughter  of  John  Bangar,  by  her  grandfather 
in  1729.  (Rich.  D.  B.  8,  p.  523)  A  record  of  May  26,  1738, 
shows  that  John  Garner  was  guardian  to  his  younger 
brother,  Charles — “John  Garner,  guardian  of  Charles  Gar¬ 
ner  will  pay  unto  the  said  orphan  all  of  the  estate  that 
comes  into  his  hands  as  soon  as  he  comes  of  age.”  (Pr.  Wm. 
B.  C,  p.  169)  October  23,  1752,  John  Garner,  Parish  Gar¬ 
ner  and  Jane  Garner  were  witnesses  to  the  will  of  Thomas 
Welch.  Joseph  Blackwell  and  John  Butler  were  executors. 
John  and  James  Garner  gave  security  bond.  (Pr.  Wm.  O.  B. 
1752-53,  p.  71)  April  1,  1754,  John  and  Vincent  Garner 
were  to  be  paid  200  pounds  of  tobacco  each  by  Thomas 
Garner  for  attending  court  as  witnesses  against  Richard 
Covington  and  wife,  Winifred.  October  27,  1755,  John 
Garner  was  named  with  John  Ambrose  and  Thomas  Withers 
“to  view  road  that  goes  through  Gawin  Corbin's  plantation 
and  report  if  the  same  can  be  turned  without  prejudicing 
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the  public.”  (Pr.  Wm.  0.  B.  3)  January  26,  1756,  John 
Garner,  John  Barly  and  Rice  Duncan  were  ordered  “to 
view  a  road  stopt  by  James  Withers  &  report  the  same  to 
next  court.”  (Pr.  Wm.  0.  B.  3)  August  23,  1759,  John 
Garner  Sr.  of  Fauquier  County,  Hamilton  Parish,  and  wife, 
Jane,  deeded  to  son,  Thomas  Jr.,  a  tract  of  land  “upon  which 
both  father  and  son  now  live” — 232  acres  “whereon  the 
road  crosses  Tinpot  Run.”  At  the  same  time  they  deeded 
the  same  amount  to  their  son,  John  Jr.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  1,  p.  29) 
September  25,  1760,  the  court  ordered  John  Garner,  William 
Morgan,  William  Settle  and  Parish  Garner,  or  any  three 
of  them,  to  “view  the  most  convenient  way  from  the  court 
house  of  this  county  to  Slaughter’s  Mill.”  October  17, 
1760,  a  survey  was  made  of  150  acres  of  land  for  John  Gar¬ 
ner — “land  lying  in  Fauquier,  beginning  with  a  bridge  in 
the  road  that  leads  from  Falmouth  to  the  Great  Run  and 
running  with  the  road  to  Parrish  Garners  following  the  line 
of  Thomas  Welch,  deceased,  south  to  Thomas  Mitchell  to 
Tinpot  Run,  leaving  the  Mitchell’s  line  going  North  following 
the  said  run  which  adjoins  the  land  of  John  and  Thomas 
Garner  Jr.”  John  Garner  was  pilot,  Alan  Dodd  and  Thomas 
Garner  were  chain  carriers.  (Ya.  L.  Gr.  B.  1,  p.  81) 

Jane  Garner,  widow  of  John3  Garner,  was  appointed 
administratrix  of  his  estate  June  25,  1762.  William  Mor¬ 
gan,  Paul  Williams  and  James  Arnold  appraised  the  estate. 
(Fauq.  O.  B.  1,  pp.  80-86)  In  the  chancery  suit  between 
Charles  Garner,  his  brothers  and  Harrison,  the  children 
of  John3  Garner  were  given  as:  (1)  Charles4  Garner;  (2) 
William4  Garner;  (3)  Thomas4  Garner;  (4)  John4  Garner; 
(5)  Mary4  Garner;  (6)  Susanna4  Garner.  Jane  Garner, 
widow  of  John3  Garner,  later  married  Thomas  Reno  of 
Prince  William  County. 

1.  Charles4  Garner  (Jno.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  at  the 
May  court,  1764,  brought  suit  against  Jane  Garner,  admin¬ 
istrator  of  the  estate  of  John  Garner  deceased.  In  1797 
Charles  was  paying  taxes  on  200  acres.  He  had  a  son, 
Charles5  Garner,  Jr.,  who  was  paying  taxes  in  1782.  Charles4 
Garner  was  on  the  roster  of  Capt.  William  Edmond’s  Com¬ 
pany  of  Virginia  troops  in  the  French  and  Indian  War 
in  1761.3 

3.  Thomas4  Garner  (Jno.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  married 
Elinson - .  He  is  probably  the  Thomas  Garner  men¬ 

tioned  as  an  Ensign  of  Virginia  troops  in  the  French  and

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Indian  War,  November  26,  1761.4  Among  officers  who 
qualified  in  Fauquier  were  James  Foly  and  Thomas  Garner 
as  ensigns;  also  “Brother  Charles  Garner.”  (Fauq.  0.  B. 
1759-63)  August  22,  1764,  Thomas  Mitchell  of  St.  Marks 
Parish,  Culpeper  County,  sold  to  Thomas  Garner  of  Hamilton 
Parish  100  acres  of  land  adjoining  John  Garner  on  Tinpot 
Run  “on  line  that  divides  John  and  Thomas  Garner  adjoin¬ 
ing  Thomas  Welch”  for  66  pounds  sterling  (Fauq.  D.  B.  2, 
pp.  171-72)  February  23,  1765,  Thomas  Reno  and  his 
wife,  Jane,  of  Dettinger  Parish,  Prince  William  County, 
sold  to  Thomas  Garner,  son  of  the  said  Jane,  of  Fauquier, 
150  acres  of  land,  “which  land  the  said  Thomas  Reno  and 
wife  Jane  Reno  chose  for  her  dowery  of  all  the  land  of  John 
Garner  deceased,  late  husband  of  Jane.”  (Pr.  Wm.  D.  B.  2, 
p.  646)  November  24,  1766,  Thomas  Garner  and  his  wife, 
Elinson,  of  Fauquier  sold  to  Susanna  Hewlett  of  King 
George  County  150  acres  of  land  “inherited  of  my  father 
John,”  land  in  Hamilton  Parish,  adjoining  Parish  Garner, 
on  Great  Run  on  the  Falmouth  Road  near  Thomas  Welch 
and  Thomas  Mitchell.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  7,  p.  643)  October  5, 
1779,  Thomas  Garner  of  Fauquier  sold  a  tract  of  114  acres 
to  John  Blackwell,  adjoining  the  land  of  Charles  Garner, 
John  Blackwell  and  William  Hewitt  at  Hedgman’s.  (Fauq. 
D.  B.  7,  p.  26)  In  1781  Thomas  Garner  Jr.  was  paid  1,320 
pounds  of  tobacco  “impressed  or  taken  for  public  use”  for  the 
soldiers  during  the  Revolution.  October,  1796,  Thomas 
Garner,  Sr.,  made  a  deed  to  Charles  Garner,  Sr.,  with  John 
Withers  as  a  witness.  (Fauq.  O.  B.  1795-97,  p.  424) 

4.  John4  Garner  (Jno.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  married  Mary 
- .  July  27,  1753,  John  and  Mary  Garner  were  wit¬ 
nesses  for  William  Morgan  against  Humphrey  Pope  in 
Prince  William  County.  John  Garner,  alias  Gardner,  of 
Fauquier  County,  who  served  in  the  Revolution  in  the  Third 
Virginia  Regiment,  may  have  been  the  son  of  this  John 
Garner.

- .  June  24,  1754,  James  Garner  was  appointed 

constable  in  Prince  William  County  “in  the  room  of  Thomas 
Garner.”  Thomas  Garner  is  thought  to  have  left  the  county 
subsequently,  and  is  probably  the  Thomas  Garner  who  was 
the  executor  of  the  will  of  Ralph  Hughes,  who  died  in  Fred¬ 
erick  County  in  1763.

3.  Vincent3  Garner  (Thos.2  Jno.1)  is  believed  to 
have  married  Jemima  Williams,  daughter  of  Jonas  and 
Honor  Williams.  Jonas  Williams  left  a  will  at  his  death 
in  1749  in  Prince  William  County  but  it  has  been  lost.  Vin¬ 
cent  Garner  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of  Jonas  Williams, 
Jr.,  who  died  in  1744,  before  his  father.  Charles  Garner, 
brother  of  Vincent,  married  Ann  (Darnell)  Williams,  widow 
.  of  Jonas  Williams,  Jr.  In  1741  Vincent  Garner  cast  his 
vote  for  Mr.  Peyton  in  the  County  of  Prince  William  in  the 
election  for  the  member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses.  June  29, 
1741,  Vincent  and  John  Garner  were  witnesses  to  a  deed 
made  by  Nathaniel  Hedgman  to  John  Duncan.  (Pr.  Wm. 
D.  B.  E,  p.  347)  August  23,  1759,  Vincent  Garner,  Thomas 
Garner,  Parish  Garner,  David  Welch,  Thomas  Mitchell, 
John  Stone,  William  Morgan,  etc.  were  jurors  to  value  the 
land  of  Peter  Rout,  sold  to  James  Slaughter  to  build  a  water 
mill.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  I,  p.  24)  In  1767  Vincent  Garner  brought 
suit  against  Parish  Garner  in  Fauquier  County.  To  settle 
a  boundary  line  between  Vincent  Garner  and  Thomas  With¬ 
ers,  Sr.,  “they  mutually  agree  that  the  line  be  run  from  the 
corner  formerly  belonging  to  Thomas  Garner  and  Thomas 
Welch,  March,  1780.”  (Fauq.  D.  B.  7,  p.  261)  At  a  court 
held  in  Fauquier  County,  March  25,  1782,  to  adjust  claims 
for  property  impressed  or  taken  for  public  service  during 
the  Revolution,  several  claims  were  from  Vincent  Garner 
for  things  furnished  the  army.  In  1782  Vincent  paid  a 
land  tax  on  206  acres  in  Fauquier  and  was  paying  on  the 
same  206  acres  at  his  death  in  1796.  His  wife,  Jemima, 
continued  to  pay  on  this  land  until  her  death  in  1805.  The 
following  year,  their  son-in-law,  William  Harris,  paid  taxes 
on  187%  acres  of  the  “Garner  estate”  and  James  Withers 
paid  taxes  on  24  acres  of  it.  In  1783  Vincent  deeded  90 
acres  of  land  to  his  son,  Jonas,  but  in  1790  Jonas  sold  this 
back  to  his  father,  when  he  moved  to  Culpeper  County, 
across  the  river.  At  the  same  time  Vincent  deeded  104 
acres  to  his  son,  Benjamin. 

Vincent3  Garner  died  in  1796.  His  will  (Fauq.  W.  B. 
3,  p.  19),  dated  August  28,  1795  and  probated  June  27,  1796, 
provided : 

To  my  son  Jonas  Garner  whatever  I  have  put  in  his  possession, 
also  10  shillings  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate.  To  my  son  James 
Garner  what  I  have  put  in  his  possession,  also  the  tract  of  land 
he  now  lives  on,  at  the  mouth  of  the  land  between  me  and  the 
said  James  to  the  Great  Branches  ...  to  James  Withers,  formerly 
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purchased  from  Jonas  Garner,  then  to  James  Pares,  surveyed  by 
John  Mauzey  including  50  acres,  also  10  shillings.  I  give  to  my 
daughter  Sarah  Settle,  wife  of  William  Settle  a  negro  named 
Fillis  at  the  death  of  my  wife.  To  my  wife  Jemima  during  her 
natural  life  .  .  .  remainder  of  property  .  .  .  then  to  be  divided 
among  my  five  children  Vincent,  William  W.,  Jesse,  Elizabeth 
Garner,  Jemima  Harris,  the  wife  of  William  Harris. 

His  grandson,  James  Withers,  was  also  mentioned.  Execu¬ 
tors  were  sons  Vincent  and  William  W.  Garner.  Witnesses 
were  Enoch  Keene  Withers,  James  Withers,  Aaaron  Fletcher 
and  John  Kines.  October  13,  1796,  in  Hamilton  Parish, 
Vincent  Garner,  the  executor  of  Vincent  Garner,  deceased, 
with  William  W.,  Jesse,  Elizabeth  Garner,  Jemima  Harris 
and  William  Harris,  sold  to  William  Harris  for  150  pounds 
the  land  of  Vincent  Garner,  deceased,  lying  on  the  branch 
of  Great  Run,  beginning  at  James  Withers’  on  the  Licking 
Run  adjoining  Benjamin  Garner  and  Jonas  Garner’s  land, 
187  acres.  The  deed  was  signed  by  Vincent  Garner,  William 
Garner,  Jesse  Garner,  Elizabeth  Garner,  Jemima  Harris, 
Thomas  S.  Garner.  Witnesses  were  James  Withers,  James 
Harris,  W.  W.  Hunter,  Vincent  Garner,  Burr  Harrison. 
(Fauq.  D.  B.  16,  p.  34) 

Vincent3  and  Jemima  Garner  had  issue:  (1)  Benja¬ 
min4  Garner;  (2)  Jonas4  Garner;  (3)  James4  Garner;  (4) 
Sarah4  Garner;  (5)  Vincent4  Garner;  (6)  William  Withers4 
Garner;  (7)  Jesse4  Garner;  (8)  Elizabeth4  Garner;  (9) 
Jemima4  Garner. 

Benjamin  Garner  ( -  1790) 

1.  Benjamin4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  born 
in  what  is  now  Fauquier  County  and  died  there  in  1790.  He 
lived  on  land  given  to  him  by  his  father,  Vincent,  who  in¬ 
herited  it  from  his  father,  Thomas  Garner,  by  will  in  1726, 
land  on  Tinpot  and  Licking  Runs.  Benjamin  left  a  will 
leaving  his  possessions  to  his  wife,  Diana,  and  children 
without  naming  them,  and  only  by  a  suit  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  Chancery  have  we  found  the  names  of  all  eleven 
children.  Benjamin  Garner  brought  suit  against  the  estate 
of  Thomas  Williams  and  obtained  an  attachment.  April 
26,  1783,  his  father,  Vincent,  deeded  to  him  104  acres  of 
land  in  Fauquier  “whereon  Benjamin  now  lives,”  adjoining 
Aaron  Fletcher  on  Hooe’s  line,  formerly  Parkson’s.  (Fauq. 
D.  B.  7,  p.  504)  He  paid  taxes  on  this  until  his  death  in 
1790.  This  land  adjoined  Hancock  Lee  on  Turkey  Run. 
Benjamin  Garner  was  appointed  constable  of  Fauquier 
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County  and  took  the  oath  before  the  Justices  June,  1787. 
(Fauq.  M.  B.  1786-88,  p.  238)  February  26,  1787,  William 
Jefferson  of  Fauquier  County  appointed  Benjamin  Garner 
of  Fauquier,  “my  trusty  friend,”  his  lawful  attorney  to 
recover  from  Jeremiah  Skinner  of  Charles  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  all  money  and  goods  due  him.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  9,  p.  307) 

Benjamin4  Garner  died  in  Fauquier  County  in  1790. 
His  will  (Fauq.  W.  B.  2,  p.  166),  dated  September  5,  1789 
and  probated  April  26,  1790,  provided:  “To  my  wife,  Diana 
Garner,  use  of  the  estate  her  life,  then  to  be  divided  among 
all  of  my  children.”  Executors  were:  “My  brother,  Vin¬ 
cent  Garner,  James  Garner  and  my  wife  Diana  Garner.” 
Witnesses  were  James  and  John  Withers  and  Jonas  Garner. 

In  File  158 — among  the  Superior  Court  of  Chancery 
records  in  Fredericksburg — is  a  memorandum  of  “Sundries 
lent  to  my  children.”  The  lender’s  name  is  not  given  but 
we  know  by  the  children  mentioned  they  are  the  children 
of  Diana  Garner.  Among  them  is  Honor,  who  later  called 
herself  Ann.  To  Celia  Garner,  $20 ;  to  Susanna  Garner,  $15 ; 
to  Smith  Garner,  $29 ;  to  Nancy  Garner,  $13 ;  to  Honor  Gar¬ 
ner,  $10;  to  Lucy  Garner,  $10;  to  Elizabeth  Garner,  $14. 

In  the  same  file  in  a  bundle  of  Chancery  papers  of 
Thomas  Kendall  vs.  Vincent  Garner,  it  is  stated  that  Diana 
having  died  intestate,  administration  of  her  estate  was 
granted  by  the  County  of  Shenandoah,  in  which  county  she 
resided  when  she  died,  to  her  son,  William  Garner.  He 
gave  bond  amounting  to  $10,000. 

Benjamin4  and  Diana  Garner  had  issue:  (1)  Celia5 
Garner;  (2)  Susan5  Garner;  (3)  Smith5  Garner;  (4)  John5 
Garner;  (5)  Ann5  (Honor)  Garner;  (6)  Jemima5  Garner; 
(7)  Nancy5  Garner;  (8)  Elizabeth5  Garner;  (9)  Lucy5 
Garner;  (10)  William5  Garner;  (11)  Vincent5  Garner. 

1.  Celia5  Garner  (Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  born 
in  Fauquier  County  about  1765,  married  the  Rev.  Martin 
Edwards  in  1783  and  moved  to  Greenville,  North  Carolina. 
Martin  Edwards  of  Rutherford  County,  North  Carolina 
sold  Celia’s  interest  in  the  estate  of  Benjamin  Garner,  de¬ 
ceased,  and  in  the  estate  of  Diana,  to  William  Chappelear, 
May  22,  1826.  (Fredericksburg  Office  File  158) 

3.  Smith5  Garner  (Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  mar¬ 
ried  Jane  Ball,  daughter  of  William  Ball,  Jr.,  on  January 
22,  1796.  Among  the  Fauquier  County  petitions  is  one, 
dated  1787,  about  the  bad  roads.  “On  account  of  the  winter 
roads  are  too  bad  to  carry  produce  .  .  .  the  fording  over 
Cedar  Run  being  bad  on  the  road  to  Dunifries  ...  to  straight- 
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en  the  road  and  build  a  bridge  over  Cedar  Run.”  Signed 
by  Smith  Garner  and  others.  Smith  Garner  died  in  1797 
in  Shenandoah  County  where  his  mother  lived  with  him. 
An  inventory  of  his  estate  was  returned  to  the  court  in 
Fauquier  County,  July  24,  1797.  (Fauq.  0.  B.  1797-98,  p. 
129)  Jane  Garner,  with  William  Ball,  her  security,  was 
granted  letters  of  administration  on  the  estate  of  Smith  Gar¬ 
ner  deceased.  Smith  Garner  left  an  only  son,  Smith6 
Garner. 

Smith6  Garner  (Smith5  Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1) 

married  Narcissus  - .  He  owned  land  in  Culpeper 

which  he  sold  to  Daniel  McRay  in  1831.  He  was  living 
in  Jefferson  County,  Indiana,  as  early  as  February,  1819, 
as  evidenced  in  the  Chancery  suit  in  Fredericksburg  cited 
below.  He  had  issue:  (1)  Cynthia7  Garner;  (2)  Jane7 
Garner;  (3)  James7  Garner;  (4)  Elias7  Garner;  (5)  Faunt- 
leroy7  Garner,  born  near  Vevay,  Indiana,  November  22, 
1827,  married  Barbara  Cooper;  (6)  William7  Garner; 
(7)  Jemima7  Garner. 

4.  John5  Garner  (Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  died 
in  King  William  County,  Virginia  in  1804,  unmarried. 
This  information  is  found  among  the  suits  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Chancery  held  in  Fredericksburg.  John  Garner 
died  intestate  and  his  brother,  Vincent  Garner  of  Fauquier, 
was  appointed  administrator,  with  James  Wheatley  and 
George  Holloway  his  securities,  to  the  amount  of  $3,000. 
The  appraisement  was  returned  to  the  court  of  King 
William  County,  April,  1805.  Vincent  did  not  make  a 
settlement.  Another  paper  in  this  package  shows  that  on 
the  19th  of  September,  1815,  James  Wheatley  petitioned 
the  Superior  Court  of  Chancery  “to  restrain  the  said  Vin¬ 
cent  Garner  from  removing  a  negro  slave,  Oney,  and  her 
four  children  out  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia.”  (File 
301,  Fredericksburg)  An  abstract  stated  that  Diana,  the 
administrator  of  Benjamin  Garner,  “has  departed  this 
life,”  to  whom  Benjamin  Garner,  her  deceased  husband, 
had  willed  a  “large  estate  during  her  life  time,”  in  which 
Vincent  Garner  in  his  own  right,  as  well  as  administrator 
of  John  Garner,  deceased,  had  an  interest.  In  this  file  is 
a  petition  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  by  James  Wheatley  on 
February  7,  1814,  about  the  property  of  John  Garner  de¬ 
ceased,  asking  the  court  to  remove  Vincent  Garner,  the 
administrator.  The  court  removed,  Vincent  and  finally 
placed  James  Wheatley  in  his  place  to  settle  the  estate.  The 
suit  had  not  been  settled  in  1825 — for  on  the  18th  of  August,

there  was  a  summons  for  Vincent  Garner  to  appear  in 
court  about  the  settlement  of  John  Garner’s  estate.  On  the 
outside  of  the  summons  was  written:  “Copy  left  at  the 
residence  of  Vincent  Garner  with  his  sister,  Mrs.  Chappe- 
lear,  of  lawful  age,  to  whom  the  purport  was  explained,  the 
said  Vincent  Garner  being  then  from  home.  Thomas  Chew. 
D.  M.”

Filed  March  29,  1822.  (File  158) 


To  the  Honorable  John  W.  Green — Judge  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  Chancery  for  the  City  of  Fredericksburg. 

Your  Complainants,  Thomas  Kendall  and  Vincent  Garner,  in  his 
own  right  and  as  Admr.  of  John  Garner  deed,  humbly  show  to 
your  Honor  that  about  32  years  ago  Benjamin  Garner  departed 
this  life,  leaving  some  real  &  personal  estate,  which  by  his  will 
he  devised  &  bequeathed  to  his  widow  for  her  life  or  widow¬ 
hood,  as  will  more  fully  appear  from  his  last  will  &  testament 
a  copy  of  which  is  filed  herewith  as  part  of  this  Bill,  that  his 
widow  Diana  alone  qualified  as  his  Executrix  &  possessed  herself  of 
real  &  personal  estate,  paid  all  the  testator’s  debts  as  your  com¬ 
plainants  believe  and  died  in  October  1818  intestate  &  without 
ever  having  been  married  after  the  death  of  said  Benjamin  Gar¬ 
ner,  her  son  William  Garner  qualified  as  her  administrator, 
possessed  himself  of  all  the  personal  estate  of  said  Diana  and  also 
all  the  personal  property  which  remained  in  her  hands  at  her 
death  under  her  husband’s  will  consisting  of  sundry  slaves  & 
other  articles  of  personal  property  unknown  to  your  complain¬ 
ants  ...” 

In  consideration  of  the  premises  &  for  as  much  as  your  com¬ 
plainants  are  without  remedy  at  law  but  are  peculiarly  so  in 
this  Honorable  Court  where  matters  of  this  sort  are  cognizable, 
to  the  end,  therefore  that  this  William  Garner,  George  Holloway 
&  Susan  his  wife,  Smith  Garner,  William  Chappelear  &  Anna 
his  wife,  William  Robinson  &  Nancy  his  wife,  James  Harris  & 
Betsy  his  wife,  Martin  Edwards  &  Celia  his  wife,  Joseph  Settle 
&  Ezekiel  Garner  may  be  made  defendants  to  this  Bill  &  answer 
the  premises  .... 

In  File  158  is  another  suit  in  Chancery  brought  by 
Thomas  Kendall  and  Vincent  Garner  in  his  own  right  and 
that  of  John  Garner,  deceased,  against  William  Garner,  the 
administrator  of  their  mother,  Diana,  whose  personal  prop¬ 
erty  William  had  sold  after  her  death  in  October,  1818. 
In  this  paper  are  the  names  of  the  slaves  and  the  children 
who  purchased  them  and  the  amount  paid;  that  Benjamin 
Garner  had  died  leaving  eleven  children,  to- wit:  Celia  Ed¬ 
wards,  the  wife  of  Martin  Edwards,  now  of  North  Caro- 
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lina;  Susan  Holloway,  the  wife  of  George  Holloway;  Smith 
Garner;  John  Garner;  Anna  Chappelear,  the  wife  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Chappelear;  Jermine  [Jemima]  Garner;  Nancy  Rob¬ 
inson,  the  wife  of  William  Robinson;  Elizabeth  Harris, 
the  wife  of  James  Harris;  Lucy  Kendall,  who  was  the  wife 
of  Thomas  Kendall,  “but  now  deceased”;  William  Garner; 
and  Vincent  Garner;  that  Smith  Garner  was  the  first  child 
who  died  intestate  when  about  24  or  25  years  of  age,  leav¬ 
ing  only  one  son,  Smith  Garner,  “now  of  Indiana.” 

John  Garner  next  died  about  16  or  17  years  ago  unmarried — 
that  Vincent  is  his  administrator.  There  is  no  administrator 
to  Smith  Garner’s  estate  at  this  time.  The  next  that  died  was 
Jermina  [Jemima]  who  never  married  and  died  intestate  about 
16  years  ago.  The  next  who  died  was  Diana  in  Oct.  1818  and 
finally  Lucy  Kendall  died  April  1821  and  your  complainant 
Thomas  Kendall  is  entitled  to  her  estate  ....  that  some  of  the 
slaves  are  hired  to  Ezekiel  Garner  of  Culpeper.  That  the  sur¬ 
viving  children  with  Joseph  Settle  &  Ezekiel  Garner  are  de¬ 
fendants  of  the  bill  .  .  .  That  Wm.  Garner  set  forth  an  inventory 
of  his  father’s  property  which  came  into  his  hands  after  his 
mother’s  death,  also  his  mother’s  goods  and  chattels  .  .  . 

Dated  1822. 

Joseph  Settle  was  the  son  of  Benjamin’s  sister, 
Sarah  Settle.  Ezekiel  Garner  was  the  son  of  Benjamin’s 
brother,  Jonas. 

Honor  (Ann)  Garner  (1771 - ) 

5.  Honor  or  Ann5  (as  she  was  later  called)  Garner 
(Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  born  in  1771  and  married 
on  November  28,  1796,  William5  Chappelear  (Elias4  Isaac3 
Isaac2  Louis1)  of  Rappahannock  County,  Virginia.  William 
was  born  June  20,  1770  in  St.  Mary’s  County,  Maryland  and 
lived  and  died  in  Rappahannock  near  Flint  Hill.  The  mar¬ 
riage  license  was  applied  for  and  dated  November  28,  1795. 
It  bore  the  name  “Honor,”  but  it  was  not  returned  to  the 
clerk  for  a  year  with  the  date,  November  28,  1796,  and 
“Ann”  instead  of  “Honor”  inserted.5  The  following  is 
taken  from  the  Fauquier  marriage  bonds: 

“This  is  to  certify  that  Diana  Garner  of  the  county 


5.  Note  by  Sudie  Rucker  Wood:  “That  Honor  did  not  like  her  name 
and  changed  it  to  Ann  is  well  known  by  her  grandchildren,  my 
mother  and  her  cousins,  and  the  marriage  license  shows  how  much 
she  disliked  it.  Her  mother,  Diana,  mentioned  her  as  Honor  when 
she  recorded  the  amount  she  had  advanced  to  each  of  her  children.

2.  Maria6  Chappelear  (Ann5  Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2 
Jno.1  Garner)  was  born  December  7,  1800,  married  John 
Palmer  and  moved  to  Missouri. 

3.  Benjamin  Garner6  Chappelear  (Ann5  Ben.4  Vin.3 
Thos.2  Jno.1  Garner),  born  March  3,  1803  and  died  May 
23,  1895,  married  August  17,  1827,  Matilda  Fletcher,  born 
1806,  died  1875,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Anne  Elizabeth 
(Whiteford)6  Fletcher  of  Fauquier.  They  had  issue:  (1) 


6.  The  Whiteford  family  came  from  Ireland  to  Maryland  before  1730 
for  their  first  land  patent  was  recorded  in  that  year.  Early  records 
show  the  family  living  mainly  in  Baltimore  and  Harford  counties, 
Md.,  and  York  Co.,  Pa.  The  name  Hugh  is  found  in  every  genera¬ 
tion  of  every  family.  Robert  Whiteford  who  lived  in  Harford  Co. 
on  Gunpowder  River  had  a  son,  Hugh,  but  the  connection  with  the 
previous  generation  has  not  been  found.  Gunpowder  River  empties  into 
the  Chesapeake  Bay,  dividing  the  counties  of  Baltimore  and  Harford. 

Robert  Whiteford,  b.  in  Maryland  ca.  1750,  d.  in  Virginia  in 
1804.  Sept.  15,  1779,  William  and  James  Bond  sold  160  acres  of 
land  to  Robert  Whiteford  called  “Bond’s  Gift,”  for  £948,  being  part 
of  a  200-acre  tract  that  John  Higginson  purchased  of  Edmund  and 
William  Talcott.  Samuel  Higginson,  son  of  John  Higginson,  had 
conveyed  it  to  Joshua  Bond,  the  said  land  being  part  of  a  larger 
tract  called  “Bond’s  Gift,”  lying  in  Harford  Co.,  Md.,  on  the  north 
side  of  the  north  branch  of  Gunpowder  River,  originally  granted 
to  Edmund  Talcott.  Witnesses  were  Wm.  Smithson  and  Thomas 
Johnson.  (I.  L.  D.  “C”,  Folio  80,  Harford  Co.)  In  1782  Robert 
Whiteford,  in  order  to  settle  a  boundary  dispute,  proved  to  a  group 
of  four  justices  that  he,  Thomas  Robert  Whiteford,  by  his  petition 
showed  that  he  owned  “Bond’s  Gift.”  (I.  L.  G.  “E,”  Folio  393,  Harford 
Co.)  In  the  census  of  Harford  Co.  for  1790  Robert  Whiteford  is  listed. 
The  same  year  John  Whiteford,  with  a  wife  and  child,  son  of  Robert 
W’hiteford,  paid  a  tax  in  that  county.  May  10,  1797,  Robert  Whiteford 
of  Harford  Co.,  Md.,  farmer,  sold  to  John  Bancroft  of  same,  for  400 
pounds  sterling,  part  of  a  larger  tract  called  “Bond’s  Gift,”  “land 
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Laura7  Chappelear,  died  unmarried;  (2)  Adeline7  Chap- 
pelear ;  (3)  Pendleton7  Chappelear;  (4)  Eliza7  Chappelear; 
(5)  Armistead7  Chappelear;  (6)  Annie7  Chappelear;  (7) 
George  Warren7  Chappelear;  (8)  Emily7  Chappelear;  (9) 
Roberta7  Chappelear. 

2.  Adeline7  Chappelear  (Ben.6  Chappelear,  Ann5

Hugh  Whiteford,  William  Fletcher,  Jenny  Whiteford,  Simon  Michel, 
Polly  Whiteford,  Samuel  Dillon.  Hugh  Whiteford  was  the  admin¬ 
istrator.

Robert  Whiteford  is  thought  to  have  married  Ann  Elizabeth 
Cummings  in  Maryland.  The  following  are  given  in  a  notebook  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Robinson  family  as  the  children  of  Robert  Whiteford:

Hugh  Whiteford 
is  not  in  this  list,  although  he  is  known  to  have  been  a  son  also. 

In  Fauquier  Co.  in  1825  a  suit  was  brought  against  Mary 
Whiteford  (thought  to  have  been  Robert’s  daughter — Polly  was  us¬ 
ually  a  nickname  for  Mary)  by  a  slave,  Benjamin  Smith,  to  recover  his 
freedom.  Benjamin  claimed  that  about  thirty  years  earlier  Fannie, 
his  mother,  was  imported  into  Fauquier  from  Harford  Co.  by  Robert 
Whiteford,  her  then  master  and  owner,  without  any  requirements  of 
the  Statutes  of  1786;  therefore  he  claimed  that  Fannie  was  entitled 
to  be  free.  A  bond  was  given  Jan.  31,  1826.  (Fauq.  D.  &  W.  B. 
1809-29,  p.  403)  Later  a  bond  was  given  by  Mary  Whiteford,  Robert 
Fletcher  and  Simon  Michel.  It  stated  that  Robert  Whiteford  of 
Maryland,  intending  to  move  from  Maryland  to  Virginia  with  his 
family  and  slaves  in  March,  1794,  had  sent  his  son,  Hugh  Whiteford, 
to  Fauquier  with  several  slaves,  the  property  of  Robert  Whiteford, 
among  them  being  Fannie,  the  mother  of  Benjamin;  that  Hugh  re¬ 
mained  and  bought  the  land  for  Robert,  settled  the  slaves  thereon 
and  managed  the  farm  for  his  father,  Robert,  who  removed  to  Vir¬ 
ginia  in  1797;  and  that  Hugh  kept  the  slaves  until  the  death  of  Robert 
in  1804.  Hugh  proved  to  the  court  that  on  the  first  of  May,  1797,  he 
had  gone  before  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  taken  the  oath  prescribed 
by  law  to  “prevent  the  further  importation  of  slaves  into  this  com¬ 
monwealth.”  Hugh  leased  land  from  John  Carter’s  heirs  adjoining 
his  father,  Robert,  in  1794.  He  paid  a  personal  tax  in  Fauquier  until

9.  Ann  W.6  Robinson,  born  Jnue  29,  1825. 

8.  Elizabeth5  Garner  (Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1) 
married,  December  17,  1804,  James  Harris,  son  of  William 
Harris  and  wife,  Jemima4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1), 
whose  first  husband  was  James  Withers  who  died  in  1784. 
They  moved  to  Livingston  County,  Kentucky  and  were  in 
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Shelby  County  in  1825.  May  19,  1825,  Vincent  Garner, 
son  of  Benjamin,  deceased,  sold  for  himself  and  sister, 
Betsy,  the  wife  of  James  Harris,  two  equal  undivided  parts 
of  a  tract  of  land  in  Hamilton  Parish,  inherited  from  Ben¬ 
jamin  Garner  who  owned  it  at  the  time  of  his  death.  This 
two-ninths  part  was  sold  to  William  H.  Evans.  Witnesses 
were  Jeremiah  Strother,  J.  P.,  and  Benjamin  Hall.  (Fauq. 
D.  B.  28,  pp.  191,  294)  James  Harris  gave  power  of  at¬ 
torney  (drawn  up  in  Russellville,  Kentucky)  to  William 
Harris,  his  father.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  15,  p.  565)  James  Harris 
was  then  a  soldier  in  the  First  Regiment  of  Kentucky,  in 
the  Army  of  the  United  States,  located  in  the  town  of 
Eddyville,  and  in  the  county  of  Livingston,  Kentucky. 

9.  Lucy5  Garner  (Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  mar¬ 
ried  Thomas  Kendall,  August  6,  1798.  She  died  in  1821. 

10.  William5  Garner  (Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was 
the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  his  mother,  Diana.  In 
1801  his  mother  paid  his  personal  tax  and  in  1803  he  paid 
his  own. 

11.  Vincent5  Garner  (Ben.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  be¬ 
gan  paying  on  two  lots  in  Warrenton  in  1813,  continued  for 
four  years  and  then  moved  to  Kentucky.  A  Vincent  Garner 
was  granted  land  in  Pulaski  County,  Kentucky  in  1805, 
1825,  and  1830. 7  Among  the  petitions  in  Fauquier  in  the 
year  1797  is  one  for  the  sale  of  The  Glebe  property.  Among 
those  signing  were  Vincent  Garner,  James  Garner,  Jesse 
Garner,  James  Withers,  alias  Garner,  Willis  Garner  and 
Joseph  Garner.  In  1795  another  petition  to  divide  the  dis¬ 
trict  was  presented  with  the  above  signing  it. 

2.  Jonas4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  moved  to  Cul¬ 
peper  County,  Virginia,  where  he  died  in  1830.  His  father, 
Vincent  Garner,  deeded  him  90  acres  of  land  in  Fauquier 
in  1783  “whereon  Jonas  now  lives  .  .  .  adjoining  Benjamin 
Garner  in  an  ancient  line  called  Hooe’s,  adjoining  Morgan.” 
Witnesses  were  James  Garner,  Vincent  Garner,  Jr.,  James 
Withers  and  Joseph  Duncan.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  7,  p.  501)  A 
few  years  later  Jonas  moved  to  Culpeper  and  bought  269 
acres  of  land  on  Chester  Road  and  sold  back  to  his  father 
the  90  acres  in  Fauquier.  February  28,  1791,  Jonas  Garner 
and  wife,  Elizabeth,  sold  to  James  Withers  73  acres  that 
Jonas  formerly  lived  on,  in  Hamilton  Parish  on  Great  Run 
in  an  ancient  line  called  Hooe’s,  adjoining  Benjamin  Gar¬ 
ner,  deceased.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  10,  p.  324) 

The  Culpeper  Personal  Tax  Books  show  that  Jonas

Garner  paid  a  personal  tax  on  William  Garner  in  1789.  In 
1799  Jonas  was  paying  on  Ezekiel  Garner  and  in  1803  he 
was  paying  on  “two  sons,”  William  and  Ezekiel.  They  did 
not  pay  their  own  tax  until  1811.  William  paid  his  tax 
until  1815,  Ezekiel  until  1821,  in  Culpeper  County.  In  1818 
Jonas  Garner  sold  land  to  Burgess  Birkly;  (Cul.  D.  B.  II, 
p.  405)  in  1823,  to  Edward  Garner,  (Cul.  D.  B.  PP,  p.  488) 
and  in  1829,  to  Daniel  Ward.  (Cul.  D.  B.  VV,  p.  195)  The 
will  book  for  1830  in  Culpeper  is  missing  but  in  Deed  Book 
M,  page  27,  there  is  an  account  of  the  sale  of  the  estate  of 
Jonas  Garner  in  1833,  which  mentions  a  John  Garner. 
Jonas4  Garner  therefore  appears  to  have  had  issue:  (1) 
William5  Garner,  (2)  Ezekiel5  Garner,  (3)  John5  Garner. 

3.  James4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  died  in 
Fauquier  County  in  1806.  He  married  Barbara  Withers, 
daughter  of  James  Withers.  James  Garner  and  wife, 
Barbara,  sold  24  acres  of  land  to  James  Withers,  C.,  land 
that  had  been  given  to  him  by  his  father,  Vincent  Garner,  * 
lying  on  Licking  Run  in  line  with  John  Reno;  also  39 Vi 
acres  to  James  Withers,  C.,  surveyed  by  John  Mauzey, 
December  5,  1800.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  16,  pp.  52,  289)  This  piece 
of  land  was  devised  to  James  by  his  father,  Vincent.  His 
father  left  to  him  the  90  acres  that  had  first  been  given  to 
Jonas  and  then  bought  back  by  Vincent. 

The  will  (Fauq.  W.  B.  4,  p.  248)  of  James4  Garner, 
dated  December  9,  1803,  and  probated  July  28,  1806,  left 
“To  my  wife,  Barbara,  and  at  her  death  to  my  son,  John 
Garner,  my  whole  estate.”  Witnesses  were  T.  Shumate, 
James  Withers,  C.,*and  William  Green.  Therefore  the  only 
issue  of  James4  Garner  seems  to  have  been  John5  Garner. 
His  wife  married  again  for  we  find  a  marriage  contract  of 
August  1808  between  Samuel  Steele  and  Barbara  Garner, 
“widow  of  James  Garner,  late  of  Fauquier  Co.,  now  de¬ 
ceased.”  (Fauq.  D.  B.  17,  p.  311)  James  Garner  was  a 
Revolutionary  soldier.8 

The  will  (Fauq.  W.  B.  17,  p.  512)  of  John5  Garner 
(Jas.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  of  Fauquier  County,  dated  May 
5,  1842  and  probated  June  27,  1842,  mentioned  eight  daugh¬ 
ters  as  follows:  (1)  Ann6  Garner;  (2)  Susan6  Garner;  (3) 
Louise6  Garner;  (4)  Ellen6  Garner;  (5)  Isabella6  Garner; 
(6)  Margaret6  Garner;  (7)  Dorothea6  Garner;  (8)  Sarah6 
Garner.  Executors  were  Charles  Hunton  and  William  H. 
Gaines.  A  deed  of  1842  mentions  Louise  as  daughter  of 
John  and  granddaughter  of  James  and  Barbara. 


8.  H.  J.  Eckenrode,  Revolutionary  Soldiers  of  Virginia,  1912. 
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4.  Sarah4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  died  before 
1792.  She  married  William  Settle,  June  13,  1786.  William 
Settle  bought  about  303  acres  of  land  from  a  Dulin  in  Fau¬ 
quier  County  in  1785.  The  following  article  of  agreement 
dated  September  4,  1792,  between  William  Settle  and  Vin¬ 
cent  Garner,  Sr.  is  found  in  Fauquier  County:  Vincent 
Garner  promised  to  give  to  William  Settle  a  negro  boy 
in  consideration  of  a  marriage  between  William  Settle  and 
Sally  Garner,  Vincent’s  daughter.  After  the  solemnization 
of  the  marriage  and  the  death  of  the  said  Sally,  Vincent 
refused  to  give  the  negro  to  William.  There  being  children 
of  the  Settle  marriage,  it  was  decided  that  at  the  death  of 
Vincent  and  his  present  wife,  Mima  Garner,  the  negro  boy 
would  be  delivered  to  William  Settle  for  the  use  of  the 
children  of  Sally.  (Fauquier  D.  B.  11,  p.  366) 

5.  Vincent4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1),  married 
April  20,  1799,  Susan  Withers,  daughter  of  William  Withers 
of  Fauquier.  Susan  died  before  1822,  in  which  year  the 
will  of  her  brother,  Lewis,  mentioned  her  heirs.  The  Cul¬ 
peper  tax  books  show  Vincent  Garner  lived  there  from 
1812  to  1821.  Among  some  loose  papers  in  the  Court  House 
in  Warrenton  is  one  signed  by  Thomas  Diggs  and  addressed 
to  Lieutenant  John  Kemper  of  Capt.  Morris’  Company  of 
the  85th  Regiment,  saying,  “Vincent  Garner  and  Benjamin 
Arnold  are  exempt  from  military  duties,  being  over  age.” 
The  date  is  October  29,  1796.  This  may  have  referred  to 
his  father,  Vincent,  who  had  died  in  June  of  that  year. 

The  will  (Fauq.  W.  B.  3,  p.  492)  of  William  Withers, 
son  of  James,  of  Fauquier  County,  dated  November  21, 
1803,  and  probated  January  23,  1804,  mentioned  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  “To  my  son,  James  Withers,  one-half  of  the  land 
in  Culpeper,”  on  which  he  was  then  living.  To  son,  Spencer 
Withers,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  stock  in  possession  of 
Vincent  Garner  and  wife,  Susan,  “my  daughter.”  Also 
daughters:  Molly,  wife  of  William  Withers;  Elizabeth,  wife 
of  John  Withers;  Alice,  wife  of  John  Ball,  Jr.;  Agatha,  wife 
of  Martin  Porter;  sons:  Jesse  Withers,  Lewis  Withers, 
Elijah  Withers;  granddaughter :  Betty,  daughter  of  William 
Withers.  Witnesses  were  Enoch  K.  Withers,  Mathew  K. 
Withers,  Jannett  and  James  Withers. 

The  estate  (Fauq.  W.  B.  8,  p.  209)  of  Lewis  Withers, 
son  of  William,  was  divided  August  27,  1822  among  his 
sisters  and  brothers,  namely:  Elizabeth  Pate  (m.  1st  John 
Withers)  ;  Jesse  Withers  (m.  Catherine  Porter,  daughter 
of  Samuel);  Elijah  Withers;  Ailsie  (Alice)  Ball;  heirs  of 
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Mary  Withers,  deceased;  heirs  of  Susan  Garner,  deceased; 
Spencer  W.  Withers,  James  Withers,  Agga  Porter. 

6.  William  Withers4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1) 
moved  to  Culpeper  County.  His  mother,  Jemima,  paid  his 
personal  tax  in  Fauquier  in  1803.  The  following  record 
shows  him  to  have  been  in  Culpeper  in  1822 :  “William  Gar¬ 
ner  of  Culpeper  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $1,200 
to  William  Chappelear,  ...  by  note  bearing  date  Feb.  1, 
1822,  as  well  as  for  the  consideration  of  one  dollar  paid 
by  Zachary  Chappelear,  have  sold  unto  the  said  Zachary 
Chappelear,  negroes,  Pomfrey,  Mary,  Polly,  Jacob,  and 
Johnson,  one  horse,  saddle  and  bridle,  my  cabinet  of  tools, 
and  all  of  my  interest  in  my  deceased  father’s  and  mother’s 
estate,  real  and  personal.”  This  is  dated  September  14, 
1822.  (Cul.  B.  00,  p.  143) 

7.  Jesse4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1).  From  1788 
to  1793  his  father,  Vincent,  paid  his  personal  taxes.  In 
1796  Jesse  paid  his  personal  tax,  also  tax  on  his  “son,  Willis.” 
In  1799  Willis  Garner  paid  his  own  taxes.  Jesse  Garner 
moved  to  Culpeper  County,  where  in  1813  he  was  paying 
taxes  on  286  acres  of  land  on  Hazel  Run.  In  1815  he  was 
paying  taxes  on  119  acres  bought  from  William  Jones  and 
others,  near  “Grant’s  Castle.”  The  only  known  issue  of 
Jesse  Garner  was  Willis5  Garner.  His  name  appeared  on  the 
petition  to  sell  The  Glebe  in  Fauquier  County  in  1797. 

Elizabeth  Garner 

8.  Elizabeth4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  married 
first  Benjamin4  Garner  (Brad.3  Hen.2  Jno.1)  of  Westmore¬ 
land  County,  who  died  before  1782.  By  1782  she  was  the 
wife  of  Thomas  Smith  Garner.  On  May  3,  1768,  Vincent 
Garner  gave  his  written  consent  to  the  marriage  of  his 
daughter,  Elizabeth:  “Sir:  I  desire  that  you  should  issue  a 
licence  to  Benjamin  Garner  and  my  daughter  Betty  Garner. 
You  will  oblige  Yours, 

Vinson  Garner. 

Sealed  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  H.  Brooke.”  (Fauq. 
Mar.  Rec.)  Benjamin  and  Betty  Garner  lived  on  Ragged 
Point  Neck,  Westmoreland  County,  upon  land  given  to  him 
by  his  father,  Bradley  Garner. 

June  27,  1771,  in  Westmoreland  County,  Thomas 
Smith  Garner  was  witness  to  a  deed  between  Dorcas  Court¬ 
ney  and  Spence  Smith  of  Northumberland  County.  An¬ 
other  witness  was  Mary  Smith.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  15,  p.  156) 
November  16,  1782,  Thomas  Smith  Garner  and  Elizabeth, 
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his  wife,  sold  land  to  George  Garner  of  Westmoreland 
County  “that  Thomas  Smith  Garner  of  Fauquier  Co.  and 
wife  Betty  for  28  pounds  of  specie  paid  by  George  Garner 
do  sell  during  the  natural  life  of  said  Betty  her  dower  in 
100  acres  of  land  in  Cople  Parish  in  Westmoreland  Co.  in 
Ragged  Point  Neck,  it  being  her  dower  in  land  of  Willis 
Garner,  son  of  Benjamin  Garner.”  Witnesses  were  Vincent 
Marmaduke,  Vincent  Garner,  Elizabeth  Garner.  (West.  D.  & 
W.  B.  16, p.375)  In  March,  1784, Thomas  Garner  brought  suit 
in  Fauquier  County  against  Jonas  Garner.  October  7,  1800, 
he  bought  land  of  William  Skinker  in  Haymarket,  Prince 
William  County.  (Pr.  Wm.  D.  B.  1,  p.  328)  February  3, 
1805,  Betty  and  her  sister,  Jemima,  signed  the  deed  to  a 
sale  of  land  to  William  Harris.  “  .  .  .  Elizabeth  Garner  the 
wife  of  Thomas  Garner,  and  Jemima  Harris  the  wife  of 
William  Harris  agree  .  .  .  etc.”  Thomas  signed  his  name 
“Thomas  S.  Garner.”  In  1809  the  Personal  Tax  Books 
show  that  Thomas  S.  Garner  was  living  at  Richard  Stuart’s 
Quarters.  January  18,  1810  he  sold  land  to  Daniel  Garner 
and  Talliferro  Garner,  all  of  Fauquier.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  17,  p. 
559)  In  1810  Thomas  S.  Garner  paid  a  personal  tax  on 
Newton  Garner.  From  the  above  records  it  appears  that 
Elizabeth4  Garner  had  issue:  (1)  Willis5  Garner,  son  of 
Benjamin  Garner;  (2)  Newton5  Garner,  son  of  Thomas 
Smith  Garner. 


Jemima  Garner 

9.  Jemima4  Garner  (Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  married 
first,  James  Withers  and  second,  William  Harris,  a  widower. 
Some  Withers  descendants  say  that  Jemima  Garner  was 
the  second  wife  of  James  Withers,  having  married  him 

about  1780,  that  his  first  wife  was  Catherine - who 

died  in  1778  and  that  she  was  the  mother  of  a  number  of 
his  children,  including  John.  If  this  is  correct,  then  the  first 
wife  of  James  must  have  been  a  sister  of  Jemima,  since 
Jemima’s  father,  Vincent,  in  his  will  spoke  of  James  Withers 
as  his  grandson,  while  James  Withers,  Sr.  in  his  will  called 
him  his  eldest  son.  The  fact  that  James  Withers  was  the 
only  grandchild  mentioned  in  Vincent  Garner’s  will  and 
that  he  sometimes  went  by  the  name  of  Garner  (see  page 
84  above)  might  indicate  that  he  lived  with  his  grand¬ 
father. 

James  Withers,  husband  of  Jemima4  Garner,  died  in 
Fauquier  County.  His  will,  (Fauq.  W.  B.  2,  p.  12)  dated 
January  9,  1784,  and  probated  January  26,  1784,  mentioned 
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the  following  heirs:  (1)  George  Washington  Withers, 
youngest  son;  (2)  James  Withers,  eldest  son;  (3)  John 
Withers,  son;  (4)  Nancy  Duncan,  daughter;  (5)  Bridget, 
daughter,  wife  of  Isaac  McKay,  and  her  daughter,  Betsey; 
(6)  Hannah  Pickett,  daughter;  (7)  Betty  Jennings,  daugh¬ 
ter;  (8)  William  Withers,  son;  and  Jemima  Withers,  wife. 
If  Jemima  was  the  second  wife  of  James  Withers,  from 
the  facts  on  hand  at  the  present  time,  only  George  Washing¬ 
ton5  Withers,  of  all  these  children,  can  definitely  be  placed 
as  belonging  to  her.  James  Withers’  land  was  on  Great 
Run  in  Hamilton  Parish  in  Fauquier  County.  After  his 
death  120  acres  of  his  land  was  laid  out  as  the  dower  of 
Jemima  Withers,  his  widow.  (Fauq.  W.  B.  2,  p.  149)  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Jemima  Harris  sold  this  land  to  her  son,  George 
Washington  Withers,  February  24,  1806.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  16, 
p.  335) 

William  Harris,  second  husband  of  Jemima4  (Gar¬ 
ner)  Withers-Harris,  died  in  1834  in  Culpeper  County. 
His  will  (Cul.  W.  B.  N,  p.  230),  dated  October  24,  1834 
and  probated  December  16,  1834,  named  the  following 
children:  (1)  Nancy  Harris;  (2)  Burrell  Harris;  (3)  Cuth- 
bert  Harris;  (4)  Sally  Harris;  (5)  Sanford  Harris;  (6) 
Truman  Harris.  The  executor  was  Pickett  Withers.  The 
part  coming  to  his  son,  Cuthbert,  and  to  his  daughters, 
Sally  and  Nancy,  was  to  be  held  in  trust  by  Pickett  Withers 
for  their  children.  Witnesses  were  Jones  Green  and  Lewis 
Wood. 

1.  Nancy5  Harris  (Jem.4  Vin.3  Thos.2  Jno.1  Gar¬ 
ner),  born  in  1787,  died  in  1801,  married  first  John  Spilman, 
July  14,  1817.  Married  second  Dr.  John  C.  Handy  in  1833 
— no  issue  by  second  marriage. 

Issue  by  first  marriage:

Parish  Garner 

4.  Parish3  Garner  (Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  born  in  Staf¬ 
ford  County,  Virginia  in  that  part  which  later  became 
Fauquier.  He  married  Margaret  Sturdy,  born  about  1725, 
daughter  of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  Sturdy,  on  January  2, 
1742.  This  marriage  and  the  births  of  their  sons,  James 
and  Thomas,  are  found  on  the  Overwharton  Parish  Regis¬ 
ter.  The  will  (Pr.  Wm.  B.  1748-63,  p.  85)  of  Robert  Sturdy, 
dated  November  3,  1748  and  probated  March  13,  1749,  men¬ 
tioned  his  daughter,  Margaret  Garner,  who  was  to  have 
one  shilling  since  she  had  already  been  provided  for ;  daugh¬ 
ter,  Joanna  Sturdy;  son,  William  Sturdy;  and  wife,  Eliza¬ 
beth.  Witnesses  were  William  Mathews  and  Sarah  Mathews. 

March  20,  1757,  “on  the  motion  of  Parish  and  Charles 
Garner  it  is  ordered  that  Joseph  Blackwell,  Joseph  Hudnall 
&  Thomas  McClanahan  or  any  two  of  them  in  company  with 
the  Surveyor  of  the  County,  lay  off  and  Divide  the  Lands 
of  the  said  Parish  and  Charles  Garner  according  to  their 
Fathers  will  and  return  a  division  thereof  to  the  Court.” 
In  1759  Parish  Garner  was  one  of  twelve  jurors  in  the 
Fauquier  Court.  In  May  of  1764  he  and  his  wife,  Margaret 
Garner,  sold  400  acres  of  land  in  Fauquier  to  Thomas  Helm, 
adjoining  Thomas  Withers  and  Vincent  Garner.  This  was 
doubtless  the  400  acres  which  he  inherited  from  his  father. 
Also  on  May  23,  1764,  Parish  and  Margaret  Garner  sold 
to  Thomas  Helm  39  acres  of  land  in  Fauquier,  adjoining 
Thomas  Withers  and  Vincent  Garner,  both  parties  of  Ham¬ 
ilton  Parish,  for  16  pounds  sterling.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  2,  p.  147) 
On  October  13,  1779  Thomas  Helm  sold  a  tract  of  400  acres 
in  lower  Fauquier  County  to  Gaven  Lawson,  land  formerly 
belonging  to  Parish  Garner,  who  got  it  from  his  father, 
Thomas  Garner  of  Stafford,  to  whom  the  tract  was  granted 
by  Lady  Catherine  Fairfax,  sole  proprietor  of  the  Northern 
Neck,  December  15,  1715. 

About  1764  Parish  Garner  moved  to  Orange  County, 
North  Carolina.  His  residence  there  was  about  18  miles 
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from  Hillsboro,  the  county  seat.  He  was  one  of  the  Regu¬ 
lators — protestors  against  the  British  orders  of  adminis¬ 
tration  and  exploitation  of  the  inhabitants  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina  during  the  pre-Revolutionary  era.  It  was  this  group 
which  offered  the  first  armed  resistance  to  the  British  in  the 
battle  of  the  Alamance  in  1770.  On  March  13,  1770,  Parish 
Garner  of  Orange  County  was  granted  200  acres  of  land 
on  both  sides  of  Reedy  Fork  of  Haw  River.  (N.  C.  L.  Gr. 
Box  442,  14)  On  February  11,  1771,  Parish  Garner  bought 
from  Adam  Davis  a  parcel  of  land  on  both  sides  of  Deep 
Creek.  (Orange  D.  B.  3,  p.  624)  On  December  30,  1771,  he 
sold  this  land,  100  acres,  to  Robert  Dickens.  On  October 
10,  1778,  he  entered  a  claim  for  200  acres  of  land  on  both 
sides  of  Reedy  Fork  of  Haw  River.  This  grant  was  issued 
March  13,  1780.  Parish  Garner  is  listed  in  the  1790  Census 
for  Orange  County  but  does  not  appear  in  that  of  1800  and 
is  presumed  to  have  died  before  that  year.  Parish  and  Mar¬ 
garet  (Sturdy)  Garner  had  issue:  (1)  James4  Garner;  (2) 
Thomas4  Garner;  (3)  Lewis4  Garner;  (4)  Enoch4  Garner; 
(5)  Sturdy4  Garner. 

James  Garner  (1742-1794) 

1.  James4  Garner  (Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  born  in 
Overwharton  Parish,  Prince  William  County,  Virginia, 
November  25,  1742.  He  married  Elizabeth  Straumit  (1750- 
1814)  about  1764-66  in  Maryland.  They  lived  in  Charles 
County,  Maryland  until  after  the  Revolution,  then  moved 
to  Pendleton  (Anderson)  County,  South  Carolina,  where 
James  died  in  1794.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  adminis¬ 
trator  of  his  estate.  James  and  Elizabeth  (Straumit)  Garner 
had  issue:  (1)  Bradley5  Garner,  born  1768;  (2)  Lucy5  Gar¬ 
ner,  born  1771;  (3)  James5  Garner,  born  1773;  (4)  Thomas5 
Garner,  born  1775;  (5)  Mary5  Garner,  born  1778;  (6) 
Elizabeth5  Garner,  born  1782;  (7)  Nancy5  Garner,  born 
1786;  (8)  John5  Garner,  born  1788;  (9)  William5  Garner, 
born  1791. 

1.  Bradley5  Garner  (Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was 
born  in  1768  in  Maryland.  He  became  angered  when  his 
Uncle  Straumit  decided  to  send  his  brother,  James,  to  school 
in  England,  left  home  and  went  first  to  Louisiana  Territory, 
then  to  Texas.  He  married  and  lived  in  Tuckapaw,  Texas. 
His  only  known  issue  was:  (1)  Thomas  Jefferson6  Garner. 

1.  Thomas  Jefferson6  Garner  (Brad.5  Jas.4  Par.3 
Thos.2  Jno.1)  in  1847  located  his  headright,  granted  him 
as  a  soldier  in  the  Texas  Revolution,  where  he  was  wounded 
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in  the  elbow  during  the  battle  of  San  Jacinto.  The  same 
tract  was  granted  to  Renic  Ritchie,  son  of  Dr.  Adam  Ritchie 
and  step-son  of  Rebecca6  Garner,  daughter  of  James5  Gar¬ 
ner,  in  1848  through  the  carlessness  of  one  Meek  Smith. 
Since  the  claim  of  Thomas  J.  Garner  had  priority,  he  kept 
the  land,  where  the  town  of  Leon  now  stands. 

2.  Lucy5  Garner  (Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was 
born  in  1771  and  married  William  Hillhouse  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina.  They  moved  to  Arkansas  and  reared  a  large  family. 
Only  known  issue:  (1)  Mason6  Hillhouse;  (2)  John6  Hill- 
house;  (3)  Margaret6  Hillhouse. 

1.  Mason6  Hillhouse  (Lucy5  Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1 
Garner)  married  Dr.  Vaughn,  a  Frenchman,  and  lived  in 
Natchitoches,  Louisiana.  It  was  in  her  home  that  her 
first  cousin,  Elizabeth6  Garner,  daughter  of  James5  and  Jane 
(Nelson)  Garner,  lived,  met  and  married  Charles  Brome 
Humphry  in  1828. 

3.  Margaret6  Hillhouse  (Lucy5  Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2 
Jno.1  Garner)  married  a  German,  John  Bauman,  who  lived 
in  what  was  then  Miller  County,  Arkansas,  later  Choctaw 
Nation,  in  old  Indian  Territory.  They  later  moved  to 
Shelby  County,  Texas,  where  he  was  killed  while  penning 
wild  horses.  His  wife  died  in  1830.  Their  two  daughters 
were  taken  to  Red  River  County,  near  Choctaw  Bayou  by 
Bushnell6  Garner,  their  mother’s  first  cousin,  and  left  in 
the  home  of  Thomas  Jearney,  where  Bushnell  lived.  John 
and  Margaret  (Hillhouse)  Bauman  had  issue:  (1)  Margaret7 
Bauman;  (2)  another  daughter. 

James  Garner  (1773-74 - ) 

3.  James5  Garner  (Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was 
born  in  Maryland  in  1773  or  1774.  He  was  sent  to  school 
in  Baltimore  by  a  wealthy  childless  maternal  uncle.  He 
moved  to  South  Carolina  with  his  parents  and  married 
there  Jane  Nelson  (born  in  South  Carolina,  1777,  died  in 
Lawrence  County,  Arkansas,  1818),  daughter  of  Dr.  Robert 
Nelson  (born  in  Virginia  before  1745,  died  in  Greenville, 
South  Carolina,  1808)  and  Rebecca  Barrett,  who  died  in 
1824.  Dr.  Nelson  was  a  doctor  in  the  Revolution  who  had 
all  his  properties  confiscated  by  the  British  because  he 
went  with  the  colonists  and  refused  to  wait  on  British 
wounded.  James  Garner  was  six  feet,  four  inches  tall, 
had  dark  hair  and  gray  eyes.  Jane  Nelson  was  small  with 
red  hair  and  black  eyes.  They  had  issue:  (1)  Rebecca6 
Garner;  (2)  Mary6  Garner;  (3)  Nancy6  Garner;  (4)  Jane6 
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Garner;  (5)  David  Bushnell6  Garner;  (6)  Thomas  Jefferson6 
Garner;  (7)  James  Madison6  Garner;  (8)  Elizabeth  Strau- 
mit6  Garner;  (9)  Theresa  Caroline6  Garner;  (10)  Isaac 
Chauncey6  Garner. 

1.  Rebecca6  Garner  (Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1), 
born  1797,  in  1818  married  Dr.  Adam  Ritchie,  the  first  post¬ 
master  in  what  is  now  the  State  of  Arkansas,  having  re¬ 
ceived  his  appointment  June  28,  1817  for  the  post  office  at 
Davidsonville,  Lawrence  County.  Dr.  Ritchie  was  killed 
by  a  man  named  Tattman  when  he  was  returning  to  Arkansas 
from  Walnut  (later  Vicksburg),  Mississippi,  where  he  had 
decided  to  make  his  home.  He  was  returning  to  Arkansas 
for  the  purpose  of  halting  Bushnell  Garner,  his  brother- 
in-law,  whom  he  had  sent  on  with  his  cattle  and  other  stock 
to  Texas,  where  he  had  first  planned  to  settle  with  Austin’s 
Company.  Tattman  was  captured  and  articles  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  were  identified  by  Rebecca  Ritchie’s  sister,  Elizabeth 
Garner,  aged  about  12,  as  belonging  to  Dr.  Ritchie.  En 
route  to  jail,  Tattman  was  allowed  to  get  away.  Rebecca’s 
father,  James  Garner,  started  in  pursuit  and  was  never 
heard  from  again.  It  is  supposed  Tattman  waylaid  him  and 
murdered  him  also.  Adam  and  Rebecca  (Garner)  Ritchie 
had  issue:  (1)  William  Mason  Romaine7  Ritchie,  born  March 
19,  1819;  (2)  Margaret  Jane7  Ritchie,  born  April  27,  1820, 

married  -  Riley;  (3)  Columbus7  Ritchie,  lived  only 

eight  days. 

About  1821  Rebecca  (Garner)  Ritchie,  widow  of 
Adam,  married  Andrew  Chaffin.  He  left  for  Texas  some 
months  later  and  was  never  heard  of  again.  They  had 
issue:  (4)  Ann7  Chaffin,  born  in  1822. 

In  1824  Rebecca  (Garner)  Ritchie-Chaffin  married 
as  her  third  husband,  Nathaniel  Bateman,  who  died  on  a 
march  to  meet  the  Mexicans.  They  had  issue:  (5)  Nathaniel 
Murry7  Bateman,  born  February  8,  1827 ;  (6)  James  Garner7 
Bateman,  born  December  24,  1830;  (7)  John7  Bateman, 
born  February,  1833. 

2.  Mary6  (Polly)  Garner  (Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2 
Jno.1)  married  Abner  Askew,  stepson  of  Col.  Phillip  Tram¬ 
mel,  in  what  is  now  Randolph  County,  Illinois.  It  was 
then  the  Ohio  Saline.  Abner  Askew  died  in  1824  of  pneu¬ 
monia.  They  had  issue:  (1)  Field7  Askew,  born  in  1817, 
died  1835;  (2)  John7  Askew,  born  March  24,  1819;  (3) 
Nelson7  Askew,  born  1821;  (4)  Elizabeth7  Askew,  born 
1822;  (5)  Jane7  Askew,  born  1824,  died  in  infancy. 

In  1826  Mary  (Garner)  Askew  married  Asram  Tid¬ 
well.  They  moved  to  Jonesboro  on  Red  River,  Texas, 
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in  1828.  Tidwell  owned  a  league  of  land  which  was  the 
well  known  “Tidwell  Thicket,”  being  the  richest  black  land 
in  Hunt  County,  Texas.  Asram  Tidwell  died  in  1836. 
They  had  issue:  (6)  Roland7  Tidwell,  died  when  1  year 
old;  (7)  Eliza7  Tidwell,  married -  Kiser;  (8)  Cyn¬ 

thia7  Tidwell,  died  when  2  years  old. 

In  1837  Mary  (Garner)  Askew-Tidwell  married 
William  Moran.  They  had  issue:  (9)  William7  Moran,  died 

when  1  year  old;  (10)  Josephine7  Moran,  married - 

Smith. 

3.  Nancy6  Garner  (Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1), 
born  1801,  thought  to  have  died  in  infancy. 

4.  Jane6  Garner  (Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1), 
born  1802  in  South  Carolina,  died  in  1817. 

5.  David  Bushnell6  Garner  (Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2 
Jno.1)  was  born  in  1805.  In  1820  he  went  to  Texas  with 
Dr.  Adam  Ritchie’s  stock  and  remained  there  until  he 
went  to  Arkansas  with  his  oldest  sister,  Rebecca  (Garner) 
Bateman,  and  lived  there  until  1831,  when  he  returned  to 
Texas  and  settled  on  the  south  side  of  Red  River.  Later 
he  moved  to  Lamar  County  and  took  up  one-third  league 
of  land.  He  traded  this  and  moved  to  Choctaw  Bayou  in 
1838.  The  State  of  Texas  had  donated  10,000  acres  to  the 
Shawnee  Indians  and  he  was  negotiating  a  trade  for  this 
land  when  he  was  killed.  He  was  carrying  express  from 
old  Fort  Warren  to  Coffee  Bend  with  a  companion,  Gordon 
Keithly.  They  were  riding  across  a  prairie  when  they 
were  fired  on  from  ambush.  Keithly  was  killed  instantly 
and  scalped;  but  Bushnell’s  wound  was  a  rifle  ball  under 
his  right  arm,  ranging  from  the  left.  He  rode  half  a  mile, 
fell  from  his  horse  and  was  captured  by  the  Indians.  This 
was  in  1838  and  happened  near  the  present  site  of  Dennison, 
Texas.  He  left  a  Spanish  claim  for  land  which  was  after¬ 
ward  located  about  12  miles  southeast  of  Gainesville  in 
Cook  County. 

6.  Thomas  Jefferson6  Garner  (Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2 
Jno.1)  was  born  in  1806  or  1807  and  died  about  1846.  About 
1832  he  married  Nancy  Kellog.  They  had  issue: 

1.  Elizabeth7  (Betsy)  Garner,  born  about  1834,  reared  by 
her  uncle  and  aunt,  Isaac  Chauncey6  and  Elvira6  Garner ; 
married  Jackson  Hicks.  Issue:  (1)  William8  Hicks; 
(2)  Alice8  Hicks;  (3)  Anna8  Hicks;  (4)  Arabelle8 
Hicks;  (5)  Charles8  Hicks;  (6)  John8  Hicks;  (7)  Jack- 
son8  Hicks;  (8)  Mary8  Hicks;  (9)  Sallie8  Hicks;  (10) 
Anderson8  Hicks ;  (11)  Chauncey8  Hicks ;  (12)  Franklin8 
Hicks. 
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2.  William  Romaine7  Garner,  reared  by  his  uncle  and  aunt, 
Isaac  Chauncey6  and  Elvira6  Garner;  went  to  California 
and  married  there.  Left  three  children  who  lived  in 
Santa  Cruz. 

7.  James  Madison6  Garner  (Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3  Thos.2 
Jno.1)  was  born  in  South  Carolina  in  1808  or  1809  and 
went  to  Texas  in  1821,  where  he  had  a  large  acreage  of  land. 
Left  no  family. 

8.  Elizabeth  Straumit6  Garner  (Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3 
Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  born  in  South  Carolina,  April  1,  1811, 
died  September  20, 1880.  After  her  mother’s  death  in  1818  she 
lived  with  the  Adam  Ritchies.  When  they  moved  to  Mis¬ 
sissippi  she  went  to  live  with  her  cousin,  Mason  (Hillhouse) 
Vaughn,  in  Natchitoches,  Louisiana.  There  in  February, 
1828,  she  married  Charles  Brome  Humphry  from  Isle  Ab- 
botts  near  Taunton,  Somersetshire,  England,  who  came  to 
America  in  1815.  He  was  born  May  10,  1798  in  England 
and  died  March  14,  1877.  They  moved  to  Arkansas,  where 
Charles  Humphry  served  several  terms  as  sheriff  of  Scott 
County,  was  elected  to  the  General  Assembly  for  the  1840-42 
term  and  later  appointed  Commissioner  of  Internal  im¬ 
provements  for  his  district,  a  position  he  held  until  the 
State’s  secession  from  the  Union  in  1861.  Charles  and 
Elizabeth  (Garner)  Humphry  had  issue:

Eliza  McLeod  of  South  Carolina,  a  first  cousin  of  Bishop 
A.  Coke  Smith,  U.  S.  Senator  Ella  A.  Smith  and  Gov. 
Thomas  G.  McLeod,  all  of  South  Carolina. 

9.  John  Westley7  Humphry,  born  1849,  married  Sarah 
Winston  of  Arkansas. 

10.  Elizabeth  V.7  Humphry,  born  1853,  married  in  1875, 
Jesse  Pearson. 
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Mary  Jane  Humphry  (1829-1879) 

1.  Mary  Jane7  Humphry  (Eliz.6  Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3 
Thos.2  Jno.1  Garner)  was  born  September  16,  1829.  She 
married  first,  Samuel  Cauthron,  son  of  Col.  Walter  Cauthron 
of  Georgia,  December  24,  1848.  Samuel  went  to  California 
in  1851  and  died  there  in  1853.  They  had  issue:  (1)  Charles 
Walter8  Cauthron,  born  1849,  died  1863;  (2)  James8  Cauth¬ 
ron,  born  1851,  died  in  infancy. 

Mary  Jane  (Humphry)  Cauthron  married  second 
in  1856,  Gilson  Leander  Gray,  a  native  of  Kentucky,  in  White 
County,  Arkansas.  They  later  moved  to  Memphis,  Ten¬ 
nessee.  Mr.  Gray  died  in  1877,  his  wife  on  September  16, 
1879.

Henrietta  Humphry  (1834-1888) 

3.  Henrietta7  Humphry  (Eliz.6  Jas.5  Jas.4  Par.3 
Thos.2  Jno.1  Garner)  was  born  February  21,  1834,  at  “Rev¬ 
eille,  ”  the  home  first  built  by  Charles  Brome  Humphry  on 
Reveille  Creek,  where  it  empties  into  Petit  Jean.  On  August 
1,  1853,  Henrietta  married  William  Wakefield6  Garner,  full 
second  cousin  of  her  mother,  Elizabeth  Straumit6  (Garner) 
Humphry.  William  was  the  son  of  Samuel5  (Stur.4  Par.3 
Thos.2  Jno.1)  Garner  and  his  wife,  Rachel  (Pugh)  Garner, 
and  was  born  April  17,  1826  in  Boone  County,  Missouri.  In 
1849,  William  Wakefield  Garner  with  his  youngest  brother, 
Robert  Craig  Garner,  Isaac  Chauncey  Garner  (grandson  of 
James4  Garner),  Wyatte  and  Enoch  Garner  (relationship 
unknown)  and  others,  made  up  a  caravan  to  California. 
They  went  to  Fort  Smith  to  be  outfitted  and  left  February 
8,  1849.  They  were  gone  four  years.  William  W.  Garner 
is  said  to  have  brought  back  home  more  gold  than  his  sweet¬ 
heart,  Henrietta  Humphry,  could  lift.  William  W.  Garner 
and  his  wife  lived  in  Jackson  County,  Arkansas,  a  year, 
then  moved  to  Quitman,  where  he  died  December  7,  1874. 
Henrietta  died  February  19,  1888  in  Kansas.  William  W. 
Garner  was  a  merchant  and  was  considered  a  wealthy  man 
for  his  time  and  location.  His  influence  and  contributions 
established  Quitman  College,  belonging  to  the  Methodist 
Church  at  Quitman.  It  was  later  moved  to  Altus,  Arkansas, 
then  to  Conway,  Arkansas,  where  it  is  well  known  today 
as  Hendrix  College.  William  Garner  reared  many  of  his 
nieces  and  nephews  and  sent  them  to  Quitman  College.  He 
served  throughout  the  War  Between  the  States  as  Captain9 
with  Price’s  Confederate  Army  and  was  an  outstanding 
Mason.  William  and  Henrietta  (Humphry)  Garner  had 
issue:  (1)  Rachel  Elizabeth7’8  Garner,  b.  Aug.  2, 1854,  d.  Nov. 
15,  1868;  (2)  Henrietta  Humphry7’8  Garner,  b.  Feb.  18,  1856, 
d.  Dec.  8,  1868;  (3)  Charles  Wakefield7’8  Garner;  (4)  Belle7*8 
Garner  and  (5)  May7-8  Garner,  twins;  (6)  Willie  Anne78 
Garner;  (7)  Robert  Chauncey7’8  Garner;  (8)  John  Sturdy7*8

Alexander — were  the  largest  cotton  planters  in  Arkansas 
between  Little  Rock  and  Ft.  Smith.  They  also  operated  a 
big  lumber  business  and  mercantile  establishment.  May

Thomas  Garner  (1744 - ) 

2.  Thomas4  Garner  (Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1),  born  Aug¬ 
ust  25,  1744  in  Stafford  County,  Virginia,  according  to  the 
Overwharton  Parish  Register,  is  thought  to  have  migrated 
to  North  Carolina.  November  8,  1784,  Thomas  Garner  was 
granted  175  acres  on  Reedy  Fork  in  Guilford  County,  North 
Carolina.  (Guil.  D.  B.  4,  p.  167)  May  16,  1787,  he  received 
a  grant  of  240  acres  on  the  Haw  River,  also  in  Guilford 
County.  (Guil.  D.  B.  5,  p.  43)  On  a  purchase  of  land  in 
Orange  County  by  Thomas  Garner  of  Orange  County  from 
Henry  Hays  of  Lunenburg  County,  Virginia,  October  11,

1787,  Lewis  Garner  was  a  witness.  (Orange  D.  B.  4,  p.  126) 
July  10,  1788,  a  grant  was  made  to  him  of  371  acres  on  both 
sides  of  Reedy  Fork  of  Haw  River  on  the  line  of  Parish 
Garner  in  Orange  County,  North  Carolina.  (Orange  D.  B. 
4,  p.  373)  Also  on  the  same  day  he  was  granted  296  acres 
in  the  fork  of  Haw  River.  (N.  C.  L.  Gr.  B.  67,  p.  507) 
March  10,  1798,  Thomas  Garner  and  wife,  Susannah,  sold  to 
Jonathan  Sumers  200  acres  of  land  adjoining  Haw  River 
and  lying  on  both  sides  of  Reedy  Fork.  On  April  28,  1789, 
they  sold  to  John  Sutherword,  296  acres  on  Reedy  Fork  of 
Haw  River,  being  in  Orange  County  joining  the  Guilford 
County  line.  (Orange  D.  B.  4,  p.  255)  April  26,  1789, 
Thomas  Garner  of  Orange  County  and  wife,  Susannah,  sold 
175  acres  of  land  in  Guilford  County  on  the  North  side  of 
Reedy  Fork,  “land  Thomas  Garner  took  up,”  to  Daniel 
Dawson.  (Guil.  D.  B.  5,  p.  129)  August  19,  1789,  Thomas 
Garner  of  Orange  County  and  Susannah,  his  wife,  sold  to 
Henry  Hurt  what  was  apparently  the  last  of  their  holdings 
in  Guilford  County.  (Guil.  D.  B.  5,  p.  142)  They  probably 
moved  elsewhere  at  that  time.  The  1790  Census  of  North 
Carolina  does  not  list  a  Thomas  Garner  for  Orange  County, 
though  there  was  one  in  Randolph  and  one  in  Sampson 
County,  North  Carolina.  May  1,  1792,  one  Thomas  Garner 
was  paid  15  pounds,  6  shillings,  8  pence  for  service  in  the 
Militia  during  the  Revolution.  This  payment  was  issued 
through  the  Hillsborough  District  of  North  Carolina.11 

3.  Lewis4  Garner  (Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  received  a 
grant  of  245  acres  of  land  in  Orange  County,  North  Caro¬ 
lina  on  the  East  side  of  Haw  River  on  July  10,  1778.  Oc¬ 
tober  15,  1796,  Lewis  Garner  of  Orange  sold  to  John  Hughes 
a  parcel  of  land  on  the  East  side  of  a  branch,  “part  of  an  old 
tract  of  said  Garner’s  ...  36  acres  being  a  part  of  a  larger 
tract  granted  to  Lewis  Garner  from  the  State.”  The  1790 
Census  lists  Lewis  Garner  as  still  living  in  Orange  County. 

Sturdy  Garner  (1762-1844) 

5.  Sturdy4  Garner  (Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  is  said  to 
have  been  born  in  Fauquier  County,  Virginia  in  1762.  When 
17  years  old  he  was  with  his  father  in  Orange  County,  North 
Carolina.  His  older  brother,  Lewis  Garner,  had  been  called 
out  “to  go  after  the  Tories,”  according  to  his  application 
for  a  Revolutionary  War  Pension,  and  since  Lewis  was  a 
man  with  a  family,  Sturdy  went  in  his  stead.  Three  times 
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during  this  period  of  enlistment  from  1779  to  1781  he  spoke 
of  going  to  “his  home”  in  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia, 
about  135  miles  from  his  father’s  home  in  North  Carolina. 
Research  has  failed  to  locate  any  Garners  in  Prince  Edward 
County,  Virginia,  but  he  states  he  enlisted  the  third  time 
in  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  under  General  Robert 
Lawson  and  rendezvoused  at  Prince  Edward  Courthouse. 
General  Lawson  was  from  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia. 

Sturdy  Garner  married  Sarah  Smith  about  1787.  In 
1790  he  was  living  in  Pendleton  (later  Anderson)  County, 
South  Carolina  with  his  wife  and  two  children.  He  patent¬ 
ed  75  acres  of  land  in  Pendleton  County  January  2,  1800. 
Harper  Garner,  Thomas  Garner  and  Henry  Garner  patented 
land  in  the  same  district.  What  year  Sturdy  Garner  left 
South  Carolina  is  not  known,  but  on  October  29,  1832,  he 
applied  for  a  pension  for  Revolutionary  service  in  Hunts¬ 
ville,  Madison  County,  Alabama.  A  deed  he  and  his  wife 
made  to  the  Bethel  Baptist  Church  for  an  acre  of  ground 
for  a  “meeting  house”  reveals  that  his  property  was  about 
three  miles  south  of  the  Tennessee  state  line.  He  received 
mail  at  Goshen,  Tennessee,  the  nearest  post  office,  but  his 
home  was  in  Alabama.  He  died  in  1844,  leaving  a  will 
which  mentions  all  his  children  except  Samuel,  whom  he 
is  said  to  have  disinherited.  Issue:  (1)  Samuel5  Garner; 
(2)  Robert5  Garner;  (3)  William5  Garner;  (4)  Elizabeth5 
Garner;  (5)  Archibald5  Garner;  (6)  Sarah5  Garner,  married 
Dr.  Chenault,  lived  in  Jackson  County,  Arkansas  about  1862 ; 
(7)  Milton5  Garner;  (8)  John5  Garner.  Sturdy  Garner  is 
said  to  have  married  a  second  wife,  but  her  name  is  not 
known. 

1.  Samuel5  Garner  (Stur.4  Par.3  Thos.2  Jno.1),  born 
about  1788,  married  in  South  Carolina  in  1810,  Rachel  Pugh, 
born  about  1792,  daughter  of  Willoughby  and  Elizabeth 
(Wakefield)  Pugh.  Samuel  Garner  served  in  the  War  of  1812. 
Between  1814  and  1826  he  moved  from  somewhere  near  the 
Tennessee- Alabama  line  to  Green  County,  Missouri  Terri¬ 
tory.  Willoughby  Pugh  and  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth  Wake¬ 
field,  also  migrated  to  Missouri  Territory  (now  Arkansas) 
and  died  there.  About  1835  Samuel  Garner  moved  his 
family  to  Jackson  County,  Arkansas,  where  he  lived  until 
his  death  in  1846.  Rachel,  his  wife,  died  in  February,  1838. 
He  married  a  second  time  but  the  name  of  this  wife  is  not 
known.  She  applied  for  a  pension  on  his  War  of  1812 
service.

Columbia  and  that  his  family  lived  in  Alaska  and  British 
Columbia  early  in  the  1900’s.  He  died  in  the  latter 
place  in  1912  and  his  wife  in  1902. 

Charles  Garner  ( -  1798) 

5.  Charles3  Garner  (Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  not  of  age 
in  1738  since  his  brother,  John,  was  his  guardian  in  that 
year.  He  married  Ann  Darnell,  daughter  of  Waugh  Dar¬ 
nell  and  widow  of  Jonas  Williams.  Ann  was  a  widow  in 
1744  and  was  married  to  Charles  by  1748.  July  22,  1748, 
Charles  Garner  and  wife,  Ann,  of  Prince  William  County, 
sold  to  John  Wright  of  the  same  county  60  acres  of  land  lying 
in  Prince  William,  being  part  of  a  patent  of  Waugh  Darnell, 
deceased,  adjoining  the  said  Wright,  formerly  owned  by 
Jonas  Williams,  Jr.  and  the  said  Ann,  beginning  at  the 
said  Wright’s,  ending  in  the  division  line  between  the  two 
daughters  of  Waugh  Darnell.  Witnesses  were  John  Gar¬ 
ner,  Thomas  Machen  and  William  Smith.  (Pr.  Wm.  D.  B. 
L,  p.  44)  Charles  Garner  brought  suit  against  his  brothers 
and  the  Harrison  estate  to  recover  his  share  of  the  children 
of  a  slave  sold  in  1732. 

Charles  received  400  acres  of  land  from  his  father, 
Thomas,  by  his  will.  He  was  declared  “levy  free”  at  the 
court  in  1785.  In  1787  he  paid  the  personal  tax  of  his 
son,  Presley  Garner,  in  Fauquier  County.  The  will  of 
Charles  Garner  was  probated  in  1798,  being  proved  by  James 
Wright.  Charles  and  Joseph  Garner  were  executors.  The 
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inventory  of  his  estate  was  returned  by  Joseph  and  Charles 
Garner  February,  1798.  (Fauq.  W.  B.  3,  p.  125) 

A  sale  of  land  in  Fauquier  County,  September  17, 
1801,  stated  .  .  whereas  Charles  Garner  deceased,  formerly 
of  Fauquier  County,  left  a  will  dated  29  August  1796,  leaving 
land  on  Tinpot  Run  to  his  daughter  Jale  Garner  as  long 
as  she  remained  single,  all  except  100  acres  which  the  heirs 
sold  to  Austin  Miskell.,,  This  was  signed  by  Jale  Garner, 
Elizabeth  Robbins,  Joseph  Garner  and  wife,  Sally,  Jacob 
Burgess  and  wife,  Ann.  Witnesses  were  John  Blackwell, 
Vincent  Garner,  Jesse  Withers,  Peter  Routt.  (Fauq.  D.  B. 
14,  p.  1083)  Charles  Garner  had  issue:  (1)  Joseph4  Gar¬ 
ner;  (2)  Jale4  Garner;  (3)  Elizabeth4  Garner,  married 
- Robbins;  (4)  Ann4  Garner,  married  Jacob  Bur¬ 
gess;  (5)  Charles4  Garner,  listed  in  Census  of  1782  in 
Fauquier  County;  (6)  Presley4  Garner — a  Presley  Garner 
served  in  the  Revolution  from  Virginia.  (Auditor’s  Ac¬ 
counts  18,  p.  189)  Presley  Garner  married  Margaret  Hin¬ 
son  December  18,  1793.  (Fauq.  Mar.  Rec.) 

1.  Joseph4  Garner  (Chas.3  Thos.2  Jno.1),  born  1753, 

married  Sarah  - ,  possibly  Dodd.  The  will  (Fauq. 

W.  B.  2,  p.  17)  of  Nathaniel  Dodd,  dated  1783,  probated 
1784,  mentions  “my  daughter  Sarah  Garner’s  children,” 
also  sons,  Allen,  Nathaniel,  John,  Benjamin  and  James 
Dodd,  and  daughters,  Mildred,  Hannah,  Elizabeth  William¬ 
son  and  Mary  Wheatley.  December  22,  1790,  a  Joseph 
Garner  married  Sally  Orr,  daughter  of  Mary  Orr,  in  Fau¬ 
quier  County  with  Tarpley  Hinson  and  William  Jefferson 
as  witnesses.  (Fauq.  Mar.  Rec.)  In  1797  Joseph  Garner 
was  living  in  Culpeper,  paying  on  286  acres  of  land  formerly 
Hisle’s.  He  paid  on  this  for  five  years.  From  the  Order 
Book  of  Fauquier  County,  1788-91,  April  Court,  1789, 
page  130,  we  find  that  “Joseph  Garner,  about  36  years  of 
age  a  private  in  the  1st  Virginia  Regiment,  whose  pay  was 
at  the  rate  of  24  pounds  per  annum  was  disabled  in  the 
service  of  the  commonwealth  with  a  wound  in  the  arm.” 

James  Garner 

6.  James3  Garner  (Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  born  in  Staf¬ 
ford  County,  Virginia  between  1717  and  1726  and  is  thought 
to  have  been  the  youngest  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Bush- 
nell)  Garner.  His  father,  by  his  will  of  1726,  left  each  of 
his  sons  400  acres  of  land,  a  negro  slave,  various  items  of 
livestock  and  household  goods.  In  addition,  after  his  moth¬ 
er’s  decease,  James  was  to  receive  the  family  plantation 
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and  remainder  of  the  estate  left  to  her  by  Thomas’s  will. 
On  March  27,  1738,  he  was  still  under  age  since  Ralph 
Hughes,  his  step-father,  was  appointed  his  guardian  with 
Thomas  Conway  as  security.  (Pr.  Wm.  W.  B.  C,  p.  146) 
January  24,  1753,  James  Garner,  Thomas  Fletcher  and 
Thomas  Davis  brought  suit  against  Elizabeth  Freeman, 
executor  of  James  Freeman  deceased.  (Pr.  Wm.  0.  B.  1753- 
55)  June  24,  1754,  James  Garner  was  appointed  constable 
‘‘in  the  room  of  Thomas  Garner.”  (Pr.  Wm.  0.  B.  1753-55, 
p.  109)  According  to  a  sworn  statement  made  by  his  son, 
John  F.  Garner,  about  eighty  years  later,  James  moved  to 
Orange  County,  North  Carolina  about  1754,  evidently  to 
that  part  which  became  Guilford  County  in  1760  and  Ran¬ 
dolph  in  1779.  In  1770  James  Garner  and  wife,  Betty,  of 
Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  sold  to  James  Duncan 
140  acres  of  land  in  Fauquier  County,  Virginia  out  of  214 
acres  of  land  which  formerly  belonged  to  Thomas  Garner 
deceased  on  Tinpot  Run.  (Fauq.  D.  B.  T,  p.  515) 

Records  of  Orange  and  Guilford  counties,  North 
Carolina  before  the  Revolution  are  rather  meager,  and 
many  of  them  have  evidently  been  lost.12.  A  minute  book 
for  Randolph  County,  1779-1782  reveals  that  James  Gar¬ 
ner  was  appointed  constable  on  March  11,  1779.  On  June 
11,  1779  and  June  12,  1780,  James  Garner  was  appointed 
an  assessor  and  on  December  16,  1779  he  served  on  a  grand 
jury.  June  14,  1790,  James  Garner  was  nominated  and 
appointed  constable  in  the  districts  of  John  Fooshe  Garner 
and  others.  Aaron  Hill  and  John  Fooshe  Garner  were  securi¬ 
ties.  September  13,  1790,  the  court  ordered  John  Fushee 
Garner,  James  Garner,  James  Whittle  and  others  to  survey 
a  road  from  Harmon  Cox’s  Mill  on  Deep  River  “down  said 
River  on  the  south  side  to  Garner’s  meeting  house.”  March 
15,  1791,  John  Spiritus  was  appointed  overseer  of  the  road 
from  Cedar  Creek  to  the  county  line  at  Garner’s  meeting 
house  with  hands  of  James  Garner,  Bradley  Garner,  etc. 
This  was  evidently  the  Moore  County  line  since  the  property 
of  James  Garner  and  John  F.  Garner  was  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  part  of  Randolph  adjoining  Moore. 

The  following  grants  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
were  made  to  James  Garner:  March  13,  1780,  200  acres  in 
Orange  County  on  waters  of  Quaker  Creek,  branch  of  Haw 
River;  (N.  C.  L.  Gr.  B.  32,  p.  372)  November  8,  1784, 
300  acres  on  Reedy  Fork  in  Guilford  County;  (N.  C.  L.  Gr. 


12.  Old  Guilford  Courthouse,  6  miles  N.  W.  of  Greensboro,  N.  C., 
burned  after  the  Revolution. 
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B.  56,  p.  246)  December  20,  1791,  50  acres  on  Deep 
River  and  200  acres  on  Richland  Creek  in  Randolph  County ; 
(N.  C.  L.  Gr.  B.  77,  p.  394)  November  28,  1792,  200  acres 
on  Richland  Creek  in  Randolph  County;  (N.  C.  L.  Gr.  B.  79, 
p.  357)  June  27,  1793,  200  acres  on  Richland  Creek,  Ran¬ 
dolph  County.  (N.  C.  L.  Gr.  B.  80,  p.  446)  June  13,  1789, 
James  Garner  bought  250  acres  on  Richland  Creek  in  Ran¬ 
dolph  County  from  John  Garner  of  Moore  County.  John 
Fushee  Garner  was  a  witness.  (Ran.  D.  B.  4,  p.  53)  Decem¬ 
ber  23,  1789,  James  and  Elizabeth  Garner  sold  to  Christian 
Falls  300  acres  on  Long  Branch  and  Reedy  Fork,  which  had 
been  granted  him  by  the  state  in  1784.  (Guil.  D.  B.  5,  p.  180) 
February  20,  1794,  James  Garner  sold  100  acres  on  Deep 
River  and  Crooked  Creek  to  Jacob  Louthermilk.  March  1, 
1794,  James  Garner  sold  100  acres  on  Deep  River,  begin¬ 
ning  at  Richland  Creek,  to  Christopher  Lolley.  Since  James 
Garner  is  thought  to  have  had  a  son,  James,  some  of  these 
references  may  concern  the  younger  James. 

According  to  family  tradition,  James  Garner  was 
called  Captain  and  served  in  the  Revolution.  There  was 
a  Captain  James  Gardner  who  served  in  the  Second  North 
Carolina  Battalion  from  May  1775  to  May  1777. 13  How¬ 
ever,  there  is  not  sufficient  information  available  to  identify 
him  as  the  James  Garner  of  Randolph  County.  The  title 
may  have  been  acquired  through  his  official  position  as 
Constable,  as  the  old  records  show  that  constables  and  some¬ 
times  justices  were  called  Captain.  James  Garner  is  said 
to  have  been  six  feet,  six  inches  tall  and  a  man  of  powerful 
physique.  He  married  Elizabeth  - ,  possibly  Free¬ 

man,  and  they  are  said  to  have  had  a  large  family  of  chil¬ 
dren.  Two  James  Garners  are  listed  in  the  1790  Census 
for  Randolph  County  but  only  one  in  the  1800  Census.  It 
seems  likely,  therefore,  that  the  elder  James  died  before 
1800. 

The  only  definitely  known  issue  of  James3  Garner  was: 

1.  John  Fushee4  Garner 

Others  may  have  been: 

2.  James4  Garner.  The  militia  records  of  Hills¬ 
borough  District  (which  contained  Randolph  County)  show 
6  pounds,  6  shillings  being  paid  to  James  Gardner  and  in  an¬ 
other  instance  four  pounds,  4  shillings  to  James  Garner  for 
“sundries  furnished  and  cash  paid  the  militia”  during  the

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Revolutionary  War;  also  that  on  October  1,  1783,  James  Gar¬ 
ner  received  13  pounds,  10  shillings  for  service  and  on  No¬ 
vember  3,  1788,  45  pounds  for  a  horse  used  by  the  militia.14 
November  4,  1839,  at  age  84,  James  Gardner  made  applica¬ 
tion  for  a  pension  for  Revolutionary  service,  giving  the  fol¬ 
lowing  information:  Born  October  1,  1754  in  Randolph  Coun¬ 
ty,  N.  C.  (then  Orange)  where  he  had  resided  all  his  life. 
Served  three  years  in  cavalry  in  skirmishes  with  Tories,  most¬ 
ly  under  Captain  Gholson.  January  8, 1853,  Dolphin  Gardner, 
one  of  the  children  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Gardner  (de¬ 
ceased)  appointed  I.  Neely  to  look  into  claims  due  children 
of  James  Gardner.  Signed  in  presence  of  James  W.  Gard¬ 
ner.15  December  5,  1800,  James  Garner  of  Randolph  County 
gave  150  acres  of  land  on  Richland  Creek  to  “my  son  John 
Garner.”  (Ran.  D.  B.  8,  p.  208) 

3.  Bradley4  Garner  had  land  on  Deep  River  in  both 
Moore  and  Randolph  counties,  apparently  near  or  joining 
that  of  James  and  John  F.  Garner.  The  will  of  Adam  D. 
Andrews  in  Randolph  County  in  1792  mentions  “Barbary, 
wife  of  Bradley  Garner.”  The  will  of  Margaret  Kosht  of 
Randolph  County,  probated  in  Moore  County,  August  1814, 
mentions  daughter,  Barbara  Garner. 

4.  Peter4  Garner,  received  grant  of  100  acres  in 
Moore  County  (near  Randolph  line)  on  north  side  of  Bear 
Creek,  September  4,  1799.  One  Peter  Gardner  between  60 
and  70  years  of  age  was  living  in  Blount  County,  Tennessee 
in  1830. 

5.  Henry4  Garner,  wife  Margaret,  sons  Stephen  and 
Jesse  and  possibly  Thomas,  had  land  on  Deep  River  and 
Reedy  Fork,  Randolph  County,  just  north  of  land  of  James 
and  John  F.  Garner. 

6.  Elizabeth4  Garner,  married  Daniel  Williams  in 
Guilford  County,  April  2,  1786,  James  Garner,  security. 

John  Fushee  Garner  (1749-1839) 

John  Fushee4  Garner  (Jas.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  born 
December  25,  1749  in  Prince  William  County,  Virginia,  in 
that  part  which  later  became  Fauquier.  This  date  is  found 
in  two  places — in  a  family  Bible  in  the  possession  of  some 
of  his  descendants  and  in  a  sworn  statement  which  he  made 
in  1833  when  applying  for  a  Revolutionary  pension.  Tra¬ 
dition  says  he  was  named  for  a  friend  of  his  father’s  who

birth.  James  Garner  may  have  served  in  the  militia  under 
Captain  Foushee,  who  would  have  been  twenty  to  thirty 
years  his  senior.  Captain  John  Foushee,  son  of  a  French 
Huguenot  who  settled  in  the  Northern  Neck,  is  not  known 
to  have  lived  in  Prince  William  but  he  did  live  for  some 
years  in  Northumberland  and  Richmond  counties  and  died 
in  Halifax  County  in  1769.  The  French  form  of  the  name 
was  Fouche.  However,  the  American  spelling  generally 
became  Foushee.  The  son  of  James  Garner  usually  wrote 
his  name  “John  F.”  The  few  times  it  was  found  spelled  out 
(always  by  others  than  John  F.  himself)  it  was  “Fushee” 
or  “Fooshe.” 

June  13,  1789,  John  F.  Garner  bought  250  acres  of 
land  in  Randolph  County  from  John  Garner  of  Moore  County. 
(Ran.  D.  B.  4,  p.  63)  June  27,  1793,  John  F.  Garner  re¬ 
ceived  a  grant  of  land  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina — 
200  acres  in  Randolph  County  on  Deep  River  and  Richland 
Creek.  James  Garner  was  one  of  the  chain  bearers  for 
the  survey.  (Ran.  D.  B.  5,  p.  105)  A  grant  of  200  acres 
of  land  in  Moore  County  on  Bear  Creek  to  John  Fushee 
Garner  may  have  been  to  a  namesake  of  the  first  John 
Fushee  Garner.  The  claim  was  entered  May  15,  1797  and 
issued  March  1800.  John  F.  Garner  had  moved  over  into 
Tennessee  in  1795.  In  August  and  September,  1795,  John 
F.  Garner  sold  to  Benjamin  Williams  what  appeared  to  be 
all  of  his  land  in  North  Carolina — 450  acres.  In  that  year 
he  moved  to  Tennessee. 

In  the  minute  books  of  Randolph  County  we  find 
that  John  F.  Garner  frequently  served  on  juries  from  1779 
until  1793.  On  March  8,  1790  he  was  appointed  a  justice, 
a  position  which  he  evidently  held  until  his  departure  from 
the  county  in  1795,  since  he  is  frequently  mentioned  as  be¬ 
ing  one  of  the  justices  present  at  the  court  and  as  being 
responsible  for  making  lists  of  taxable  property  during 
those  years.  In  one  instance  he  was  referred  to  as  “Captain 
John  F.  Garner.”  His  property  was  apparently  in  the  ex¬ 
treme  southeastern  corner  of  Randolph  County  for  in  1791 
there  was  a  reference  in  the  Randolph  minutes  to  “John 
Garner’s  Meeting  House  at  the  county  line.” 

In  1795,  according  to  his  own  statement,  John  F. 
Garner  moved  to  Sevier  County,  Tennessee,  and  in  1796, 
to  Blount  County.  He  acquired  a  large  farm  about  ten 
miles  northeast  of  Maryville  near  the  junction  of  Little 
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River  and  Ellijoy  Creek.  This  farm  contained  about  800 
acres  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Three  hundred  acres  of  it  are 
still  in  the  possession  of  some  of  his  descendants,  the  Henrys, 
but  500  acres  went  out  of  their  possession  many  years  ago. 
John  Garner  was  buried  in  the  latter  part,  together  with 
a  grandson,  James  Garner,  and  at  least  two  of  his  wives. 
Some  say  all  three  of  the  wives  are  buried  there — and  others 
that  one  of  them  died  before  he  left  North  Carolina.  The 
graves  have  been  plowed  over  for  many  years. 

A  number  of  real  estate  transactions  involving  John 
F.  Garner  were  noted  in  the  Blount  County  records.  June 
24,  1816,  he  sold  to  William  Garner,  his  son,  157  acres  on 
Ellijoy  Creek,  “being  part  of  a  tract  granted  by  the  State 
of  Tennessee  to  the  said  John  Garner  by  Grant  No.  2494.” 
October  6,  1818,  William  Garner  sold  to  John  F.  Garner 
50  acres  of  land  on  Ellijoy  Creek — also  part  of  his  grant. 
On  January  27,  1825,  John  F.  Garner  gave  to  his  son,  Wil¬ 
liam,  90  acres  of  land  on  Ellijoy  Creek.  April  13,  1832,  he 
sold  to  Andrew  Perry  two  acres  on  the  waters  of  Little 
River.  June  6,  1833,  he  sold  to  John  Henry  Sr.  20  acres 
on  Ellijoy  Creek  for  $120.  On  October  9,  1837,  August  25, 
1838  and  March  30,  1839  he  sold  tracts  of  land  to  Hugh 
Henry  ranging  from  2  acres  for  $25  to  155  acres  for  $800. 

Also  there  were  several  sales  of  slaves.  January  6, 
1820  he  sold  a  Negro  girl,  Mary,  age  6  years,  to  William 
Lowery  for  $271.  May  25,  1835,  he  sold  to  his  son,  William 
Garner,  4  slaves  for  $1000.  The  bill  of  sale  reads  in  part 
as  follows:  “  .  .  .  the  following  described  negroes  for  life: 
Abe,  the  son  of  Fereby,  between  20  and  25  years  of  age, 
Rachel,  a  girl  about  20  years  old  and  Minerva  and  Fae  the 
first  between  4  and  5  years  old,  and  the  other  about  eight 
months — together  with  all  the  issue  may  hereafter  spring 
from  the  female  part  of  the  above  negroes  .  .  .  ”  Some¬ 
what  baffling  are  three  other  bills-of-sale  between  John  F. 
Garner  and  his  son-in-law,  Samuel  Henry,  since  all  three 
seem  to  be  for  the  same  set  of  slaves,  which  had  also  been 
bequeathed  to  Samuel  Henry  in  John  F.  Garner’s  will.  The 
first  bill  is  worded  in  part  as  follows :  “For  and  in  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  sum  of  $700  to  me  in  hand  paid  ...  I  have 
bargained  and  sold  ...  to  Samuel  Henry  5  negro  slaves  for 
life,  children  of  Fereba  and  named  as  follows:  Peggy  Alex¬ 
ander,  Jane,  Bill  and  Polly  .  .  .  Given  under  my  hand  and 
seal  this  17th  day  of  March  1835.”  The  following  month 
on  April  13,  1835,  John  F.  Garner  made  his  will  which 
stated  that  Samuel  Henry  was  to  have  these  slaves,  for 
which  he  was  apparently  to  pay  $500.  Then  four  years  later 
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on  March  14,  1839,  appears  another  bill-of-sale  as  follows: 
“J.  F.  Garner  for  $724  to  Samuel  Henry  6  negroes,  five  of 
which,  children  of  old  Feraby,  the  other  a  grandchild  of 
hers,  one  girl  about  17  years  old,  called  Peggy  and  her  child 
about  3  months  old  named  Rachel.  One  boy,  Elexander 
about  15  years  old,  one  girl  called  Jane  about  13  years  old, 
one  named  William,  about  11  and  one  girl  named  Polly  about 
8  years  old.  Slaves  for  life  and  I  do  hereby  warrant  the 
said  negroes  to  be  healthy,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said 
negroes,  Peggy,  Elexander,  Jane,  William,  Polly  and  Rachel 
unto  the  said  Samuel  Henry  his  heirs  forever  ...”  May 
28,  1839,  there  is  a  bill-of-sale  in  which  no  names  are  given 
but  they  seem  to  be  the  same  negroes.  Three  of  them 
were  allowed  Henry  as  his  part  and  all  of  them  were  to 
be  delivered  after  John  F.  Garner’s  death.  Also  on  Janu¬ 
ary  25,  1836  John  F.  Garner  sold  to  William  Ragan  for  $300 
a  Negro  woman  named  Fereby,  48  years  old. 

Family  tradition  says  that  John  F.  Garner  was  a 
man  of  unquestioned  character  and  common  sense.  Among 
records  collected  a  few  years  ago  by  the  WPA  is  one  which 
shows  that  John  F.  Garner  served  one  year  as  a  justice  of 
the  peace  in  Blount  County,  his  commission  having  been 
signed  by  Governor  Sevier.  Austin  P.  Foster  in  a  book 
entitled  Counties  of  Tennessee  states  that  John  Garner  was 
one  of  the  early  lawyers  of  Blount  County.  Also  the  records 
show  that  he  served  numerous  times  on  juries. 

John  F.  Garner  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  en¬ 
listing  in  1782,  when  33  years  old  and  the  father  of  five 
children.  The  North  Carolina  militia  records  (Hall  of 
History,  Raleigh)  give  the  following  items  on  John  F.  Gar¬ 
ner  : 

“No.  6168  State  of  North  Carolina,  April  6th,  1784,  Hillsborough 
Auditor’s  Office 

“This  is  to  certify  that  John  F.  Garner  exhibited  his  claim  and 
was  allowed  thirteen  pounds  Ten  shillings  specie. 

John  Nicholas 
Alex  Mebane” 

“No.  665  State  of  North  Carolina. 

“I  hereby  certify,  That  John  Fush  Garner  is  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  Public  Treasury,  agreeable  to  an  Act  of  Assembly  passed 
in  May  1783,  the  sum  of  Twenty  pounds  specie,  being  for  a  horse 
impressed  in  Conti  service  settled  in  the  Comptroller’s  Office, 
at  Hillsborough  this  4th  day  of  October  1788. 

“By  order  of  Simon  Bright  Clk  Frank  Child  Compt” 

His  application  for  a  pension,  given  below  in  slightly  ab- 
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breviated  form,  is  on  file  in  the  National  Archives  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.

Feb.  9,  1833,  appeared  John  F.  Garner,  resident  of  Blount 
Co.,  born  the  25th  day  of  Dec.  1749,  in  Prince  William  County, 
Virginia,  where  he  lived  5  or  6  years  then  moved  to  Orange 
County,  North  Carolina  about  the  year  1754.  Entered  the  services 
in  County  of  Randolph,  North  Carolina  on  the  1st  day  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1782,  as  well  as  he  can  recollect,  as  a  volunteer  soldier  in  a 
company  of  Rangers  commanded  by  Capt.  Chas.  Gholson,  Benj. 
Pough  Lieutenant  and  Ensign — not  recollected.  Said  company 
reconnoitered  as  a  company  of  Rangers  in  Randolph  and  adjoin¬ 
ing  counties  in  North  Carolina  to  suppress  the  Torries  and  British 
and  had  frequent  skirmishes  with  the  enemy,  but  no  general  en¬ 
gagement.  Declarant  was  in  service  3  months  and  was  dis- 
discharged  in  Chatham  County,  North  Carolina  on  the  1st  day  of 
December,  1782,  but  received  no  certificate  of  discharge. 

Declarant  immediately  on  the  same  day,  to  wit,  the  1st  day 
of  December  1782,  again  entered  the  service  in  said  County  of 
Chatham,  North  Carolina  as  a  volunteer  soldier  in  a  company  of 
mounted  Rangers  commanded  by  Capt.  William  Gholson  and  con¬ 
tinued  in  service  3  months  in  Randolph  and  adjoining  counties  in 
North  Carolina,  had  a  few  skirmishes  with  the  Torries  and  was 
discharged  in  the  County  of  Chatham  on  the  1st  day  of  March, 
1783,  but  received  no  certificate  of  discharge,  and  again  entered 
the  service  in  said  county  of  Chatham  on  the  third  day  of  March, 
1783  as  a  pilot  to  a  detachment  of  Regulars  under  the  command 
of  Maj.  Crofton  and  was  attached  to  the  company  of  Regulars 
commanded  by  Capt.  Jones  and  was  in  service  as  a  volunteer 
pilot  of  said  detachment  for  the  term  of  at  least  3  months  dur¬ 
ing  which  time  he  had  one  skirmish  with  the  Torries.  Declarant 
was  discharged  in  Moore  County,  North  Carolina  the  5th  or  6th 
day  of  June  1783,  but  received  no  certificate  of  discharge. 

Declarant  in  the  three  several  terms  aforesaid  served  at 
least  9  months  as  a  volunteer  as  aforesaid, — Declarant  removed 
from  Chatham,  then  Randolph  County  in  North  Carolina,  in  the 
year  1795  to  the  County  of  Sevier  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  where 
he  resided  one  year,  and  then  removed  in  the  year  1796  to  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Blount  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  where  he  has  ever  since  re¬ 
sided.  Declarant  further  states  that  he  has  no  record  of  his  age 
except  a  Registry  in  a  family  Bible  nor  has  he  any  documentary 
evidence  of  his  services  aforesaid  and  that  he  knows  of  no  person 
whose  testimony  he  can  procure  who  can  testify  to  his  services — He 
hereby  relinquishes  every  claim  whatever  to  a  pension,  or  annuity 
except  the  present,  declares  that  his  name  is  not  on  the  pension  roll 
of  any  State  or  Territory. 

Sworn  to  &  subscribed  in  open  Court 
the  9th  day  of  Feby.  1833 

Danl.  D.  Foule  Clk.  John  F.  Garner 

The  above  is  followed  by  signed  statements  of  several 
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persons,  stating  their  belief  that  declaration  of  John  F. 
Garner  was  correct;  then  the  opinion  of  the  Court  that  John 
F.  Garner  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  served  as  he  had 
stated.  On  this  application  John  F.  Garner  was  issued  on 
February  25,  1833,  Pension  Certificate  No.  6189,  rate  $30.00 
per  annum,  beginning  March  4,  1831  by  Act  of  June  7, 
1832,  East  Tennessee  Agency.  The  last  pension  payment 
was  made  on  September  18,  1839  at  the  Pension  Agency 
in  Knoxville,  East  Tennessee,  to  George  Haddon,  as  at¬ 
torney  for  the  pensioner. 

A  few  years  ago  through  the  efforts  of  Zelah  R. 
Farmer  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  a  descendant  of  John  F. 
Garner’s  daughter,  Mary,  wife  of  Nathan  Farmer,  and 
Herbert  S.  Garner,  of  Maryville,  Tennessee,  a  descendant 
of  John  F.  Garner’s  son,  James,  a  marker  was  placed  to 
the  memory  of  their  ancestor  in  the  Henry-Headrick  Cem¬ 
etery,  about  ten  and  one-half  miles  from  Maryville  and 
about  one-half  mile  from  his  actual  grave.  The  following 
account  of  this  event  appeared  in  the  Maryville  paper : 

John  F.  Garner  Marker 


The  marker  to  the  grave  of  this  Revolutionary  soldier  was 
unveiled  by  the  DAR  on  May  18,  1941  at  the  Henry-Headrick 
Cemetery,  near  the  mouth  of  Ellijoy  Creek.  Will  E.  Parham 
read  the  soldier  service,  named  some  of  the  children  and  descend¬ 
ants.  Mr.  Z.  R.  Farmer  did  the  actual  unveiling  as  a  descendant 
who  came  from  Washington,  D.  C.  with  photostatip  copies  of  the 
Bible  record,  the  Revolutionary  and  home  record,  the  will,  and 
many  communications  from  descendants.  Descendants  present 
were  Herbert  S.  Garner,  Moe  Garner,  Robert  H.  Garner,  Mrs. 
Mary  (Garner)  Jenkins,  Frank  Henry,  S.  W.  Henry,  Joe  Farmer, 
Nathan  Farmer. 

John  F.  Garner  was  married  three  times.  He  mar¬ 
ried  first  in  1770  Nancy  Whittle  (born  in  1752),  who  is 
thought  to  have  been  the  mother  of  all  his  children.  Her 
parentage  is  unknown  but  it  seems  likely  she  was  a  sister 
of  James  Whittle,  a  prosperous  farmer  and  neighbor  of  John 
F.  Garner  in  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina,  who  died 
in  1824.  The  second  wife  of  John  F.  Garner  was  Betsy 
Donaldson  and  the  third,  Gracie  Conrad.  We  find  him 
listed  in  the  Census  for  the  year  1830  as  living  alone.  On 
April  13,  1835  at  the  age  of  nearly  85  and  one-half  years 
he  made  his  will.  His  death  occurred  on  November  25,  1839. 

Will  of  John  F.  Garner 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I  John  F.  Garner  of  the  State 
of  Tennessee  and  County  of  Blount  being  far  advanced  in  years 
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but  of  sound  mind  and  disposing  memory  for  which  I  thank  God 
and  calling  to  mind  the  uncertainty  of  human  life  and  being  de¬ 
sirous  to  dispose  of  such  worldly  substance  as  it  has  pleased 
God  to  bless  me  with  I  give  and  bequeath  the  same  in  manner  and 
form  following  that  is: 

First:  It  is  my  will  that  after  my  death  my  body  shall  be 
buried  in  a  decent  Christian  like  manner. 

Second:  It  is  my  will  that  all  my  just  debts  shall  be  paid. 

Third:  It  is  my  will  that  Samuel  Henry  who  married  my 
daughter  Elizabeth  shall  have  my  black  people  named  as  follows: 
Peggy,  Elexander,  Jane,  Bill,  and  Polly.  And  that  said  Samuel 
Henry  shall  pay  my  son  James  Garner  $300  also  my  grand 
daughter  Nancy  Williamson  $200. 

Fourth:  Some  time  past  I  gave  to  my  daughter  Polly  Farmer 
what  I  considered  to  be  her  part  of  my  black  people  and  bill  of 
sailed  them  to  Andrew  Bogle  and  my  daughter  Polly  and  her 
husband  received  the  procedes  of  sd.  sales  therefore  I  allow  my 
executors  to  pay  Nathan  Farmer  and  his  wife  $2. 

Fifth:  It  is  my  will  that  my  son  William  Garner  shall  have 
my  black  boy  Abe  and  my  black  girl  Rachel  and  all  her  issue 
heretofore  and  hereafter. 

Sixth:  It  is  my  will  that  my  executors  pay  my  son  John  $2. 

Seventh:  It  is  my  will  that  James  Williamson  who  married 
my  daughter  Dolly  shall  have  $1. 

Eighth:  I  bequeath  to  my  son  Bradley  Garner  $300  in  cash 
to  be  made  out  of  cash  notes  that  I  may  possibly  hold  at  my 
death  or  out  of  the  perishable  property  that  I  may  be  possessed  of 
and  the  tract  of  land  I  now  live  on,  and  in  case  that  Bradley  is 
now  dead  or  should  it  be  ascertained  that  he  is  dead  before  he 
should  get  in  possession  of  the  above  legacies  it  is  my  will  that 
my  executors  will  sell  at  public  sale  the  property  I  have  left  him 
and  divide  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  equally  amongst  James  Garner, 
John  Garner,  William  Garner,  Polly  Farmer,  Elisabeth  Henry’s 
heirs  and  Nancy  Williamson,  daughter  of  my  daughter  Dolly. 

Ninth:  It  is  my  will  that  my  black  woman  ferabee  shall  be 
free  at  my  death  and  that  my  executors  shall  attend  to  her  getting 
her  freedom  and  it  is  also  my  will  that  my  son  William  Garner 
and  Samuel  Henry  shall  execute  this,  my  last  will.  In  witness 
whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  13th  day  of 
April  1835  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1835. 

John  F.  Garner

of  both  families  say  she  was  a  daughter  of  John  F.  Garner. 

James  Garner  (1772-1865) 

James5  Garner  (Jno.  F.4  Jas.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)  was  born 
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in  North  Carolina  on  March  9,  1772  and  died  at  the  age  of  93 
in  Ohio.  In  1794  in  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina,  he 
married  Mary  Moon  (born  1775),  eldest  daughter  of  Joseph 
and  Ann  Moon,  Quakers.  In  1796  they  moved  to  Tennessee 
and  settled  across  the  road  from  John  F.  Garner.  About 
1811  they  moved  to  Clinton  County,  Ohio.  The  following 
sketch,  written  in  1894  by  a  descendant  of  James,  Dr.  Jeptha 
D.  Garner,  describes  their  adventures  at  this  time : 

When  James  Garner  started  to  emigrate  from  Tennessee  to 
Ohio,  he,  with  some  others  who  came  with  him,  moved  in  wagons, 
and  when  they  started  out  in  the  year  of  1811  there  was  a  large 
number  of  relatives  and  slaves  of  the  relatives  and  neighbors 
coming  on  foot  a  half  day’s  journey  to  talk,  sing,  and  cry  at  the 
parting  and  returned  at  night.  Of  that  company  there  is  only 
one  living  representative,  old  Aunt  Millie  Henry,  who  was  a  slave 
girl  of  old  Fushee,  given  by  him  to  his  daughter  Betsey,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Samuel  Henry,  and  is  now  97  years  old  and  hale  and  hearty.18 

When  Grandfather  left  Tennessee  he  had  a  wagon,  eight 
horses,  and  eleven  head  of  cattle;  but  while  coming  through 
Kentucky  his  cattle  were  all  stolen  and  after  he  arrived  at  Snow 
Hill,  in  this  county,  where  he  first  stopped,  his  horses  all  died 
with  milk  poison.  He  then  traded  his  wagon  for  a  horse,  and 
amid  all  these  discouraging  circumstances,  he  moved  down  the 
East  Fork  and  bought  a  farm  of  150  acres  where  Edom  Ratcliff 
now  lives. 

This  country  was  then  in  reality  a  howling  wilderness,  being 
inhabited  by  almost  all  kinds  of  wild  beasts  and  occasionally  a 
wild  Indian.  Amid  all  misfortunes  and  discouragements,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  Tennessee  on  foot  and  disposed  of  some  interests  left 
behind  and  collected  some  debts,  and  getting  some  help  from  old 
Fushee,  his  father,  in  all  amounting  to  over  $400.00  in  silver, 
which  he  carried  on  his  back  in  a  knapsack  over  the  mountains, 
amounting  in  weight  to  over  twenty-five  pounds.  On  his  way 
back  home  he  had  several  narrow  escapes  from  robbers,  but  his 
giant  proportions  and  immense  strength  (being  six  feet  four 
inches  in  height,  and  weighing  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds)  with  his  determined  resolution  and  fleetness  of  foot, 
brought  him  safely  back  through  it  all. 

The  farm  which  he  bought  is  still  in  the  possession  of 
some  of  his  descendants.  It  is  located  near  Farmers’  Sta¬ 
tion  on  the  banks  of  East  Fork  Creek,  a  branch  of  the 
Miami  River.  In  addition  to  his  courage  and  physical  prow¬ 
ess,  James  Garner  was  an  admirable  man  in  many  other 
ways.  His  descendants  say  that  he  was  a  man  of  un¬ 
usual  intelligence — well  educated  for  his  day.  He  was  fre¬ 
quently  consulted  by  people  of  the  community  on  subjects 
pertaining  to  literature  and  other  things  considered  above  the 
average  attainments  of  the  majority  of  the  people.  In  ad- 
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dition  he  was  a  man  of  jolly  disposition,  fond  of  story 
telling  and  other  forms  of  amusement  current  in  his  day. 
He  was  musically  inclined  and  a  good  singer.  He  some¬ 
times  made  up  impromptu  songs  and  stories  for  the  enter¬ 
tainment  of  those  gathered  in  his  company.  His  wife  was 
also  noted  for  her  intelligence  and  for  her  piety  and  noble 
Christian  character.

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Carolina  they  lived  chiefly  in  Randolph  County,  but  possibly 
also  in  Rowan  and  Surry  counties.

Since  one  of  their 
younger  children  married  in  Indiana,  it  seems  possible  that 
they  lived  in  that  state  a  few  years  and  moved  to  Washington 
County,  Illinois,  near  Beaucoup  before  1840.  On  November 
7,  1845,  Mary  Farmer  and  her  husband,  Nathan,  gave  power 
of  attorney  to  Josiah  Gamble  of  Blount  County,  Tennessee, 
to  collect  her  interest  in  the  estate  of  John  F.  Garner  from 
Samuel  Henry,  her  brother-in-law,  who  was  administrator 
of  the  estate.  This  power-of-attorney  was  executed  in 
Washington  County,  Illinois.  The  obituary  of  Green  Farmer, 
son  of  Nathan  and  Mary  Farmer,  reveals  that  they  had 
twelve  children,  all  of  whom  reached  maturity.  However, 
only  eight  of  them  are  definitely  known  as  follows :  (1)  John6

James  Henry,  Sr.,  a  Revolutionary  soldier.  A  descendant  of 
John5  Garner  said  that  they  were  cousins  of  Patrick  Henry. 
John  Garner  moved  to  Anderson  County,  Tennessee,  where 
he  is  said  to  have  become  a  prosperous  and  respected  farmer. 
He  owned  372  acres  of  Clinch  River  bottom  land  and  Copper 
Ridge  timber  land  and  23  slaves.  For  four  years  he  was 
Register  of  Deeds.  He  died  there  about  1855,  as  his  will 
was  probated  in  February,  1855.  His  executors  were  his 
sons,  Pleasant  H.  Garner  and  Hugh  Garner.  A  descendant 
has  stated  that  John  Garner  had  fourteen  children,  five 
sons  and  nine  daughters.  From  his  will  (And.  Est.  B.  53-55, 
p.  313)  we  gather  they  were  the  following:  (1)  Pleasant  H.6

William  Garner  (1781-1860) 

5.  William5  Garner,  (Jno.  F.4  Jas.3  Thos.2  Jno.1) 
was  born  August  11,  1781  in  North  Carolina,  died  in  1860 
in  Blount  County,  Tennessee.  The  1850  Census  lists  him 
as  a  doctor  and  his  wife  as  having  the  name  of  Dolly.  A 
William  Garner  married  Dolly  Williamson  in  Randolph 
County,  North  Carolina,  January  5,  1809.  William  Garner 
is  said  by  his  descendants  to  have  been  a  soldier  of  the 
War  of  1812.  He  was  one  of  the  first  men  over  the  breast¬ 
works  at  the  Battle  of  Horseshoe  Bend  when  General  Andrew 
Jackson  fought  the  Indians  and  was  also  with  Jackson  at 
the  Battle  of  New  Orleans,  where  the  Kentucky  and  Tennes¬ 
see  “squirrel  hunters”  defeated  the  British  under  General 
Pakenham  with  the  loss  of  only  a  handful  of  men.  On  the 
way  back  from  New  Orleans,  as  they  walked  through  the 
woods,  nearly  all  of  the  men  cut  walking  sticks  from  hickory 
bushes  and  carved  their  name  and  the  date  on  them  in 
honor  of  “Old  Hickory.”  William  Garner’s  stick  was  handed 
down  to  one  of  his  descendants,  Joseph  Farmer  of  Lilli waup, 
Washington. 

The  will  of  William  Garner  was  dated  February  7, 
1860  and  probated  in  June,  1860.  (Blount,  Est.  B.  D,  p.  396) 
It  provided  the  following:  1.  To  daughter,  Nancy,  “wife 
of  John  N.  Harris,”  negro  girl  Pherly.  2.  To  daughter, 
Polly,  “wife  of  Joseph  Ashley,”  slave  Lucinda.  3.  To  son, 
John  F.  Garner,  “all  my  lands  on  nine  mile  Creek”  and  slave 
Tyler.  4.  To  Rachel,  daughter  of  John  F.  Garner,  the  saddle 
that  belonged  to  Estisell  Garner.  5.  To  son,  William  H. 
Garner,  a  part  of  farm  and  a  note  on  Baker  and  Henry. 
6.  To  son,  Samuel  H.  Garner,  “the  place  I  live  on  except 
as  above,”  and  negro  Tom.  7.  To  grandson,  William,  son 
of  Wm.  H.  Garner,  negro  boy  Lewis.  8.  Executors  to  sell 
Abe,  Rachel  and  all  personal  property  and  divide  to  five 
children  as  named. 

Executors  were  John  F.  Garner  and  Samuel  Tullock; 
witnesses  were  James  M.  Lane  and  Thomas  Anderson.  In 
the  Census  of  1850  two  other  children,  Eliza  and  Mary, 
were  listed.  We  know,  therefore,  that  William  Garner  had

1.  Polly6  Garner  (Wm.5  Jno.  F.4  Jas.3  Thos.2  Jno.1)

nessee  in  1862.  Polly’s  slave,  Lucinda,  given  her  in  her 
father’s  will,  at  an  advanced  age  related  the  following :  “Wil¬ 
liam  Garner’s  daughter  Polly  who  married  an  Ashland  [Ash¬ 
ley]  taken  us  from  Ellijoy,  before  Civil  War,  into  Polk 
County,  Tennessee.  Then  during  it,  into  Hamilton  County, 
Tennessee  she  carried  some  of  us  negroes.  I  was  near  18 
years  old  when  my  uncle,  Tyler  Gamble,  came  and  brought  me 
back  to  Blount  Co.  I  think  Massa  Will  Garner  died  near  1860 
I  am  Lucinda,  married  to  Henry  Gamble.  Fereby-McTeer- 
Crowson  [probably  slave  given  in  her  father’s  will  to  Nancy] 
was  carried  to  Mississippi  by  a  man  named  Franklin.  When 
her  daughter  Mary  was  a  suckling  babe  we  all  come  back. 
Our  folks  lived  on  Ellijoy  Creek,  had  land  on  9  Mile  Creek.”

CHAPTER  VI 


PARISH  GARNER  ( - 1718/19) 

Parish2  Garner,  son  of  John1  and  Susanna  (Keene) 
Garner,  died  in  1718/19.  Before  1701  he  had  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Parker.  A  record  in  Northumberland  County  under 
date  of  March  29,  1718  shows  that  Ruth  Parker,  daughter 
of  William  Parker  and  his  wife  (who  had  been  a  Shoares)1, 
married  John  Hall  and  that  their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Parker, 
married  Parish  Garner.  (North.  0.  B.  5,  p.  284) 

The  land  which  Parish  Garner’s  wife  inherited  from 
her  grandfather,  William  Shoares,  lay  partly  at  least  in  West¬ 
moreland  County  for  there  is  a  record  in  that  county  dated 
February  24,  1717/18  of  a  land  dispute  between  Parish 
Garner  and  John  Hall  on  one  hand  and  Benedict  and  John 
Middleton  on  the  other  concerning  the  boundary  line  fixed 
between  Robert  Middleton  and  William  Shoares,  the  former 
owners  (West,  D.  &  W.  B.  6,  p.  252)  January  14,  1709, 
Parish  Garner  patented  92  acres  of  land  in  Cherry  Point 
Neck,  Northumberland,  adjoining  John  Keene’s  Creek,  also 
adjoining  the  land  of  George  Neal,  deceased.  (Va.  L.  Gr. 
B.  3,  p.  246)  The  will  of  Parish  Garner,  dated  February 
12,  1718/19,  probated  March  18,  1718,  was  witnessed  by 
John  Keene  and  John  Rice.  (North.  R  .B.  19,  p.  29)  It  reads 
as  follows: 


1.  This  name  has  sometimes  been  interpreted  as  Sheares  though 
most  researchers  seem  to  have  called  it  Shoares.  William 
Shoares  married  Elizabeth  Tingey,  nee  Hicks,  as  shown  by  the 
following:  “An  indenture  between  William  Shoares  of  Cherry 
Point  Neck  on  the  1st  part,  Elizabeth  Tingey  of  Cherry  Point  widow 
of  the  2nd  part  and  Capt.  John  Lee  of  Lower  Machotick  of  West¬ 

moreland  and  Capt.  Thomas  B  rereton  of  Little  Wecomico  of 
Northumberland  of  the  3rd.  Whereas  there  is  a  marriage  in¬ 
tended  to  be  solemnized  between  ye  said  William  Shoares  and  the 
said  Elizabeth  Tingey,  widow,  27  January,  1668.”  Elizabeth  was 
the  widow  of  Robert  Tingey.  (North.  R.  B.  16,  p.  45)  In  1668, 
William  Shoares  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  “assign  their  rights  to  a 
dividend  of  land  lying  on  ye  head  of  Yeocomico  River  now  in 
the  tenture  of  Capt.  John  Rogers.  This  land  ye  said  Capt.  Rogers 
holds  in  right  of  his  wife  Mrs.  Ann  Rogers  ye  relect  and  admin¬ 
istratrix  of  Mr.  Francis  Clay  and  also  relect  of  Mr.  John  Tene- 
fee.”  (North.  R.  B.  16,  p.  83)  The  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  2)  of 
William  Shoares,  dated  Oct.  7,  1693,  probated  Aug.  28,  1695, 
mentions  the  following:  Elizabeth  and  Ruth  Parker,  daughters 
of  William  Parker,  to  whom  he  gave  land  adjoining  John  Middle- 
ton;  William,  son  of  John  Landman;  also  Edward  Minty  and 
William  Short;  and  his  father-in-law,  Mr.  John  Hicks. 
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I  Parish  Gardiner  being  sick  and  weak  of  body  but  blessed 
be  God  of  perfect  memory,  make  ordain  and  institute  this  my  Last 
will  and  Testament — Item  I  give  and  bequeath  my  soul  to  God 
that  gave  it  me  in  certain  and  sure  hope  of  resurrection  at  the 
day  of  Judgment,  hoping  and  trusting  for  salvation  at  that  day 
by  the  merritte  of  my  only  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  Item,  I 
bequeath  my  body  to  the  earth  to  have  a  decent  and  Christian  like 
buriale  at  the  direction  of  my  Executors.  Item  I  institute  and 
appoint  Mr.  James  Garner  and  Mr.  Wm  Metcalfe  my  Lawyer 
Exrs  of  this  my  Last  will  and  Testament.  Item  I  appoint  my 
son  Wm.  Garner  one  years  school.  Item  I  appoint  my  son  Sam 
Garner  two  years  schooling.  Item  I  appoint  my  debts  to  be  hon¬ 
estly  paid  and  the  rest  Item  I  haveing  four  children  as  followeth 
Geo.  Garner,  Parish  Garner,  Wm  Garner  and  Sam  Garner  and  my 
wife  Elizabeth  Garner.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  my  whole  estate 
to  be  equally  divided  between  them  that  is  five  equal  parts,  to 
each  child  a  part  and  to  my  wife  Eliz.  Garner  a  childs  part. 
Item  I  appoint  my  son  Geo.  Garner  to  pay  for  his  two  brothers 
Wm.  Garner  and  Samuel  Garners  schooling  at  his  own  cost 
and  out  of  his  part.  Item  I  appoint  my  children  to  be  at  age 
at  the  years  seventeen  to  have  the  benefit  of  this  my  Last  will  as 
witness  my  hand  this  12th  of  February  1718/19.

They  lived  in 
St.  Stephen’s  Parish,  Northumberland  County.  Bishop 
Meade3  mentions  Parish  Garner  as  a  vestryman  in  1758. 
His  will  (North.  R.  B.  1758-62,  p.  482),  dated  May  19, 
1761  and  recorded  October  12,  1761,  reads  as  follows:

Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Samuel  Garner  all  my  Lands 
in  Westmoreland  County  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever  Item  it 
is  my  will  and  desire  that  all  my  Estate  not  mentioned  above  to 
be  equally  divided  betwixt  all  my  children  now  living  only  my 
Daughter  Spelman’s  part  to  go  to  her  and  her  heirs  Lawfully 
begotten  of  her  Body  and  lastly  I  nominate  and  appoint  my  loving 
Son  Parish  Garner  to  be  my  whole  and  sole  Executor  as  witness 
my  last  Will  and  Testament  this  nineteenth  Day  of  May  Anno 
Dom.  one  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Sixty  one.

Parish  Garner  ( -  1769) 

1.  Parish4  Garner  (Par.3  Par.2  Jno.1)  married  Jane 
Edwards,  daughter  of  Thomas  Edwards  of  Lancaster  County, 
Virginia  and  apparently  had  no  children.  August  1762, 
Parish  Garner  produced  a  “Common”  from  the  Governor  of 
Virginia  appointing  him  Ensign  under  Captain  Newton 
Keene.  (North  R.  B.  1758-62,  p.  446)  Parish  Garner  sur¬ 
vived  his  father  by  only  eight  years.  His  will  (North.  R.  B. 
1766-70,  p.  412),  dated  August  29,  1769  and  recorded  Oc¬ 
tober  10,  1769,  reads  as  follows: 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I  Parish  Garner  of  the  Parish 
of  St.  Stephens  in  the  County  of  Northumberland  &  Colony  of 
Virginia  being  weak  of  Body  but  of  sound  &  perfect  mind  & 
memory  thanks  &  praise  be  to  Almighty  God  for  the  same  and 
calling  to  mind  the  uncertainty  of  this  Transitory  life  do  make, 
ordain,  constitute  and  appoint  this  to  be  my  True  last  Will  & 
Testament  &  none  other — hereby  Revoking  all  and  every  will  or 
wills  by  me  heretofore  made  either  by  Word  or  Writing.  First 
&  Principally  I  resign  my  soul  into  the  hands  of  Almighty  God 
Trusting  by  &  through  the  mediation  of  my  Blessed  Saviour  & 
Redeemer  Jesus  Christ  to  find  free  Pardon  of  all  my  Sins  &  a 
joyful  resurrection  at  the  appointed  time  &  my  Body  to  the 
Earth  therein  to  be  Decently  buried  at  the  Discretion  of  my  Ex¬ 
ecutors  hereafter  named.  Secondly  my  just  Debts  &  funeral 
Expenses  being  first  paid  I  give  devise  and  bequeath  unto  my 
loving  wife  Jane  Garner  the  full  use  of  one  half  of  my  whole 
Estate  as  well  Real  &  Personal  as  mixed  for  and  During  her 
natural  life  &  after  her  decease  to  Decend  as  in  manner  hereafter 
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Directed,  Item — after  the  Death  of  my  loving  wife  Jane  Garner 
I  give  Devise  and  bequeath  of  what  Estate  I  have  given  her  the 
use  of  for  &  During  her  natural  life  to  my  Brother  Samuel  Gar¬ 
ner  &  his  heirs  forever,  as  also  I  give  Devise  &  bequeath  unto 
my  said  Brother  Samuel  Garner  all  the  rest  of  my  estate  as  well 
Real  &  Personal  as  mixed  to  him  &  his  heirs  forever  subject 
nevertheless  to  the  following  conditions,  that  is  to  say,  that  he  the 
said  Samuel  Garner  shall  so  soon  as  he  may  or  shall  arrive  unto 
or  attain  the  full  age  of  Twenty  one  years  or  when  thereafter 
legally  Required  by  William  Garner  my  brother  make  over  and 
convey  by  good  and  sufficient  Deeds  unto  my  said  Brother  William 
Garner  &  his  heirs  all  that  piece  or  Parcel  of  Land  in  the  County 
of  Westmoreland  Devised  to  him  my  said  Brother  Samuel  Garner 
by  my  late  Deed  father  Parish  Garner,  as  also  make  over  to  my 
said  Brother  William  &  his  heirs  forever  all  the  Negroes  which 
he  the  said  Samuel  Garner  holds  unto  my  said  Father  Parish 
Garner  so  as  that  the  said  William  may  hold  the  said  Lands  & 
Negroes  to  him  and  his  heirs — Free  and  clear  from  any  claims  of 
him  the  said  Samuel  Garner  or  his  heirs  &  should  my  said 
Brother  Samuel  Garner  Refuse  at  the  time  aforesaid  or  when 
thereafter  Required  by  the  said  William  or  his  heirs  to  make 
a  full  &  safe  conveyance  in  the  Law  of  the  aforesd  Land  &  Negroes 
unto  the  said  William  Garner  &  his  Heirs  then  it  is  my  will  & 
Desire  that  every  bequest  intended  to  be  by  this  my  will  given  & 
made  to  him  the  said  Samuel  Garner  &  his  heirs  shall  be  null 
&  void.  Item — I  give  &  devise  to  my  loving  Brother  William 
Garner  &  his  heirs  two  hundred  pounds  of  current  money  together 
with  all  the  stockes  of  cattle  sheep  &  hoggs  which  I  have  placed 
upon  that  Plantation  of  him  the  said  William  which  is  next  to 
&  adjoining  the  Lands  of  Mr.  Francis  Kenner  which  said  sums 
of  money  &  stocks  of  cattle  sheep  &  hogs  I  intend  in  full  of  all 
claims  &  Demands  that  he  the  said  William  Garner  may  have 
against  me  for  any  account  whatsoever  but  should  he  Refuse  to 
accept  of  the  same  on  these  terms  then  I  desire  &  will  that  this 
bequest  be  null  and  Void.  For  as  much  as  I  have  ever  been 
averse  to  hired  Negroes  being  worked  upon  orphan  lands  I  do 
hereby  Expressly  ordain  &  Desire  that  not  any  Negroes  other 
than  what  may  be  in  my  Estate  at  the  time  of  my  Decease  or 
such  as  may  be  Purchased  from  the  labour  of  the  slaves  so  left, 
be  suffered  to  work  upon  or  tend  any  part  of  my  said  lands 
for  any  reasons  whatever.  Lastly,  I  nominate  and  appoint  my 
two  Friends,  Mr.  Joseph  Wildy  and  Newton  Keene  whole  and 
sole  Executors  of  this  my  last  will  &  Testament.  In  testimony 
whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  &  affixed  my  seal  this 
twenty  ninth  day  of  August  1769.

May  14,  1770,  Parish  Garner’s  widow,  Jane,  was  pos¬ 
sessed  of  her  half  of  the  estate  and  ‘'Captain  Newton  Keene, 
Gent.,  guardian  to  Samuel  Gardner,”  with  the  other  half. 
Newton  Keene  was  a  brother-in-law  of  Parish’s  wife,  hav¬ 
ing  married  her  sister,  Sarah  Edwards. 
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William  Parker  Garner  ( -  1799) 

2.  William  Parker4  Garner  (Par.3  Par.2  Jno.1)  mar¬ 
ried  Lucy - .  March  16,  1773,  John  Graham  and  wife 

sold  to  William  Parker  Garner  of  St.  Stephens  Parish  land  on 
Mattapony  River  in  Cherry  Point  Neck.  April  14,  1778, 
William  P.  Garner  and  wife,  Lucy,  sold  to  William  Kenner 
30  acres  on  Mattapony  for  75  pounds.  The  will  of  William 
Parker  Garner,  dated  September  14,  1798,  probated  in  1799, 
reads  as  follows : 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  William  Parker  Garner  of  the 
County  of  Northumberland  and  State  of  Virginia  being  weak  in 
body  but  of  perfect  mind  and  disposing  memory  do  make  and 
ordain  this  my  last  will  and  Testament  in  manner  and  form 
as  follows  that  is  to  say  principally  and  first  of  all  I  give  and 
recommend  my  soul  into  the  hands  of  God  that  gave  all,  and  for 
my  body  I  recommend  it  to  the  Earth  to  be  buried  in  a  Christian- 
like  manner  at  the  discretion  of  my  Exrs  and  as  touching  such  world¬ 
ly  estate  wherewith  it  has  pleased  god  to  bless  me  with  in  this  life 
I  give  devise  and  dispose  of  in  manner  and  form  as  follows  that 
is  to  say  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife  Lucy  Garner 
the  third  part  of  my  Estate  both  real  and  personal  during  her 
natural  life  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Parish  Garner  the 
plantation  whereon  I  now  live  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever.  Item 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Samuel  Garner  my  plantation  in 
cherry  point  called  Old  Town  with  the  land  adjoining  it  that 
I  bought  of  Major  Catesby  Jones  and  also  my  land  in  Mondays 
neck  adjoining  the  lands  of  Thomas  Opie  and  John  Lewis  to  him 
and  his  heirs  forever.  I  give  to  my  son  William  Spelman  Garner 
my  land  in  Westmoreland  County  together  with  a  negro  woman 
named  Bett  and  her  four  children  Vizt  Winney  Davy,  Spencer 
and  George  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever.  The  balance  of  my 
Estate  both  real  and  personal  after  my  just  debts  are  paid  I  de¬ 
sire  to  be  equally  divided  among  my  three  sons,  Parish,  Samuel 
and  William  Spelman  Garner  Lastly  I  do  hereby  constitute  & 
appoint  my  loving  wife  Lucy  Garner  and  my  son  Parish  Garner 
and  Thomas  Opie — Executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament 
and  do  hereby  disannull  disallow  and  revoke  all  and  every  other 
former  will  or  wills  by  me  made.  In  witness  whereof  I  have 
hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  fourteenth  day  of  September 
one  thousand  and  seven  hundred  and  ninety  eight.

William  Parker4  Garner  had  issue:  (1)  Parish5  Gar¬ 
ner,  born  June  23,  1776  (St.  Stephen’s  Parish  Register)  ;  (2) 
Lucy5  Garner,  born  December  8,  1778  (St.  Stephen’s  Parish 
Register)  :  (3)  Samuel5  Garner;  (4)  William  Spelman5 
Garner.  There  may  have  been  other  children  for  the  1790 
Census  lists  William  P.  Garner  in  Northumberland  County 
as  having  9  white  people  and  21  slaves  in  his  household. 
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4.  Samuel4  Garner  (Par.3  Par.2  Jno.1)  moved  to 
Richmond  County  where  he  died  apparently  unmarried. 
His  will  (North.  R.  B.  1776-80,  p.  126),  dated  November  18, 
1776  and  presented  in  court  on  February  10,  1777,  reads  as 
follows : 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  this  Novembr  18,  1776 — I  Samuel 
Garner  in  the  County  of  Richmond  being'  at  the  time  very  sick 
but  of  Perfect  mind  and  sound  memory  &  calling  to  mind  the 
Uncertenty  of  the  Duration  of  this  life  do  make  this  my  last  will 
&  Testament  Hereby  revoking  all  other  Will  or  Wills  heretofore 
by  me  made.  First  I  Recommend  my  soul  to  God  Who  Gave  it 
and  my  Body  to  the  Earth  from  whence  it  came.  Secondly  all 
my  Just  Debts  being  first  paid  I  give  all  my  Worldly  Goods  in 
Manner  Following  Item  I  give  to  my  Brother  William  Parker 
Garner  all  my  Estate  rites  and  Titles  to  lands  or  Negroes  con¬ 
ditionally.  Item  I  will  and  Desire  that  two  Hundred  and  fifty 
Pounds  be  Equally  Devided  between  my  Sisters  Children  Here¬ 
after  Named  viz.  Thomas  Cralle,  Frances  S.  Cralle,  Samuel  Cralle, 
Hannah  Efford,  Elizabeth  Efford,  Sarah  Kennan  &  Elizabeth  Ken- 
nan  and  I  Hereby  Require  that  what  money  is  due  by  Mr  Elias 
Edwards  be  Equally  Devided  between  His  Two  Children  Namely 
William  and  Francis  Edwards.  Item  if  Thomas  Cralle  die  with¬ 
out  a  Lawfull  heir  then  his  part  to  be  Equally  Devided  between 
Hannah  and  Elizabeth  Efford  but  if  Any  of  the  Rest  die  without 
lawful  heir  the  Reviving  Brother  or  Sister  Above  Mentioned  to 
Come  in  heir  for  the  Whole  But  if  both  die  then  for  it  to  be 
Equally  Devided  among  the  Remaining  Brothers  &  Sisters — I 
likewise  will  that  the  boys  Shall  Receive  their  portion  at  the 
Age  of  twenty  one  years  the  Girls  theirs  at  Sixteen  that  if  not 
paid  them  in  Twelve  Months  After  on  Demand  that  they  sell 
without  Trouble  so  much  of  the  Estate  as  will  satisfy  them  I 
likewise  leave  to  Richard  Crocker  one  Cow  &  Calf  and  Mr.  Cross¬ 
field  one  mare,  and  lastly  I  Do  Appoint  my  Brother  William  P. 
Garner  Whole  Exectr  of  this  my  last  Will  in  Witness  whereof  I 
Have  hereunto  Set  my  hand  and  Seal  the  Day  and  year  above 
written.

5.  Spelman4  Garner  (Par.3  Par.2  Jno.1),  born  in  1740, 

was  married  three  times.  Hayden4  states  that  on  July  4, 
1759,  Spelman,  daughter  of  Parish  and  Frances  (Spelman) 
Garner,  became  the  wife  of  Captain  John  Cralle  who  served 
in  the  Ninth  Virginia  Regiment.  In  1750  he  had  married 
Judith  Ball  who  died  April  30,  1759.  Spelman  appears 
to  have  later  married  -  Efford  and  -  Ken¬ 

nan,  judging  by  the  names  of  her  children  as  mentioned  in 
the  will  of  her  brother,  Samuel  Garner.  She  had  issue :5

R.  B.  1776-80,  p.  98) 
dated  September  28,  1774,  probated  December  9,  1776,  reads 
as  follows: 

In  the  Name  of  God  Amen  I  William  Garner  of  the  County 
of  Northumberland  being  sick  and  weak  of  body  but  of  sound  and 
Perfect  mind  and  Senses  Thanks  be  to  the  almighty  God  for  the 
same  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  Testament  in  manner  and 
form  following  and  first  I  bequeave  my  Soul  into  the  hands  of 
The  Almighty  God  who  gave  it  me  and  as  for  my  Body  I  Bequeave 
it  to  the  ground  from  whence  it  was  taken  and  as  for  my  worldy 
Goods  I  Do  Dispose  of  in  manner  and  form  following — Item  I 
do  Give  and  Bequeave  to  my  Beloved  Sons  John  Garner  and 
Presley  Garner  Each  of  them  one  Bed  apeace  to  be  Purchasd 
by  my  Estate,  Item  I  do  Give  and  Bequeave  to  all  my  Beloved 
Children  my  Negro  man  George  and  all  the  Rest  of  my  Estate  to 
be  Equally  Devided  amongst  them  after  Paying  all  my  Just 
Debts.  And  I  do  hereby  appoint  my  beloved  friends  Isaac  Gas¬ 
kins  and  Robert  Pinckard  to  be  my  Exectrs  of  this  my  last  will 
and  Testament  in  Witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand 
and  Seale  This  Twenty  Eighte  Day  of  September  One  Thousand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy  fore.

The  fact  that  two  of  these  were  issued  on  the  same  date 
and  with  consecutive  numbers  and  that  the  third  was  not 
far  behind  them  in  number  and  date  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  they  were  the  sons  of  William4  Garner. 

The  will  (Lan.  W.  &  C.  B.  22,  Pt.  2,  p.  154)  of  Wil¬ 
liam4  Garner,  dated  August  8,  1790  and  proved  April  19, 
1791,  reads  as  follows: 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  William  Garner  of  Christ 
Church  parish  and  County  of  Lancaster  being  very  sick  and  in 
small  hopes  of  recovery  but  in  perfect  sence  and  memory  blessed 
be  God  for  it  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner 
and  form  following  first  and  principally  I  bequeath  my  soul  to 
Almighty  God  that  first  gave  it  to  me  trusting  to  the  merits  of 
my  sweet  savier  Jesus  Christ  that  at  the  general  resurrection 
I  shall  receive  pardon  and  remission  of  all  my  sins  and  my  body 
to  be  buried  in  a  Christian  like  manner  by  my  exors  hereafter 
mentioned  and  as  for  my  worldly  goods  that  it  hath  pleased  Almighty 
God  to  endow  me  with  I  give  as  followeth  Item  I  give  to  my  loving 
wife  Ellen  Garner  the  use  of  my  whole  estate  after  paying  my 
Debts  out  of  such  things  as  she  can  best  spare  during  her  natural 
life  and  then  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  children  or  their 
heirs  lawfully  begotten  of  their  bodys — I  ordain  conclude  and 
appoint  my  loving  wife  exor  of  this  my  last  will  and  Testament 
revoking  all  other  wills  by  me  before  made  ratifying  this  to  be 
my  last  will  and  testament  as  witness  my  hand  and  seal  this 
eighth  day  of  August  1790.

Benjamin  Garner  ( - 1718) 

6.  Benjamin2  Garner,  son  of  John1  and  Susanna 
(Keene)  Garner,  died  unmarried  in  Westmoreland  County 
in  1718.  He  was  under  21  years  of  age  when  his  father 
made  his  will  in  1702.  He  was  executor  of  his  mother’s 
estate  in  1716.  Benjamin  left  the  following  will  (West. 
D.  &  W.  B.  6,  p.  280)  dated  March  31,  1718,  probated 
May  28,  1718: 

In  the  name  of  God  amen  I  Benjamin  Garner  of  Cople 
Parish  in  the  County  of  Westmoreland  being  sick  and  weak  of 
body  but  of  sound  &  perfect  mind  and  memory  praise  be  to  God 
for  the  same  do  think  fitt  to  make  &  ordain  this  my  last  will  & 
Testament  in  manner  &  form  as  followeth.  Item  I  give  and  be¬ 
queath  to  brother  Henry  Garner  my  suit  of  Duroys  alsoe  I  give 
and  bequeath  to  my  brother  Parish  Garner  my  new  suit  of  Drug- 
gett,  alsoe  I  give  &  bequeath  to  my  cozen  Henry  Garner  a  three 
year  old  heifer,  also  I  give  to  my  cozen  Thomas  Garner  the  son  of 
Henry  Garner  a  three  year  old  heifer.  I  give  my  cozen  Joseph  Gar¬ 
ner  the  son  of  John  Garner  a  three  year  old  heifer  also  I  give  &  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  god  son  Benjamin  Walker  a  three  year  old  heifer, 
also  I  give  &  bequeath  to  coz.  Vincent  Lewis  ye  son  of  William 
Lewis  a  three  year  old  heifer,  also  I  give  to  my  brother  Thomas 
Garner  my  best  gun  and  my  best  hatt  also  I  give  my  sister  Mary 
Price  a  looking  glass  and  I  give  my  sister  Martha  a  large  silk 
handkerchief  and  a  small  trunk  also  I  give  and  bequeath  my 
cozen  James  Garner  the  son  of  James  Garner  a  three  year  old 
heifer  also  I  give  my  cozen  John  Garner  the  gun  I  bought  of 
Thomas  Watson.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  brother  James 
Garner  all  my  whole  right  and  title  and  interest  of  the  two  hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  land  I  now  live  on  to  him  and  his  heires  forever 
also  I  give  my  sd  brother  James  Garner  all  the  rest  of  my  estate 
heretofore  not  named  be  it  of  what  quantity  or  quality  soever.  I 
also  appoint  constitute  and  ordain  my  sd  brother  James  Garner 
to  be  my  whole  &  sole  executor  of  this  my  last  will  &  testament 
making  null  and  void  &  no  effect  all  other  wills  heretofore  by  me 
made  makeing  and  declaring  this  to  be  my  last  will  &  testament. 

In  Witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  sett  my  hand  &  fixed  my  seal 
this  31st  day  of  March  Anno:  Dom.  1718.

This  will  was  recorded  June  1718  in  Westmoreland  County 
by  Thomas  Sorrell,  Clerk  of  Court.  The  cousins  referred 
to  in  the  will  were  in  reality  nephews  of  Benjamin.  At  that 
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time  it  was  customary  to  call  cousin  all  relatives  more  remote 
than  brothers  and  sisters. 

James  Garner  ( -  1726) 

7.  James2  Garner,  son  of  John1  and  Susanna 
(Keene)  Garner,  lived  in  Northumberland  County  and  died 
there  in  1726.  He  was  under  age  at  the  time  of  his  father’s 
will  in  1702,  by  which  he  was  left  2000  pounds  of  tobacco. 
In  1705  he  bought  land  of  William  Moore  of  Lancaster 
County.  Witnesses  were  Benjamin  Brown  and  Francis 

Friscoe.  By  1710  he  had  married  Mary - .  He  was 

an  executor  of  the  wills  of  three  of  his  brothers — Vincent 
in  1710,  Parish  in  1718,  and  Benjamin  in  1718.  Benjamin 
left  him  two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Westmoreland  County, 
as  well  as  the  rest  of  his  estate  not  otherwise  bequeathed. 
An  inventory  of  the  estate  of  James  Garner  was  returned 
in  1726/27,  having  been  appraised  by  John  Waughop,  Rod¬ 
ham  Neale,  Robert  Clark  and  Mathew  Kennon.  John  Lewis 
affirmed  that  James  Garner  departed  this  life  without  mak¬ 
ing  a  will  and  was  appointed  the  administrator  of  his  estate. 

James2  and  Mary  Garner  had  the  following  children, 
whose  births  are  recorded  on  St.  Stephen’s  Parish  Register : 
(1)  Susanna3  Garner,  born  January  30,  1711;  (2)  James3 
Garner,  born  July  15,  1714;  (3)  John3  Garner,  born  August 
16,  1716.  Inventory  of  his  estate  returned  in  1751 ;  Septem¬ 
ber  25,  1752,  his  estate  was  charged  with  one  year’s  school¬ 
ing  for  “John  Garner’s  orphans,”  Anne  and  Rebecca — John 
Webb  administrator;  (4)  Nancy3  Garner,  born  January  27, 
1718;  (5)  Frances3  Garner,  born  January  16,  1721. 

Mary  Garner 

8.  Mary2  Garner,  daughter  of  John1  and  Susanna 
(Keene)  Garner,  was  given  a  thumb  ring  in  her  father’s 
will  and  a  looking  glass  by  her  brother  Benjamin’s  will. 
She  is  believed  to  have  married  William  Price.  On  March 
15,  1720,  Mary  Price,  James  Lewis  and  Thomas  Ashburn 
gave  bond  against  the  estate  of  William  Price  deceased. 
On  the  same  day  Mary  Price  was  granted  administration 
of  the  estate  of  William  Price. 

Susan  Garner 

9.  Susan2  Garner,  daughter  of  John1  and  Susanna 
(Keene)  Garner,  was  given  a  thumb  ring  in  her  father’s 
will.  She  married  William  Lewis,  son  of  Mary  Price  and 
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her  first  husband, - Lewis.  Her  brother,  Benjamin, 

mentions  in  his  will  her  son,  Vincent  Lewis.  Mary  Price, 
her  mother-in-law,  mentions  her  daughters,  Elizabeth  and 
Ann,  and  her  son,  Vincent.  Thus  we  know  that  Susan 
(Garner)  Lewis  had  at  least  the  following  issue :  (1)  Vin¬ 
cent3  Lewis;  (2)  Elizabeth3  Lewis;  (3)  Ann3  Lewis. 

Mary  Price,  mother-in-law  of  Susan  Garner,  married 

first  -  Lewis,  and  second  Richard  Price.  She  left 

a  will  (North.  R.  B.  19,  p.  388),  dated  December  26,  1724, 
probated  April  20,  1726,  in  which  the  following  people  were 
mentioned:  Sons,  William,  John  and  Clement  (last  name 
not  stated)  ;  son,  Arjalon  Price  (an  Arjalon  Price  died  in 
Orange  County,  Virginia — will  recorded  there  in  1773)  ; 
sons,  John  Lewis,  William  Lewis  and  James  Lewis;  grand¬ 
children,  Ann,  Elizabeth  and  Vincent  Lewis,  children  of  her 
deceased  son,  William  Lewis;  granddaughter,  Mary  Dam- 
erille,  daughter  of  Joseph  Damerille;  grandson,  Pemberton 
Claughton;  grandson,  Lewis  Toon,  son  of  Mark  Toon.  Wit¬ 
nesses  were  George  Rout,  Martha  Rout  and  William  Rout. 

1.  Vincent3  Lewis  (Sus.2  Jno.1  Garner)  is  believed  to 
have  moved  to  Prince  William  County.  May  20,  1735,  Law¬ 
rence  McNemar  of  Westmoreland  County  sold  to  Vincent 
Lewis  of  Truro  Parish,  Prince  William  County,  150  acres 
of  land  for  3500  pounds  of  tobacco,  land  near  Pohic  Run, 
adjoining  John  Martin.  Witnesses  were  Samuel  Earle, 
Anthony  Seale  and  James  Turley  (Pr.  Wm.  D.  B.  B,  p.  436) 
July  10,  1745,  James  Thomas  of  Westmoreland  County  sold 
to  Vincent  Lewis  of  Prince  William  County  268  acres  ad¬ 
joining  John  Waugh  and  Thomas  Hooper  deceased.  (Pr. 
Wm.  D.  B.  D,  p.  205)  Land  tax  books  of  Loudon  County 
show  that  Vincent  Lewis  paid  on  569  acres  of  land  in  1782 
and  340  acres  in  1791.  In  1798  Charles  and  Joseph  Lewis 
paid  on  the  land  of  Vincent  Lewis.  Probable  issue  of  Vin¬ 
cent3  Lewis:  (1)  Charles4  Lewis;  (2)  Joseph4  Lewis. 

Martha  Garner 

10.  Martha2  Garner,  daughter  of  John1  and  Susanna 
(Keene)  Garner,  was  given  a  thumb  ring  in  her  father’s 
will  and  a  large  silk  handkerchief  and  trunk  in  the  will  of 
her  brother,  Benjamin. 


CHAPTER  VIII 


THE  KEENE  FAMILY 

Thomas  Keene,  father  of  Susanna  Keene,  who  mar¬ 
ried  John  Garner,  was  born,  presumably  in  England,  in  1593, 
according  to  a  deposition  which  he  made  in  1648  in  which 
he  stated  he  was  55  years  old.  (Md.  Arch.,  Vol.  4,  p.  452) 
He  may  have  been  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Gos- 
nold)  Keene  of  Suffolk,  England.1  We  first  find  Thomas 
Keene  living  on  Kent  Island.  This  island,  which  lies  just  off 
the  coast  of  Maryland  in  Chesapeake  Bay,  was  first  colon¬ 
ized  in  1631  when  Col.  William  Clayborne  of  Virginia  led  a 
band  of  about  100  colonists  there  and  established  a  trading 
post.  In  1632  the  colonists  sent  a  representative  to  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  Assembly  at  Jamestown.  However,  Lord  Baltimore 
had  been  granted  a  claim  which  overlapped  that  of  Virginia 
and  on  February  27,  1634,  after  a  long  and  stormy  voyage, 
300  of  his  colonists  reached  Maryland.  A  conflict  then  arose 
between  the  Kent  Islanders,  who  wished  to  belong  to  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  the  Marylanders  who  claimed  the  island  for  their 
colony.  This  dispute  lasted  for  fifteen  years. 

In  December  1636  Capt.  George  Evelin  appeared  on 
Kent  Island  and  put  himself  in  the  good  graces  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  by  seeming  to  favor  their  claims  to  Virginia  al¬ 
legiance.  Early  in  1637,  however,  he  changed  sides  and  by 
trickery  and  double-dealing  managed  to  supplant  Col.  Clay- 
borne  as  leader  of  the  colony.  He  was  given  the  title  of  Com- 

1.  Elizabeth  Gosnold  was  the  daughter  of  Robert  Gosnold  whose  will, 
dated  Aug.  15,  1615,  proved  Nov.  1,  1615  (Will  Rudd  101),  reads 
in  part  as  follows: 

“Robert  Gosnold  of  Earleshall,  County  Suffolk,  Esq.  To  be 
buried  at  Otley  near  my  wife.  To  Elizabeth  Keene,  my  daughter, 
the  wife  of  Thomas  Keene,  £8  a  year.  To  my  son  Anthony  Gos¬ 
nold  my  house  in  Swillon  called  Eales.  To  my  son  Thomas  Gosnold 
£200.  To  my  grandson  Robert  Gosnold  all  moveable  goods  in  the 
house  at  Otley,  with  the  horse  mill,  brewing  house,  Dayrie  goods, 
etc.  To  Anthony  Gosnold,  my  grandchild,  nowe  in  Virginia  £100, 
if  he  shall  return  in  one  year  after  my  decease.  To  Henry  Keene 
my  grandchild,  £20.  To  Thomas  Keene  my  grandchild  £20.  To 
my  son  John  Gosnold  £500  which  he  owes  me  for  buying  his  office  at 
the  Court.  To  John  Joanes  my  house  in  Otley  in  occupation  of 
Francis  Butterhall.  To  Anthony  my  son  a  piece  of  ground  in  Otley 
nowe  in  lease  to  Daniel  Walton.  To  my  executors  toward  the  per¬ 
formance  of  this  will,  lands  I  bought  of  my  son  John  Gosnold  un¬ 
til  he  pays  them  £400.”  Executors:  son  Anthony  and  Mr.  Francis 
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mander  of  Kent  Island  by  Gov.  Calvert  of  Maryland  and  be¬ 
came  a  virtual  dictator  over  the  inhabitants.  Streeter* 2  says 
“John  Sturman,  Sr.  and  Thomas  Keyme,  coopers,”  were  di¬ 
rected  to  devote  their  time  to  making  pipe-staves,  assisted 
by  seven  servants.  April  30,  1638,  we  find  this  record :  “En¬ 
tered  by  Capt.  George  Evelin  for  the  Manor  of  Evelinton  in 
the  Baronie  of  St.  Maries:”3  Following  this  were  the  names 
of  twenty-three  men,  among  them  Thomas  Keane,  William 
Medcalf,  Matthew  Roadham  and  Thomas  Orley,  all  of  whom 
later  moved  to  Northumberland  County,  Virginia,  just 
across  the  Potomac  River  from  St.  Marys  County,  Maryland. 
This  might  mean  that  Capt.  Evelin  was  responsible  for 
bringing  these  colonists  to  Kent  Island  from  England  or 
merely  that  he  took  them  from  Kent  Island  to  St.  Marys. 
Many  of  the  names  listed  were  mentioned  by  Streeter  as 
having  been  on  Kent  Island. 

Thomas  Keene  may  have  been  one  of  the  original  set¬ 
tlers  of  Kent  Island  who  went  there  from  Virginia  with  Col. 
Clayborne  in  1631.  If  he  did  live  for  a  while  on  St.  Marys, 
he  later  returned  to  Kent  Island,  where  on  November  9,  1640, 
he  patented  100  acres  of  land  in  Hog  Pen  Neck  lying  between 
Thicketty  Creek  on  the  North  and  Hog  Pen  Creek  and 
Chesapeake  Bay  on  the  West.4  We  know  that  his  eldest  son 
was  born  on  Kent  in  1642.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Council 
of  Maryland,  1633-47,  give  an  assessment  by  Lieutenant 
Grail  and  Council  for  levying  2000  pounds  of  tobacco  to  the 
account  of  the  last  expedition  —  “levies  upon  the  county  of 
Kent  after  the  rates  following.”  Among  those  levied  upon 
was  Thomas  Keyne.5

Robert  Gosnold  was  Justice  of  Peace  for  Suffolk.  His  wife 
was  Ursula,  third  daughter  of  William  Naunton  of  Leathering- 
ham  Abbey.  He  is  said  to  have  descended  from  John  Gosnold  of 
Otley,  Suffolk,  England,  who  lived  during  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 
A  prominent  member  of  this  family  was  Bartholomew  Gosnold, 
nephew  of  Robert,  who  commanded  the  “Goodspeed”  and  was  vice 
admiral  of  the  fleet  of  three  vessels,  “The  Sarah  Constant,”  “The 
Discovery”  and  “The  Goodspeed”  which  landed  at  Jamestown,  Va., 
in  1607.  Also  in  1602  he  had  discovered  the  island  of  Martha’s 
Vineyard,  which  he  named  for  one  of  his  daughters.  He  died  of 
swamp  fever  Aug.  22,  1607,  at  Jamestown.  A  chart  of  this  Gos¬ 
nold  family  may  be  found  in  the  library  of  the  Virginia  Historical 
Society  in  Richmond,  Va.

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In  1644,  Col.  Clayborne  removed  to  Virginia,  taking 
100  men,  for  each  of  which  he  received  50  acres  of  land  on 
the  south  side  of  the  York  River.6  Thomas  Keene  was 
claimed  as  one  of  these  headrights,  though  this  claim  was 
not  recorded  until  1653.  The  land  grant  states  that  William 
Clayborne  “came  up  the  Pamunkey  River  in  the  narrows 
abutting  on  the  mouth  of  a  creek  called  Tankes,  parting 
same  land  from  the  land  of  Captain  John  West’s  running 
west  to  a  point  of  land  whereon  said  Col.  Clayborne  landed 
his  army  under  his  command,  in  1644.”  Thomas  Keene  may 
have  served  for  a  time  with  Col.  Clayborne  near  West  Point, 
Virginia.  However,  in  1648  he  was  in  St.  Marys  County, 
Maryland,  where  he  made  the  deposition  stating  his  age. 

Thomas  Keene  had  moved  to  Cherry  Point,  North¬ 
umberland  County,  Virginia  by  December  9,  1650,  on  which 
date  he  and  William  Presley  appraised  an  estate.  (North. 
R.  B.  1650-52,  p,  48)  April  13,  1652,  an  oath  of  allegiance  to 
England  was  taken  by  a  number  of  Northumberland  colon¬ 
ists  as  follows:  “Those  names  here  subscribed  do  promise 
and  engage  ourselves  to  be  bound  and  faithful  to  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  England  as  it  is  now  without  King  or  House 
of  Lords.”  Among  other  signers  were  Thomas  Keene,  Henry 
Rayner  and  Thomas  Broughton,  successive  husbands  of  the 
same  wife.  (North.  O.  B.  1,  p.  72)  September  20,  1652, 
Thomas  Keene  was  paid  625  pounds  of  tobacco  out  of  the 
estate  of  Henry  Barnes.  (North.  O.  B.  2,  p.  289)  October 
13,  1653,  we  find  recorded:  “Now  Know  we  that  I  the  said 
Richard  Bennett  Esq.  Governor  give  and  grant  unto  Thomas 
Keene  five  hundred  twenty  seven  Acres  of  Land  Scituate 
lying  and  being  in  the  County  of  Northumberland  and  abut¬ 
ting  Northwest  upon  the  Severall  Lands  of  Ralph  Horsly  and 
Edward  Coppedge  South  and  South  East  upon  Claughtons 
Creeke  and  North  East  upon  Cherry  poynt  the  said  Land 
due  unto  the  said  Thomas  Keene  by  and  for  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  Eleven  persons  into  this  Colony  to  have  and  to  hold 
.  .  .”  (L.  Gr.  B.  3,  p.  61)  Headrights  mentioned  were  Thomas 
Orley  (twice),  Archibald  Read,  Thomas  Watson,  Margaret 
Browne,  John  Earle  and  wife,  Thomas  Keene,  Mary 
Keene  and  William  Keene.  This  was  recorded  after  the 
death  of  Thomas  and  the  patent  was  renewed  March  18, 
1662. 

Thomas  Keene  was  a  cooper  and  possibly  a  mer¬ 
chant  as  well  as  a  planter,  as  shown  by  his  will.  Evidence 
in  Maryland  Archives  (B.  5,  p.  183)  would  also  indicate

staves.”  The  will  of  Thomas  Keene  (North  R.  B.  14,  p.  16), 
dated  November  27,  1652  and  probated  January  20,  1652/3, 
reads  as  follows: 


In  the  name  of  God  amen  know  all  men  that  I  Thomas 
Keene  being  fresh  of  memory  doeth  as  followeth  hirst  I  bequeath 
my  spiritt  to  God  that  gave  it  after  my  body  to  the  earth  and  then 
as  followeth  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sone  Thomas  one  Cowe 
named  Cole  next  to  my  Daughter  Susanna  one  Heifer  called  by 
the  name  of  Su  next  I  give  my  sone  William  one  heifer  named 
Gentle  next  I  give  my  sone  Matthew  the  next  Cowe  Calfe  that 
falleth  of  the  old  Cowes.

Thomas  Keene  married  Mary  - ,  possibly 

Thorley.  The  will  (Md.  Cal.  Wills,  Vol.  I,  p.  212)  of  Ed¬ 
ward  Thorley  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  dated 
December  1678,  probated  February  10,  1678/9,  provided: 
“To  my  three  sons,  Edward,  John  and  Samuel,  PascalPs 
Chance  in  Talbot  County  to  be  equally  divided  .  .  .  should 
my  sons  die,  the  estate  to  be  equally  divided  among  all  of 
my  children.  To  my  daughters,  personalty.  To  my  Cousin 
Thomas  Keene,  personalty/’  The  executor  was  his  wife, 
Mary,  and  witnesses  were  Thomas  Kington,  Thomas  Shep¬ 
pard  and  Thomas  Williams.  Talbot  County  lies  just  south 
of  Kent  Island  and  Anne  Arundel  across  Chesapeake  Bay 
from  it  on  the  west.  Thomas  Keene  probably  married  his 
wife  in  Maryland  as  their  first  son  was  born  on  Kent  Island 
in  1642.  She  may  have  been  a  sister  of  Edward  Thorley 
and  her  son,  Thomas,  the  cousin  he  mentioned.  Nieces  and 
nephews  were  called  cousins  at  that  time. 

The  following  entry  appears  in  Northumberland 
County  Order  Book  2: 

10th  of  March  1652/3 

According  to  sufficient  proofs  made  before  this  Court  there 
is  due  to  Mary  Keene  200  acres  of  Land  for  the  transportation 
of  these  persons  following  into  this  colony.  Vizt: 

Thos  Keene  Wm  Keene  & 

Her  Self  Susan  Keene 

Thomas  and  Mary  Keene  had  issue:  (1)  William2 
Keene;  (2)  Thomas2  Keene;  (8)  Susanna2  Keene;  (4) 
Matthew2  Keene. 

After  the  death  of  Thomas  Keene,  Mary  Keene  mar¬ 
ried  Henry  Raynor  who  in  September,  1652  was  appointed 
constable  for  Chicacone.  (North.  0.  B.  2,  p.  3)  March  22, 
1658,  one-half  of  240  acres  which  had  been  patented  by 
Henry  Raynor  in  Northumberland  County  was  deeded  to 
William  Hopkins  (pages  badly  mutilated — all  details  not 
clear).  Mary  Raynor’s  name  appears,  possibly  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  sale.  The  next  item  is  one  assigning  the  other  half 
of  the  patent  to  Mary,  “land  of  her  husband  Henry  Raynor,” 
and  by  Mary  to  her  children  who  are  not  named.  (North. 
R.  B.  15,  p.  19)  On  the  same  day,  March  22,  1658,  a 
marriage  agreement  was  signed  by  Mary  Raynor  and  Thomas 
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Broughton.  “A  marriage  agreement  of  Mary  Raynor, 
widow  to  Henry,  she  to  keep  her  property,  ‘Being  of  mind 
to  match  myself  to  Mr.  Thomas  Broughton  in  the  honorable 
estate  of  Marriage/  ”  (North.  B.  15,  pp.  19-20)  At  the 
October  court  in  1659,  Thomas  Broughton  returned  the  ac¬ 
count  of  the  division  of  the  cattle  to  the  “orphans  of  Thomas 
Keene” — Wm.  Keene,  2  cows,  Susanna  1  cow,  Thomas,  1 
cow,  and  Mathew,  1  cow  and  one  steer  “and  for  two  years 
schooling.”  (North.  0.  B.  15,  p.  30)  Thomas  Broughton 
made  a  deposition  in  Northumberland  County  in  1656  in 
which  he  stated  he  was  34  years  old.  One  Thomas  Brough¬ 
ton  came  to  America  in  1635  on  the  ship  “America.”  In 
Hotten7  we  find  among  “Passengers  from  the  port  of  London, 
June  23,  1635,”  Thomas  Broughton  bound  for  Virginia. 
His  age  was  given  as  19.  Both  Thomas  Broughton  and 
John  Garner  may  have  left  Virginia  between  1650  and  1654. 
October  17,  1650,  Lewis  Burwell,  Gent.,  patented  1600  acres 
of  land  in  Northumberland  on  the  south  side  of  the  Potomac 
River,  adjoining  Richard  Lee’s,  for  transporting  32  per¬ 
sons,  among  whom  were  Thomas  Broughton  and  John  Gar¬ 
ner.  (L.  Gr.  B.  2,  p.  250)  Then  on  September  6,  1654, 
Thomas  Hobkins  patented  1400  acres  of  land  in  Lancaster 
County  on  the  north  side  of  the  Rappahannock  River  for 
transporting  certain  persons  into  the  colony,  among  whom 
were  Thomas  Broughton,  John  Garner  and  Robert  Burwell. 
(L.  Gr.  B.  3,  pp.  315-84) 

June  6,  1661,  “Mary  the  widow  and  relict  of  Thomas 
Broughton  dec’d”  petitioned  that  papers  of  administration 
be  granted  her  for  the  estate  of  her  deceased  husband. 
(North.  O.  B.  2,  p.  278)  “Whereas  Mary  ye  relict  and  ad¬ 
ministratrix  of  Thomas  Broughton,  deceased,  hath  exhibited 
her  account  of  the  estate  of  ye  said  Broughton  to  this  court 
by  which  it  appears  that  she  hath  paid  149  pounds  of  tobacco 
in  cask.  She  is  discharged  from  ye  administration  21  July 
1662.”  (North.  O.  B.  2,  p.  314)  September  21,  1663,  Mrs. 
Mary  Broughton  was  assigned  240  acres  in  Northumberland 
County  by  inquisition  dated  October  23,  1662 — land  which 
had  been  granted  to  Henry  Raynor.  Also  on  the  same  date 
as  above  and  by  inquisition  dated  as  above,  she  received 
300  acres  of  land  which  had  been  granted  to  Thomas  Brough¬ 
ton.  (Va.  L.  Gr.  B.  5,  p.  539) 

The  will  (North.  R.  B.  15,  p.  92)  of  Mary  Keene- 


7.  John  C.  Hotten,  Original  Lists  of  Persons  .  .  .  Who  Went  from 
Great  Britain  to  American  Plantations,  1600-1700 ,  etc.,  1874. 
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Raynor-Broughton,  dated  January  2,  1662  and  recorded  Feb¬ 
ruary  10,  1662,  follows:8

Matthew  may  have  his  first  choice:  I  give  likewise  to  my  Sonne

and  when  eyther  of  my  sonnes  depart  from  the  other  my  desire  is 
that  at  their  separating  that  my  Executor  will  give  to  eyther  of  my 
sonnes  Thomas  &  Mathew  one  breeding  sowe.  ffor  my  Cattle  my 
desire  is  that  after  my  debts  be  satisfied  that  they  may  be  shared 
between  my  Sonnes  Thomas  &  Matthew  onely  to  my  Sonne  Matthew 
I  give  two  Cowes  more  than  to  Thomas  and  I  give  to  William 
Mousely  my  God  child  one  Cowe  &  alsoe  &  likewise  another  to 
Elizabeth  Perry  &  one  to  my  servant  Robert  Briorio  [?]  wch  be¬ 
quests  I  desire  my  Executor  to  satisfy.  As  for  my  ffriend  Thomas 
Daniell  my  desire  is  that  hee  live  upon  my  nowe  dwelling  plantacon

The  blank  spaces  represent  one 
or  more  missing  words.  Those  with  a  question  mark  indicate  words 
which  could  not  be  read. 
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William  Keene  (1642-1684) 

1.  William2  Keene,  son  of  Thomas1  and  Mary  Keene, 
was  born  March  10,  1642  on  Kent  Island,  Maryland,  and  died 
February  8,  1684  in  Northumberland  County,  Virginia.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Rogers,  daughter  of  Major  John  Rogers, 
who  served  as  a  justice  in  Northumberland  County.  Over 
his  grave  on  “Cypress  Farm”  there  is  a  horizontal  slab  of 
heavy  marble,  which  was  likely  made  in  England.  It  is  now 
broken  but  the  lettering  is  still  clear.  This  grave  is  said  to 
be  near  the  site  of  the  early  Keene  residence  and  lies  on  the 
left  of  the  road  leading  from  the  main  highway  to  Lewisetta, 
at  the  head  of  Garner’s  Creek,  named  for  John  Garner,  who 
owned  land  there  across  the  creek  from  William  Keene.  The 
inscription  on  the  slab  is  as  follows : 


Here  lyeth  the  body  of 
William  Keene,  the  Eldest  Son 
of  Thomas  and  Mary  Keene 
Born  in  Kent  in  Maryland  the 
10th  day  of  March  anno 
Dom.  1642,  Who  marryed 
Eliza,  the  2.  Daughter  of  John 
Rogers  Gent,  and  Ellin,  his 
Wife  of  Northumberland  Co. 
in  Virginia  by  Whome  he  had 
two  Sons  and  Four  daughters 
and  dyed  ye  8  day  of  Feb. 

1684  in  ye  two  and  Fortieth 
year  of  his  age. 


After  his  death,  Elizabeth  Keene  married  Thomas 
Banks,  whose  grave  is  beside  that  of  William  Keene.  It  is 
assumed  that  she  is  also  buried  there.  The  slab  on  the  grave 
of  Thomas  Banks  is  in  an  excellent  state  of  preservation  and 
bears  this  very  interesting  inscription : 
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HERE  LYETH  THE  BODY 


DAY.  ANNO  DOM.  1642 
AND  SERVED  Seven  Years  an 
Apprentice  to  Mr.  Wallistone  Mercht 
in  Southampton.  And  after  came  into 
Verginia,  where  he  married  three  Wives 
the  last  of  which  he  tooke 
to  Wife  Eliza  the  Relict  of  William 
Keene,  dec’d,  daughter  of 
John  Rogers  Gent,  and  Ellin  his 
Wife  of  Northumberland  County  in 
Verginia.  Was  marryed  the  8  day 
of  December  1687  and  dyed  the 
20  of  September  Anno  Dom. 

1697  In  the  56  Year  of  his  age. 

As  also  these  two  Versers.  As  I  in 
Sorrow  for  thee  have  been  distrest, 

If  God  Permit  Me  Lye  by  thee  to  rest. 
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St.  Giles  day  is  September  1st.  The  blank  space  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  slab  was  probably  left  for  an  epitaph  to  Elizabeth, 
his  wife. 

April  21,  1662,  “William  Davies  is  indebted  to  William 
Keene,  the  exectour  of  Mary  Broughton,  in  the  sum  of  550 
pounds  of  tobacco.”  The  court  ordered  the  sum  to  be  paid  to 
William  Keene.  November  5,  1668,  William  Keen  was  paid 
100  pounds  of  tobacco  from  the  county  levy  “for  a  wolf  shott.” 
(North.  0.  B.  3,  p.  47)  In  January,  1670,  judgment  was 
granted  Mr.  William  Morgan,  the  assignee  of  William  Keene, 
against  Francis  Roberts  for  3,791  pounds  of  tobacco.  (North. 
0.  B.  3,  p.  110)  February  28,  1673,  Dominick  Rice,  William 
Jollands,  William  Keyne  and  Abraham  Joyce  were  appointed 
to  appraise  the  estate  of  Robert  Hitchcock.  (North.  0.  B.  3, 
p.  174)  January  29,  1675,  Thomas  Ashton,  orphan  of  Mr. 
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Charles  Ashton,  selected  Mr.  William  Keene  as  his  guardian. 
(North.  0.  B.  3,  p.  228)  March,  1680,  “Joan  Rogers  owes 
William  Keyne  1,302  pounds  of  tobacco  .  .  .  judgment  is 
granted  to  William  Keyne.”  (North.  0.  B.  4,  p.  86)  Febru¬ 
ary  13,  1685,  “To  measure  for  Mr.  William  Keene  55  yards 
of  woolen  fleath  of  ye  breadth  according  to  act,”  the  Oath 
being  made  that  it  was  of  their  own  manufacture  and  growth. 
(North.  0.  B.  4,  p.  226) 

May  20,  1685,  “Upon  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Keene  a  probate  is  granted  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
her  deceased  husband,  Mr.  William  Keene.”  Witnesses  were 
Nicholas  Owen,  Richard  Rogers,  John  Crabb.  (North.  0.  B.  4, 
p.  268)  This  will  is  missing  from  the  records.  October  8, 
1687,  “Mrs.  Elizabeth  Keene  brought  her  account  to  this 
court  against  Mr.  Andrew  Grigg,  commander  of  the  ship 
‘Swann  of  Belfast’  and  declared  that  the  said  Grigg  has 
caused  a  pine  tree  to  be  fallen  on  her  land  and  made  into  a 
main  mast  for  his  said  ship  without  her  consent  and  carried 
it  a  way  without  making  her  any  satisfaction.  It  is  ordered 
that  Mr.  Grigg  pay  her  the  sum  of  20  shillings.”  (North. 
O.  B.  4,  p.  392)  “Whereas  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Banks  on  behalf 
of  her  son,  John  Keene,  has  an  attachment  awarded  her  by 
Major  Rodham  Kenner  against  Mathew  Myers  22  May  1705.” 
(North.  O.  B.  5,  p.  165) 

Elizabeth  (Rogers)  Keene-Banks  died  in  1720.  Her 
will  (North.  R.  B.  1718-26,  p.  127),  dated  May  23,  1720  and 
probated  July  20,  1720,  reads  as  follows: 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  Elizabeth  Banks  of  ye  Parrish 
of  St.  Stephens  in  the  County  of  Northumberland  in  the  Colony  of 
Virginia  Widdow  being  weake  of  body  but  of  Sound  and  perfect 
memory  (Laud  and  praised  bee  to  Almighty  Gode  for  the  same) 
do  make  here  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  fol¬ 
lowing  Dated  in  Virga  the  twenty  thirde  Day  May  Anno  Domini 
1720.  Imprimis  I  bequeath  my  Soule  to  Almighty  God  and  my 
will  is  that  my  body  have  Christian  burial  according  to  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  my  Executor  hereafter  named  and  appointed  and  as  to 
such  temporal  estate  as  it  hath  pleased  my  Good  God  to  lend  me 
give  and  dispose  of  the  same  together  with  my  lands  and  Negroes 
as  followeth  and  it  is  my  desire  that  my  just  debts  be  faithfully 
paid  by  my  Executor  —  Item  I  give  devise  and  bequeath  unto  my 
son  Jno  Keen  all  my  land  in  Mattaponie  and  the  half  the  stock  of 
cattle  and  Hoggs  to  .me  belonging  which  are  on  the  said  land  and 
two  of  my  negroes  Vizt  Violet  &  Harry  to  him  my  Said  Son  and 
his  heirs  forever  which  said  land  and  Negroes  together  with  what 
estate  I  have  formerly  given  him  I  intend  in  full  as  his  filial  part 
or  childs  portion  of  my  whole  estate  and  it  is  my  wish  and  desire 
that  if  after  my  decease  my  said  son  Should  endeavour  to  recover 
any  other  part  of  my  said  estate  than  what  I  have  hereby  be¬ 
queathed  to  him  that  then  the  land  and  negroes  above  mentioned 
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shall  revert  and  come  to  my  Grandson  Wm  Keen  and  to  his  heirs 
for  ever.  Item  I  give  to  my  Daughter  Hannah  Bushrod  these  four 
Negroes  Vizt  Hager,  Hannah  Patrick  and  Tony  to  her  and  her 
heirs  for  ever  together  with  all  the  best  of  my  wearing  apparel 
as  linnen  Silkes  and  Wollen  and  other  appurtenances  thereto  be¬ 
longing.  Item  I  give  unto  my  Grand  Son  Giles  Samford  and  to  his 
heirs  for  ever  one  negro  woman  named  Rachel  to  be  delivered  unto 
him  by  my  Executors  when  ye  sd  Giles  shall  attain  the  Age  of 
Twenty  and  one  Years  Item  I  give  unto  Sami  Samford  Senr.  and 
to  each  of  his  three  eldest  Sons  one  Shilling  Sterling  a  piece  Item 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  Grand  sons  John  Samford  and  Sami 
Samford  one  piece  of  Gorlick  Holland  to  each  of  them  Item  I  give 
and  bequeath  unto  my  Grandaughter  Elizabeth  Lee  that  thirty 
pounds  I  lent  her  husband  together  with  my  negro  woman  called 
Bess  and  her  son  called  Billy  to  her  and  her  heirs  for  ever  the  said 
woman  being  already  delivered  to  her  my  said  Grand  Daughter 
Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Said  Grand  Daughter  Elizabeth 
Lee,  one  feather  bed  and  furniture  Vizt  bed  bolster  Rugg,  blankets 
and  pair  sheets  two  pillows  one  Suit  Curtains  and  Vallens  and  bed¬ 
stead  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  grandaughter  Elizabeth 
Samford  one  negro  girl  named  Dido  to  her  my  Said  Grandaughter 
and  her  heirs  for  ever  which  Negro  I  appoint  to  be  Delivered  unto 
her  the  said  Elizabeth  att  the  age  of  Eighteen  Years  or  Day  of 
marriage  which  shall  first  happen  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
my  Grandchildren  John  Woodbridge  and  Elizabeth  Woodbridge  to 
Each  a  gold  ring  John  to  have  that  with  this  motto  in  it  Vizt.  “In 
my  choice  I  do  rejoyce”  and  Elizabeth  to  have  that  with  this  motto 
“Lett  love  abide  till  Death  Divide.”  Item  it  is  my  will  and  I  do 
hereby  Order  and  appoint  that  what  is  by  me  in  this  my  will  be¬ 
queathed  to  my  Son  in  Law  Sami  Samford  and  his  Children  my 
Grand  Children  shall  be  in  full  of  any  part  or  parcel  of  my  Estate 
which  by  any  means  near  they  may  claim  or  Demand  except  what 
I  formerly  gave  them  Item  I  give  devise  and  bequeath  unto  my 
Grand  Son  Wm  Keen  all  that  tract  plantation  and  tenements  of 
land  with  the  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging  which  I  bought 
of  my  Son  in  Law  Jno  Bushrod  to  him  my  said  Grandson  Wm. 
Keen  and  to  his  heirs  for  ever  —  I  also  give  and  bequeath  unto 
my  Grandson  Wm  Keen  and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever  all 
ye  rest  and  residue  and  remainder  of  my  Estate  both  real  and 
personal  not  by  this  my  will  before  disposed  of  as  lands  Servants 
Slaves  horses  cattle  Sheep  Hoggs  Household  Goods  Tobaccos  Moneys 
Debts  due  and  Demands  whatsoever  either  in  Great  brittain  Vir¬ 
ginia  or  Elsewhere.  Item  it  is  my  will  that  my  Mulatto  Man  named 
John  Spence  be  free  and  discharged  from  servitude  from  me  and 
my  heirs  Immediately  after  my  Decease  —  Lastly  I  do  hereby 
Nominate  and  appoint  my  dutiful  Grandson  William  Keen  above 
named  to  be  my  full  whole  and  Sole  exectr  of  this  my  last  will  and 
Testament  hereby  revoking  &  Disanulling  all  former  wills  by  me 
heretofore  made  either  by  word  or  Writeing  and  in  Testimony  of 
which  this  is  my  last  will  and  testament  I  have  hereunto  sett  my 
hand  and  affixed  my  Seal  the  Day  and  year  on  the  other  side  of 
this  half  Sheet  of  paper  first  mentioned.

Elizabeth  Banks  apparently  had  no  children  by  her 
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second  marriage.  The  Register  of  St.  Stephen’s  Parish, 
Northumberland  County,  gives  the  births  of  five  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  William2  and  Elizabeth  (Rogers)  Keene.  We  know 
from  his  epitaph  that  there  was  another  daughter.  They 
were  as  follows:  (1)  William3  Keene,  born  September  11, 
1665;  (2)  Elizabeth3  Keene,  born  May  16,  1669;  (3)  John3 
Keene,  born  August  12,  1671 ;  (4)  Hannah3  Keene,  born  Feb¬ 
ruary  4,  1676;  (5)  Sarah3  Keene,  born  October  7,  1678;  (6) 
a  daughter,  whose  name  is  unknown. 

William  Keene  (1665-1700) 

1.  William3  Keene  (Wm.2  Thos.1)  was  born  Septem¬ 
ber  11,  1665  and  died  October  4,  1700.  He  married  Ann 
Therriatt,  the  daughter  of  William  Therriatt  of  St.  Mary’s 
White  Chapel,  Lancaster  County.  William  Therriatt  gave 
land  in  that  county  to  his  two  daughters,  Ann  and  Elizabeth. 
The  latter  married  Thomas  Taylor,  son  of  John  and  Alice 
Taylor.  In  1723  there  was  a  deed  “between  Thomas  Lee  and 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  of  Christ  Church  Parish,  County  of  Lan¬ 
caster  and  William  Metcalfe  and  Ann,  his  wife,  of  parish  of 
St.  Stephens,  County  of  Northumberland  of  the  second  part, 
299  acres,  a  parcel  of  land  in  parish  of  St.  Marys  White 
Chappel,  given  by  Mr.  William  Therriatt  to  be  equally  di¬ 
vided  between  his  daughters  Ann  Therriatt  and  Elizabeth 
Therriatt  as  by  deed  Feb.  11,  1688/89;  also  a  parcel  of  land 
that  did  also  belong  to  the  aforesd.  Mr.  William  Therriatt  and 
after  his  death  descended  to  her  the  above  said  Ann  Therri¬ 
att,  mother  of  the  above  named  William  Keene.”  Witnesses 
were  William  Ball,  Jr.,  William  Brent,  James  Carrell.  (Lan. 
D.  B.  11,  p.  232)  In  the  same  book  (p.  234)  we  find  “Eliza¬ 
beth  Lee,  wife  of  Thomas  Lee  is  daughter  to  AnnTheriatt, 
who  was  daughter  of  William  Therriatt  sd.  Elizabeth  Lee  was 
Elizabeth  Keene.”  The  will  of  Thomas  Opie  of  City  of  Bris¬ 
tol,  a  mariner,  contains  a  bequest  to:  “Mrs.  Anne  Keene, 
widow,  and  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Keene  both  of  Cherry  Point  in 
Potomac,  Va.”  The  will  was  dated  November  16,  1702  and 
probated  July  26, 1703.  William3  and  Ann  (Therriatt)  Keene 
had  the  following  children,  three  of  whose  births  are  recorded 
on  St.  Stephen’s  Parish  Register:  (1)  Ann4  Keene,  married 
William  Metcalfe;  (2)  William4  Keene,  born  December  10, 
1695;  (3)  Hannah4  Keene,  born  June  28,  1699;  (4)  Eliza¬ 
beth4  Keene,  born  May  2,  1701. 

William  Keene  (1695-1725) 

2.  William4  Keene  (Wm.3  Wm.2  Thos.1)  married 
first,  November  2,  1721,  Elizabeth  Ball,  born  about  1701  or 
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1702,  daughter  of  Major  James  Ball  and  his  first  wife,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Hawson.  Major  James  Ball,  born  about  1678,  was  the 
builder  of  “Bewdley,”  famous  old  home  in  Lancaster  County 
which  burned  in  1917.  He  was  a  son  of  William  Ball  and 
a  grandson  of  William  Ball,  first  of  his  line  in  Virginia. 
James  Ball  was  also  a  first  cousin  of  Mary  Ball,  mother  of 
George  Washington.  William4  Keene  married  second,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Newton,  daughter  of  Capt.  Thomas  Newton.  After  his 

death  she  married - Waughop  (or  Waulhope)  .  The 

will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  8,  p.  89)  of  Capt.  Thomas  Newton, 
dated  January  31,  1727,  mentioned  the  following  people:  son, 
Willoughby  Newton,  daughters,  Elizabeth  Waulhope  and 
Katherine  Brent,  grandson,  Newton  Keene,  “son,  Rev.  Walter 
Jones  &  wife  Beheathland,”  “daughter  Beheathland  and  said 
son  Jones/’  and  wife,  Elizabeth.  Walter  Jones  was  his  son- 
in-law. 

William4  Keene  died  November  3,  1725.  (St.  Stephen’s 
Parish  Register)  His  will  (North.  R.  B.  19,  p.  386),  dated 
October  28,  1725  and  probated  February  16,  1726,  reads  as 
follows : 


In  the  name  of  God  Amen  the  28  day  of  October  anno  Domini 
1725  I  William  Keen  of  the  County  of  Northumberland  in  the  Col¬ 
ony  of  Virginia  being  of  Sound  and  perfect  mind  and  memory 
thanks  be  to  God  Almighty  for  the  same  Doe  make  this  my  Last 
will  and  Testament  in  manner  and  forme  following  Revoaking 
&  absolutely  annulling  all  and  Every  will  and  wills  heretofore  by 
me  made  Either  by  word  or  writing  and  this  only  to  be  taken  for 
my  Last  will  &  Testament  and  none  other  first  I  Give  my  Soul  to 
God  that  Gave  it  me  and  my  body  to  the  Earth  from  whence  it 
Came  to  be  buried  in  Such  Decent  and  Christian  manner  as  my 
Exectr  hereafter  mentioned  Shall  be  Convenient  Trusting  through 
the  merrits  of  my  Blessed  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  to  find  free  pardon 
for  all  my  Sins.  Item  I  give  to  my  Sister  Eliza  Lee  and  her  heirs 
forever  all  that  part  of  Land  I  had  of  her  in  Lancaster  County 
according  to  the  bounds  she  claimed  it  by  Item  I  give  to  my  Sister 
Anne  Metcalf  and  her  heirs  forever  the  Remaining  part  of  my 
Land  in  Lancaster  County  it  being  that  part  I  had  of  her  Item  I 
Give  to  my  Loveing  Daughter  Elizabeth  Keene  Tenn  negroes  (Viz) 
Tom  Lansdell  Moll  Mercer  Lary  Dick  Letty  Isaac  Judy  &  Nelly  to 
her  and  the  heirs  of  her  body  Lawfully  to  be  begotten  also  one 
Good  feather  bed  boulster  Pillows  &  Pillow  Cases  pr  of  Sheets  blan¬ 
kets  &  Rugg.  Item  I  Give  to  my  Loveing  Daughter  Elizabeth  Keen 
five  Cows  and  Bull  four  Stears  seven  Sheep  to  her  and  her  heirs 
forever  it  is  also  my  will  and  desire  that  may  Said  Daughter  Eliza¬ 
beth  Keen  be  and  Remain  in  the  hands  of  William  Ball  Junr  and  at 
the  Expiration  of  Twelve  months  after  the  probate  of  my  will  that 
my  Executrix  Deliver  unto  the  said  Ball  all  the  Estate  I  have  given 
unto  my  Said  Daughter  Elizabeth  Keen,  he  Giveing  the  Court  Good 
Security  to  be  accountable  for  the  same  and  the  profits  thereof. 
Item  I  give  to  my  son  Newton  Keen  Two  hundred  and  Sixty  acres 
of  Land  in  Cherry  point  known  by  the  name  of  the  Cods  [?]  to  him 
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and  his  heirs  forever  Item  Give  to  my  Son  Newton  Keen  Eight 
Negroes  (vizt)  Billnam  [?]  winny  will  Joice  Cate  Sam  Harry  & 
Tony  to  him  the  said  Newton  Keen  and  his  heirs  forever  also  Two 
Good  feather  beds  with  bolsters  pillows  pillow  Cases  Two  pr  Sheets 
Blankets  and  Ruggs.  Item  I  Give  to  my  Son  Newton  Keene  all  my 
plate  Except  Six  Spoons  markt  T  &  B  and  old  broken  Silver  and 
Gould  also  I  give  to  my  sd  Son  five  Cows  and  Bull  four  Steers  and 
Tenn  Sheep  to  him  and  his  heirs  and  my  will  and  Desire  is  that  my 
Said  Son  During  the  time  of  his  minority  be  and  Remain  with  his 
Estate  in  the  hands  of  my  Loving  wife  Elizabeth  Keene  and  Capt 
Thomas  Newton  and  if  they  Die  before  my  sd  Sone  come  to  age 
then  I  Leave  my  Said  Son  and  his  Estate  in  the  hands  of  my  Lov¬ 
ing  brother  Thomas  Newton  and  one  who  the  said  Newton  shall 
appoint.  Item  I  give  unto  my  Loving  wife  Elizabeth  Keene  four 
Negroes  (viz.)  Billy  George  Samson  and  Jenney  to  her  my  said 
wife  and  her  heirs  forever  Item  I  give  unto  my  Loveing  wife  Eliza 
Keen  my  plantation  whereon  I  now  Live  Containing  Two  Hundred 
and  forty  acres  for  &  During  her  Natural  Life  and  after  her  De¬ 
cease  then  to  my  son  Newton  Keene  and  his  heirs  forever  also  I 
Give  unto  my  Loveing  wife  five  Negroes  (vizt)  fillis  Joan  Nanne 
Little  Jenny  and  Violet  for  and  Dureing  her  Natural  Life  and  after 
her  Decease  then  to  my  Said  Son  and  heirs  forever.  Item  it  is  my 
will  and  Pleasure  that  my  molatto  Charles  be  free  at  the  age  of 
Twenty  four  years  and  it  is  also  my  will  that  my  molatto  Tom  a 
slave  be  free  at  the  age  of  thirty  one  years  and  be  Transported  into 
Mary  Land.  Item  I  give  unto  my  Loveing  wife  all  the  rest  of  my 
Estate  herein  not  by  me  before  Given  She  paying  all  my  just 
Debts  and  I  expressly  Desire  that  no  part  of  my  Estate  be  ap¬ 
praised  and  Lastly  I  do  make  constitute  ordain  and  appoint  my 
Loving  wife  Elizabeth  Keen  Executrix  of  this  my  Last  Will  and 
Testament  in  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  Set  my  hand  and 
Seale  the  Day  &  year  above  written.

William  Keen 


Cherry  Point  Neck  is  a  neck  of  land  lying  between  Kingscote 
Creek  and  the  Glebe  in  Northumberland.  This  land  may  have 
been  part  of  the  527  acres  of  land  patented  by  his  great 
grandfather,  Thomas  Keene,  in  1653 — “North  east  upon 
Cherry  Point.” 

William4  Keene  had  issue : 

By  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth  Ball : 

1.  Elizabeth5  Keene,  born  September  23,  1722  (St.  Stephen’s 
Parish  Register). 

By  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Newton : 

2.  Newton5  Keene,  born  September  6,  1725  (St.  Stephen’s 
Parish  Register).  Elizabeth  Waughop  died  in  1770. 
Her  will  (North.  R.  B.  1766-70,  p.  491),  dated  August 
22,  1767  and  proved  May  14,  1770,  mentioned  the  follow¬ 
ing  people :  Daughter,  Catharine  Monroe  and  son-in-law, 
John  Monroe;  grandson,  William  Keene;  grandson,  John 
Monroe;  “Miss  Elizabeth  Waughop  who  now  lives  with 
me” ;  and  son,  Newton  Keene. 
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Newton  Keene  (1725-1771) 

2.  Newton5  Keene  (Wm.4  Wm.3  Wm.2  Thos.1)  born 
September  6,  1725,  married  April  14,  1749,  Sarah  Edwards, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Edwards  of  Lancaster  County.  The 
will  of  the  latter,  dated  November  4,  1759  and  probated  Feb¬ 
ruary  15,  1760,  named  the  following:  daughters,  Milly,  Lucy 
and  Elizabeth  Edwards,  Mary  Fleet  and  Sarah  Keene,  “wife 
of  Capt.  Keene”;  sons,  Richard,  Thomas  and  Robert  Ed¬ 
wards;  and  mother-in-law,  Anne  Ingram. 

Newton  Keene  was  usually  referred  to  as  Captain 
Keene.  He  left  a  long  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  13,  p.  301), 
dated  November  26,  1770,  and  probated  August  12,  1771, 
abstracts  from  which  are  given  below: 

1.  His  water  grist  mill  and  50  acres  of  land  adjoining 
thereto  in  Northumberland  County,  bought  of  John  Ashburn;  51 V2 
acres  he  had  patented  in  the  same  parish,  adjoining  Perrins;  a 
tract  of  land  he  bought  of  Captain  John  Newton — 1753  acres  in 
Loudoun  County;  and  the  land  he  was  entitled  to  in  Fairfax 
County  from  his  mother’s  side  through  Captain  John  Woodbridge, 
deceased  of  Richmond  County — all  this  to  be  sold  if  necessary  to 
pay  his  debts. 

2.  In  case  it  was  not  necessary  to  sell  all  these  lands,  those 
in  the  County  of  Fairfax  should  go  to  son,  Thomas,  and  those  in 
Loudoun  to  sons,  Newton  and  John. 

3.  To  his  wife  the  use  of  his  dwelling  plantation  and  tract 
of  land  with  its  appurtenances  and  the  following  slaves:  Joan, 
Nell,  Sarah,  Ninah  and  Sam  and  a  child’s  part  of  his  other  Negroes 
during  her  widowhood.  After  her  death  or  remarriage,  the  Ne¬ 
groes  should  be  equally  divided  among  his  children. 

4.  Slaves  he  is  entitled  to  on  his  mother’s  side  from  estate 
of  Captain  John  Woodbridge  to  be  sold  to  help  pay  his  debts,  or  in 
case  this  was  unnecessary,  to  be  equally  divided  among  his  children. 

5.  To  eldest  son,  William,  not  yet  21  years  of  age,  after  his 
mother’s  death  or  remarriage,  his  dwelling  plantation,  in  case  he 
complied  with  certain  stipulations.  Otherwise  it  would  descend  to 
Thomas  or  John. 

6.  His  wife  to  be  guardian  of  all  his  daughters. 

7.  To  David  Boyd,  20  pounds  for  “his  trouble  about  my  suit 
in  Lancaster  Court.”  Executors  named  were  Richard  Lee,  Esq., 
David  Boyd  and  Matthew  Neale. 

Witnesses  were  Jane  Garner  and  John  Blincoe. 

The  children  of  Newton5  and  Sarah  Keene,  whose 
births  are  recorded  in  St.  Stephen’s  Parish  Register,  were: 
(1)  Elizabeth6  Keene,  born  March  4,  1750;  (2)  Sarah6  Keene, 
born  October  28,  1751;  (3)  William6  Keene,  born  December 
4,  1753;  (4)  Thomas6  Keene,  born  March  5,  1756;  (5)  John6 
Keene,  born  May  18,  1758,  died  November  10,  1759;  (6) 
Anne6  Keene,  born  June  2,  1760;  (7)  Mary6  Keene,  born 
April  30,  1763;  (8)  John6  Keene,  born  February  15,  1764;

(9)  Hannah6  Keene,  born  April  6,  1766;  (10)  Newton6 
Keene,  born  March  9,  1768;  (11)  Catherine6  Keene,  born 
April  13,  1770,  died  September  25,  1770.  Sarah  Keene,  wife 
of  Newton5  Keene,  died  in  1794  in  Northumberland  County. 

3.  William6  Keene  (New.5  Wm.4  Wm.3  Wm.2  Thos.1), 
born  December  4,  1753,  married  in  1774,  Anne  Colston  (nee 
Fauntleroy).  In  Northumberland  County  on  September  26, 
1774,  a  marriage  agreement  as  to  division  of  property  of 
William  Keene  and  Anne  Colston  was  drawn  up  between 
“William  Keene,  of  the  County  of  Caroline  in  the  Province 
of  Maryland,  Gent.”  and  “Griffin  Fauntleroy  and  John 
Fauntleroy  of  the  County  of  Northumberland,  Gent.”  The 
occasion  for  this  was  “a  Marriage  (by  Gods  grace)  intended 
shortly  to  be  had  and  solemnized  between  the  sd  William 
Keene  and  Ann  Colston  Widow  &  Relict  of  Charles  Colston 
late  of  the  sd  County  of  Northumberland,  Gent.”  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  agreement,  Ann  was  to  have  the  right  to  dispose 
of  her  property  now  possessed  and  was  not  to  be  entitled  to 
any  of  her  husband’s  estate.  In  case  there  were  children  by 
the  marriage,  each  child  was  to  have  700  pounds  of  money 
from  his  father’s  estate.  Witnesses  were  John  S.  Woodcock, 
Young  Keene  and  Thomas  Keene.  (North.  R.  B.  1774-76.  Pt. 
2)  Anne  Keene  died  in  1776.  Her  will  (North.  R.  B.  1776- 
80,  pp.  68-69),  dated  November  13,  1776  and  proved  Decem¬ 
ber  9,  1776,  is  among  the  Northumberland  records.  How¬ 
ever,  it  states  that  she  is  the  “wife  of  William  Keene  of  Caro¬ 
line  County,  Gent.”  It  provided  as  follows :  1.  To  daughters, 
Judith  Swan-Graham  and  Alice  Griffin  Colston,  seven  Ne¬ 
groes.  2.  To  daughter,  Alice  Griffin  Colston,  one  bed  and 
furniture  and  a  grey  mare  called  Sally.  3.  To  husband,  Wil¬ 
liam  Keene,  three  Negroes  “that  are  my  Property  on  the 
Easternshore,”  also  rest  of  personal  estate.  Executors  were 
her  husband  and  her  brother,  Griffin  Fauntleroy.  Witnesses 
were  Lindsey  Opie,  Sarah  Keene  and  Holld  Haynie. 

4.  Thomas6  Keene  (New.5  Wm.4  Wm.3  Wm.2  Thos.1), 
born  March  5,  1756  married  Ann  Me  Adam,  daughter  of 
Dr.  Joseph  McAdam  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Ann.  The 
births  of  their  children  are  found  on  St.  Stephen’s  Parish 
Register  as  follows:  (1)  Bettey  McAdam7  Keene,  born  Feb¬ 
ruary  2,  1786;  (2)  Joseph  McAdam7  Keene,  born  August  9, 
1788;  (3)  Ann7  Keene,  born  October  5,  1789;  (4)  Janetta7 
Keene,  born  April  19,  1791;  (5)  John  Newton7  Keene,  (6) 
Thomas  Gaskins7  Keene  and  (7)  Edward7  Keene — the  last 
three  all  born  September  3,  1796. 

8.  A  John  Keene,  living  in  Fairfax  County,  Virginia, 
in  1803  may  have  been  the  son  of  Newton5  Keene.  He  mar- 
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ried  Keturah  Lane,  daughter  of  Hardage  Lane,  who  had  lived 
in  Montgomery  County,  Maryland,  and  Loudoun  County, 
Virginia.  (Richmond  Archives) 

4.  Elizabeth4  Keene  (Wm.3  Wm.2  Thos.1),  born  May 
2,  1701,  married  Thomas  Lee  of  Lancaster  County.  His 
will  (Lan.  W.  &  C.  B.  12,  p.  342),  dated  June  16,  1733 
and  proved  June  11,  1735,  did  not  mention  his  wife  by  name, 
though  she  was  appointed  one  of  his  executors.  His  brother, 
Major  Charles  Lee,  was  mentioned,  also  the  following  chil¬ 
dren:  (1)  William5  Lee;  (2)  Thomas5  Lee;  (3)  Richard5 
Lee;  (4)  Charles5  Lee;  (5)  John5  Lee;  (6)  another  as  yet 
unborn,  probably  Elizabeth5  Lee.  Thomas5  Lee  died  in  Lan¬ 
caster  County  in  1759.  His  will  (Lan.  D.  &  W.  B.  16,  p.  47) 
mentioned  his  wife,  Lucy,  brothers  Richard,  John  and 
Charles,  sister,  Elizabeth,  and  the  following  children:  (1) 
Mary6  Lee;  (2)  George6  Lee. 

Elizabeth  Keene  (1669 - ) 

2.  Elizabeth3  Keene  (Wm.2  Thos.1)  was  born  May  16, 
1669  and  married  Samuel  Samford,  born  August  12,  1671. 
March  26,  1689,  Sarah  Keene  of  St.  Stephen’s  Parish,  North¬ 
umberland  County  and  Elizabeth  Samford,  wife  of  Samuel 
Samford  of  Farnham  Parish,  Richmond  County,  purchased 
500  acres  of  land  in  Stafford  County  of  Jeremiah  Jedwyn, 
Gent.  On  November  21,  1724,  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Sam¬ 
ford  deeded  their  half  of  this  land  to  Sarah  Keene.  (Staff. 
D.  B.  1722-28,  p.  217  Elizabeth  (Keene)  Samford  may  have 
died  before  1720  since  her  mother,  Elizabeth  (Keene)  Banks, 
in  her  will  in  1720  did  not  mention  this  daughter  though  she 
mentioned  grandchildren,  Giles,  John,  Samuel  and  Elizabeth 
Samford.  Samuel  Samford,  her  husband,  died  in  1736  in 
Richmond  County.  His  will  (Rich.  W.  B.  5,  p.  292)  men¬ 
tioned  the  following  children:  sons,  Thomas,  James,  William, 
John  and  Samuel,  and  daughter,  Elizabeth  Bogus.  It  would 
seem  therefore  that  Samuel  and  Elizabeth3  (Keene)  Samford 
had  at  least  the  following  issue:  (1)  Samuel4  Samford;  (2) 
Giles4  Samford;  (3)  John4  Samford;  (4)  Elizabeth4  Sam¬ 
ford;  (5)  William4  Samford  (mentioned  in  his  Uncle  John 
Keene’s  will  as  “my  cousin  William  Samford”  and  in  the 
will  of  Hannah  Cooper  as  “William  Samford,  son  of  my  sis¬ 
ter.”  Thomas  and  James  Samford  may  have  been  by  a  later 
marriage. 

John  Keene  (1671-1740) 

3.  John3  Keene  (Wm.2  Thos.1) ,  born  August  12,  1671, 
became  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  Northumberland  County.  He 
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patented  81  acres  of  land  in  Northumberland  County  in 
Cherry  Point  Neck  “on  the  Northmost  side  of  the  mouth  of 
Keene’s  Creek,  adjoining  Mr.  Parish  Garner  to  the  Potomac 
River”  in  1709.  (Va.  L.  Gr.  B.  3,  p.  245)  John  Keene  mar¬ 
ried  first,  Elizabeth  Oliver,  daughter  of  Ignatius  and  Elinor 
Oliver.  November  22,  1716,  John  and  Elizabeth  Keene  with 
Ellinor  Oliver  were  executors  of  Ignatius  Oliver.  (North.  0. 
B.  6,  p.  186)  In  the  will  of  Elinor  Oliver,  September  4,  1719, 
Elizabeth  Keene  is  mentioned  as  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Oliver. 
(North.  R.  B.  19,  p.  56)  John  Keene  married  second,  Ruth 
— - .  His  will,  (North.  R.  B.  1738-43,  p.  99)  dated  Sep¬ 

tember  18,  1740  and  probated  October  13,  1740,  reads  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 


In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  John  Keene  of  St.  Stephen’s 
parish  and  County  of  Northumberland  being  sick  and  weak  of 
body  but  in  perfect  sence  in  mind  and  memory  blessed  be  God  for 
same  Do  make  this  my  Last  will  and  Testament  in  manner  and 
form  following  Imprimis  I  commit  my  Soul  to  God  that  gave  it  me 
hoping  through  the  merrits  and  satisfaction  of  my  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ  to  obtain  salvation  and  Remission  of  all  my 
sins  to  Eternal  Life  and  my  body  to  be  Decently  buried  at  the  Dis¬ 
cretion  of  my  Exectrs  hereafter  named  and  for  my  worldly  Estate 
I  give  and  bequeath  in  the  following  manner  after  my  just  debts 
and  funeral  Expenses  are  payed  —  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my 
wifes  Daughter  Sarah  Keene  Bee  one  acre  of  land  out  of  the  Tract 
called  Small  hopes  and  the  following  negroes  viza  Sharper,  Judy 
Ben  Kellar  moll  Dick  Rachel  and  Suckie  to  her  and  the  heirs  of  her 
body  Lawfully  begotten  and  for  Default  the  above  acre  of  Land 
and  negroes  to  be  Equally  Divided  between  Elenor  Wyat  and  Eliza 
Sugget  and  their  heirs  for  Ever  and  I  likewise  give  and  bequeath  to 
Sarah  Keene  Bee  the  three  best  beds  and  furniture  and  her  choice 
of  two  Chests  with  three  bedsteads  and  two  tables  her  Choice  and 

one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  Linen  one  half  dozen  - 

thirty  eight  yards  of  Dewlap  thirty  seven  yds  of  Gorlic  and  fifty 
weight  pewter  and  three  pewter  basons  each  holding  three  quarts 
and  two  dozen  of  plates  with  ten  gees  two  ganders  Twelve  head  of 
Cattle  twelve  head  of  hoggs  six  sheep  two  iron  pots  forty  pound 
each  with  one  frying  pan  and  one  iron  skillitt  all  new  and  five 
Sixty  galln  Sydor  casques  all  the  above  goods  to  be  delivered  to  her 
when  she  comes  of  age  in  good  order  or  Day  of  marriage  as  like¬ 
wise  thirty  pounds  sterling  to  be  delivered  at  the  same  time.  Item 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  loving  wife  Ruth  Keene  these  negros 
vizt  Jamy  young  Harry  Hannah  Piliana  and  Doll  these  negroes  I 
only  lieve  her  the  use  of  them  for  and  During  her  natural  life 
vizt.  the  above  mentioned  negroes  with  the  plantation  I  now  live 
on  Dureing  her  widowhood  and  if  she  marrys  then  I  only  lieve 
her  one  half  of  the  said  plantation  I  likewise  give  her  my  said  wife 
timber  for  the  use  of  the  said  plantation  from  my  plantation  called 
Small  hopes  and  as  she  still  is  now  fixed  it  is  my  will  and  Desire 
it  may  stand  for  the  use  of  my  plantation  and  always  goe  with  the 
freehold  and  I  likewise  leave  my  said  wife  ten  head  of  Cattle,  ten 
hogs  and  ten  sheep  two  iron  pots  her  Choice  and  fifty  yards  of  Lin¬ 
ing  one  half  oznaburg  the  other  half  gorlik  two  yokes  of  oxen  cart 
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and  wheels  and  after  my  said  wifes  death  I  leave  all  the  negroes 
given  her  to  be  equally  Divided  betwixt  my  Grand  childring  vizt.. 
Elizabeth  Wyat  John  Wyat  Lucy  Sugget  and  John  Sugget  and 
their  heirs  Item  I  give  to  my  Daughter  Elenor  Wyat  her  choice 
of  my  negroes  not  before  given  vizt.  one  negro  in  lieu  of  Little 
Harry  which  I  before  had  given  her  husband  Edward  Wyat  Item 
I  give  to  her  son  John  Wyat  my  tract  of  land  I  now  live  on  after 
my  wifes  Death  and  that  tract  I  likewise  lieve  him  called  Small 
hopes  as  likewise  that  tract  called  mother  Oliver’s — to  him  and  the 
heirs  of  his  body  Lawfully  begotten  for  ever  to  him  the  said  John 
Wyat  my  grandson  Item  I  give  to  my  Daughter  Elizabeth  Sug- 
gett’s  son  John  Suggett  my  tract  of  land  called  Mattopany  to  him 
and  the  heirs  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten  for  Ever.  Item  I  give 
to  Winifred  Rider  that  negro  called  Charity  and  to  her  heirs  for 
Ever  Item  I  give  to  my  Cousin  William  Samford  all  my  weareing 
Cloaths  and  five  thousand  pounds  of  tobacco  to  be  paid  in  five 
years  one  thousand  each  year  Item  I  give  to  Rebekah  Smith  Eight 
hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  —  Item  I  give  to  Elizabeth  Allin  five 
hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  and  five  hundred  in  goods  besides  her 
wages.  Item  I  lieve  Sarah  Keene  Bee  to  her  mother  my  wife  Ruth 
Keene  and  if  she  my  said  wife  should  die  then  I  lieve  the  said  Sarah 
Keene  Bee  to  my  Surviving  Exectrs  or  Exectr  with  her  Estate 
Item  I  give  Each  of  my  Daughters  Eleanor  Wyat  and  Elizabeth 
Sugget  twenty  one  shillings  and  six  pence  to  Each  of  them  to  buy 
mourning  rings.  Item  I  give  all  the  Rest  of  my  Estate  not  before 
given  to  be  Divided  betwixt  my  Grand  Childring  that  is  to  say  one 
half  thereof  to  be  Divided  betwixt  my  dau.  Elizabeth  Suggets  chil¬ 
dring  Equally  my  loving  wife  Ruth  Keene  Edward  Wyat  and  Edge¬ 
combe  Sugget  Executors  of  this  my  Last  will  and  Testament  and  I 
Desire  the  favour  of  Colo  Peter  Presly  Capn  Matthew  Kenner  and 
Mr  Mathew  Zuill  to  be  my  Trustees  to  see  this  my  Last  will  and 
Testament  full  filled  and  performed  in  witness  whereof  I  have 
hereunto  put  my  hand  and  seal  this  Eighteenth  Day  of  September 
one  Thousand  Seven  hundred  and  forty.

Witnesses  were  William  Taite,  John  Lewis  and  George  Conway. 

Ruth  Keene,  “relict  of  Mr  John  Keene  of  Cherry  Point,”  died 
in  1760.  Her  will  (North.  R.  B.  1758-62,  p.  190),  dated 
January  25,  1752,  was  recorded  in  1760.  By  it  she  left  one 
cow  and  calf  to  her  “Aunt  Acquilla  Hesterson”  (or  Kester- 
son)  and  the  rest  of  her  estate  to  her  daughter,  Sarah  Keene 
Bee,  who  was  also  her  executor.  Witnesses  were  William 
Taite,  Anne  Taite  and  John  Davis. 

John3  Keene  by  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth  (Oliver) 
Keene,  had  issue: 

1.  Elizabeth4  Keene,  born  March  26,  1715  (St.  Stephen’s 
Parish  Register),  married  Edgecombe  Sugget.  Issue: 
(1)  Lucy5  Sugget;  (2)  John5  Sugget. 

2.  Elenor4  Keene,  born  September  29,  1710  (St.  Stephen’s 
Parish  Register),  married  Edward  Wyat.  Issue:  (1) 
Elizabeth5  Wyat;  (2)  John5  Wyat. 
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Sarah  Keene  Bee,  mentioned  in  John  Keene’s  will  as 
“my  wife’s  daughter”  and  as  being  under  age  and  unmarried, 
may  have  been  the  daughter  of  Ruth  Keene  by  an  earlier 
marriage. 


Hannah  Keene  (1676-1739) 

4.  Hannah3  Keene  (Wm.2  Thos.1),  born  February  4, 
1676,  died  in  1739,  married  three  times.  Her  first  husband 
was  Captain  John  Bushrod,  son  of  Richard  and  Apphia 
Bushrod,  who  was  born  in  1665  and  died  in  1720.  John 
Bushrod  purchased  an  estate  in  Westmoreland  County  from 
Rice  Maddox  in  the  1600’s  which  he  named  “Bushfield.” 
He  built  there  a  handsome  home  which  was  destroyed  by  the 
British  in  1814  but  was  later  restored  and  is  in  an  excellent 
state  of  preservation  today.  It  is  situated  on  the  banks  of 
the  Nomini  River  and  Buckner’s  Creek  near  the  Potomac 
River.  John  Bushrod  left  a  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  6,  p.  624) , 
dated  January  26,  1719  and  probated  March  30,  1720,  in 
which  he  mentioned  the  following:  Wife,  Hannah;  daughters, 
Apphia  Fauntleroy,  Elizabeth  Merewether,  Hannah  (under 
17),  Sarah  (under  17)  ;  sons,  Richard,  John  (under  19)  and 
Thomas.  The  tomb  of  John  Bushrod  at  “Bushfield”  bears 
this  inscription:  “Here  lies  the  body  of  John  Bushrod,  Gen¬ 
tleman,  son  of  Richard  Bushrod,  Gentleman,  by  Appia,  his 
wife.  He  was  born  in  Gloucester  Co.,  Va.  30  Jan.  1665.  He 
took  for  his  wife  Hannah,  the  daughter  of  William  Keene  of 
Northumberland  and  his  wife  Elizabeth,  and  by  her  left  two 
sons  and  four  daughters.” 

Hannah  (Keene)  Bushrod  married  second,  Col.  Wil¬ 
loughby  Allerton,  son  of  Colonel  Isaac  Allerton,  a  Puritan 
born  at  Plymouth  in  1630,  and  one  of  the  early  graduates  of 
Harvard.  Colonel  Isaac  Allerton  was  the  son  of  Isaac  Aller¬ 
ton  who  came  to  Plymouth  in  1620  on  the  “Mayflower,”  and 
who  married  Fear  Brewster,  only  daughter  of  Governor  Wil¬ 
liam  Brewster  of  Plymouth.  He  came  to  Virginia  in  1659 
and  bought  an  estate  which  he  called  the  “Narrows.”  He 
became  a  Justice,  a  Burgess  and  a  member  of  the  King’s 
Council.  He  was  also  second  in  command  under  Col.  John 
Washington  in  fighting  the  Indians  in  1675.  He  married 
Ursula  (Bish)  Thompson-Mottrom-Colcough  and  one  of  their 
descendants  was  Zachary  Taylor,  President  of  the  United 
States.9  Willoughby  Allerton  died  in  1724.  His  will  (West. 
D.  &  W.  B.  8,  p.  8),  dated  January  1723/24  and  probated 

9.  H.  Ragland  Eubank,  Historic  Northern  Neck  of  Virginia  (North¬ 
ern  Neck  Association,  Colonial  Beach,  Va.,  1934),  p.  60. 
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March  25, 1724,  mentioned  the  following:  Wife,  Hannah;  son, 
Isaac;  daughter,  Elizabeth,  and  wife’s  daughters,  Sarah  and 
Hannah  Bushrod.  His  son  was  to  be  his  executor  but  his 
wife  and  Capt.  Geo.  Turberville  were  to  be  executors  in  trust 
during  the  son’s  minority. 

Hannah  (Keene)  Bushrod- Allerton  married  third,  Dr. 
John  Cooper.  His  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  8,  p.  255),  dated 
October  12,  1734  and  probated  March  25,  1735,  mentioned: 
Wife,  Hannah;  daughter,  Katharine  Chancellor;  grandson, 
John  Chancellor,  and  son-in-law,  Thomas  Chancellor.  Han¬ 
nah  Cooper’s  will  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  9,  p.  25),  dated  Decem¬ 
ber  26,  1738  and  probated  May  29,  1739  reads  as  follows: 

In  the  Name  of  God  Amen  I  Hannah  Cooper  of  the  Parish 
of  Cople  in  the  County  of  Westmoreland  and  Colony  of  Virginia 
widow,  being  in  perfect  Sence  of  memory  thanks  be  to  Almighty 
God  for  it  doe  make  and  declare  this  to  be  my  last  Will  and  Testa¬ 
ment  in  manner  and  form  following.  Imprimis  my  will  and  desire 
is  that  when  Bushrod  Thomas  arives  to  the  age  of  Twelve  years, 
that  my  Executor  hereafter  named  put  him  to  School  two  years 
and  find  the  said  Bushrod  Thomas  good  cloathing  &  diett  &  all 
other  necessaries  during  the  said  Two  years,  and  when  he  the  said 
Bushrod  Thomas  comes  to  the  age  of  Twenty  years  my  will  is  that 
my  Executor  pay  him  a  good  Feather  bed  &  Bolster  a  pair  of  Sheets 
&  a  pair  of  Blanketts  and  all  to  be  good,  and  a  Mare  near  Three 
years  old  and  also  a  good  new  Rugg,  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
William  Sanford,  son  of  my  Sister,  Elizabeth  Sanford,  late  of  the 
County  of  Richmond  deceased,  250'0  pounds  of  Tobacco  to  be  paid 
him  by  my  Executor  as  the  same  shall  direct  Tobacco  Payments 
after  my  decease,  and  I  also  give  the  said  William  Sanford  Three 
Cows  and  Calves,  Item  I  give  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Meri- 
weather  a  Mourning  ring  of  the  value  of  15/  Item  I  give  unto 
my  Daughter  Sarah  Berryman  a  Mourning  ring  of  15/  Value  and 
I  do  also  give  unto  my  said  Daughter  Sarah  Berryman  her  choice 
of  any  three  suits  of  my  wearing  Cloathes,  Item  I  give  my  son  John 
Bushrod  a  Mourning  ring  of  15/  Value,  and  my  Negro  man  named 
Clarke  and  the  Bed  that  used  to  stand  in  my  Porch  Chamber  with 
all  the  furniture  belonging  to  the  said  Bed.  Item  I  give  and  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  Daughter  Hannah  Neale  a  Mourning  Ring  that  I 
have  in  my  house  and  half  my  wearing  apparel,  I  also  give  and  be¬ 
queath  to  my  said  Daughter  Hannah  Neale  a  Servant  Woman 
named  Sarah  Greenwood  and  Eight  Negroes  (viz.)  Tom  Boy 
Harry,  Molly,  Jenny,  Sally,  Bobby  Frank  and  Simon,  with  all  their 
future  Increase,  to  her  my  said  Daughter  and  to  her  heirs  and 
Assigns  forever  provided  and  upon  condition  that  neither  she  my 
said  Daughter  Hannah  nor  any  other  person  or  Persons  claiming 
or  to  claim,  by  from  or  under  her  shall  ever  hereafter,  claim  or 
demand  from  my  Executor  hereafter  named  to  be  paid  out  of  my 
Estate  any  part  of  £100  which  my  late  Husband  Colonel  Willough¬ 
by  Allerton  gave  his  bond  for  to  my  said  Daughter  Hannah  Neale, 
by  the  name  of  Hannah  Bushrod  and  in  case  any  such  claim  be 
hereafter  made  or  suit  brought  to  Recover  the  said  £100.  then  my 
will  and  desire  is,  and  in  such  case  I  give  and  bequeath  all  the 
Negroes  before  given  in  this  my  Will  to  my  said  Daughter  Hannah 
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Neale  to  my  Executor  hereafter  named,  Item  I  give  and  bequeath 
unto  my  Daughter  Hannah  Neale  all  my  wearing  apparell  (Except 
the  Three  Suits  given  my  Daughter  Sarah)  and  the  looking  Glass 
which  usually  hangs  in  my  Porch  Chamber  and  the  spice  box  in  my 
Chamber  also  my  Silver  Tankard,  but  I  give  the  same  upon  condi¬ 
tion  that  not  any  claim  be  hereafter  made  against  my  Estate  for 
the  aforesaid  £100 — and  in  case  there  should  be  any  such  claim  by 
my  said  Daughter  Hannah  or  any  other  by  from  or  under  her,  then 
my  will  &  desire  is  and  I  give  the  aforesaid  Glass,  Spice  box  and 
Tankard  unto  my  Daughter  Sarah  Berryman.  Item  I  give  my 
Son  in  Law  Mr  William  Fauntleroy  a  Mourning  ring  of  15/  Value, 
I  also  give  my  Daughter  Apphia  Fauntleroy  a  mourning  ring  of 
15/  Value  and  I  also  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  said  Daughter 
Apphia  Fauntleroy  these  Negroes  hereafter  named,  Viz.  Patrick, 
Phillip,  Nell,  Scilly,  and  Jimmy  with  all  their  future  Increase,  to 
her  my  said  Daughter  Apphia  Fauntleroy  and  to  her  heirs  and  As¬ 
signs  forever,  I  also  give  my  said  Daughter  Apphia  Fauntleroy  12 
silver  Spoons  of  this  mark  I  C  H.  I  also  give  my  said  Daughter  Ap¬ 
phia  Fauntleroy  my  Chest  of  Drawers,  or  my  writing  Desk,  which  of 
them  she  shall  make  choice  of  and  as  I  am  Indebted  unto  my  said 
Son  in  Law,  Mr  William  Fauntleroy  £7  or  8  for  money  I  Borrowed 
of  him,  I  have  been  the  more  liberal  in  my  bequest  to  his  Wife, 
and  desire  that  he  will  Acquitt  that  Claim  and  not  demand  the 
same  of  my  Executor,  and  in  case  Mr  Fauntleroy  doth  demand  the 
said  Money,  then  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  executor  retain 
the  Value  thereof  out  of  the  Legacies  so  as  aforesaid  given  unto 
my  said  Daughter  Apphia  Fauntleroy,  Item  I  give  and  bequeath 
unto  my  Son  Richard  Bushrod,  that  parcell  or  tract  of  Land  that 
I  bought  of  John  Jewell  and  Elizabeth  his  Wife,  and  all  the  remain¬ 
der  of  my  Estate  not  before  Bequeathed  both  real  and  Personal, 
to  him  and  his  heirs  forever  and  I  do  desire  my  Son  Richard  Bush- 
rod  to  Bury  me  between  his  Father  and  Mr  Cooper,  and  to  lay  one 
large  Tomb  Stone  on  Mr  Coopers  grave  &  mine  or  two  which  he 
shall  think  most  convenient,  but  if  it  be  one  or  two,  let  pedestals 
be  under  that  or  them,  also  I  desire  that  Pedestals  may  be  by  my 
son  Richard  Bushrod  put  to  Thomas  Bushrods  grave  Stone.  And 
I  doe  hereby  nominate  make  ordain  and  appoint  my  said  Son  Rich¬ 
ard  Bushrod  my  whole  &  Sole  Executor  of  this  my  last  Will  and 
Testament  hereby  disannulling  &  revoking  all  other  will  or  wills, 
Testament  or  Testaments,  heretofore  by  me  made,  either  by  word 
or  writing  and  this  only  to  be  taken  for  my  last  Will  and  Testa¬ 
ment,  and  none  other,  In  Witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  sett 
my  hand  and  Seale  this  26th  day  of  December  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1738.  Signed  Sealed  &  Published  in  presence  of  Anne  Drum¬ 
mond.

Hannah3  (Keene)  Bushrod-Allerton-Cooper  had  issue: 
(1)  Richard4  Bushrod;  (2)  John4  Bushrod;  (3)  Thomas4 
Bushrod;  (4)  Apphia4  Bushrod;  (5)  Elizabeth4  Bushrod, 
married - Meriweather;  (6)  Hannah4  Bushrod,  mar¬ 
ried  - Neale;  (7)  Sarah4  Bushrod;  (8)  Isaac4  Aller- 

ton;  (9)  Elizabeth4  Allerton. 

2.  John4  Bushrod  (Han.3  Wm.2  Thos.1  Keene)  in- 
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herited  “Bushfield”  and  married  Mildred  Corbin  of  King  and 
Queen  County,  a  first  cousin  of  Colonel  Thomas  Lee  of  Strat¬ 
ford.  They  had  a  daughter  Hannah5  Bushrod,  who  married 
John  Augustine  Washington,  brother  of  General  George 
Washington.  Their  son,  Bushrod6  Washington,  born  June  5, 
1762,  at  “Bushfield,”  was  an  Associate  Justice  of  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court  and  it  was  to  him  that  George  Washington 
left  Mt.  Vernon  and  all  his  books  and  papers.  He  married 
Julia  Anne  Blackburn.  As  they  had  no  children,  upon  his 
death  in  1829  he  left  Mt.  Vernon  to  a  nephew,  John  Augus¬ 
tine7  Washington,  son  of  his  brother,  Corbin6  Washington, 
who  married  Hannah  Lee,  a  daughter  of  Hon.  Richard  Henry 
Lee.  He  in  turn  left  it  to  his  son,  John  Augustine8  Wash¬ 
ington  III,  who  was  the  last  private  owner  of  the  estate. 
Thus  all  the  private  owners  of  Mt.  Vernon  after  George 
Washington’s  death  were  descendants  of  Thomas  and  Mary 
Keene  of  Northumberland  County.  George  Washington  vis¬ 
ited  numerous  times  at  “Bushfield.”  The  first  John  Augustine 
Washington  and  his  wife,  Hannah,  who  was  the  second  mis¬ 
tress  of  Mt.  Vernon,  are  buried  at  “Bushfield.”10 

4.  Apphia4  Bushrod  (Han.3  Wm.2  Thos.1  Keene) 
married  William  Fauntleroy.  They  had  a  daughter,  Apphia5 
Fauntleroy,  who  became  the  second  wife  of  William  Dainger- 
field  of  Essex  County.  A  son  of  this  marriage,  Colonel  Wil¬ 
liam6  Daingerfield,  married  Mary  Madison  Willis.  They  had 
a  daughter,  Catherine7  Daingerfield  who  became  the  wife  of 
Major  George  Washington  Lewis,  born  March  14,  1757,  of 
“Marmion”  in  King  George  County,  and  a  son  of  Colonel 
Fielding  and  Betty  (Washington)  Lewis.  Their  son,  Dain¬ 
gerfield8  Lewis,  born  July  14,  1785,  married  Lucy  Brocken- 
brough  Pratt.  They  had  eight  daughters  and  a  son,  Field¬ 
ing9  Lewis,  born  October  15,  1808. 

7.  Sarah4  Bushrod  (Han.3  Wm.2  Thos.1  Keene)  mar¬ 
ried  Capt.  Benjamin  Berryman.  Issue:  (1)  Elizabeth5 
Berryman,  married  Charnock  Cox,  died  1757.  Issue:  (1) 
Elizabeth6  Cox,  married  Samuel  Rust,  born  1722. 

8.  Isaac4  Allerton  (Han.3  Wm.2  Thos.1  Keene),  mar¬ 
ried  Anne  Corbin,  sister  of  Mildred  Corbin  who  married  his 
half-brother,  John  Bushrod.  They  had  a  son,  Willoughby5 
Allerton,  who  married  Anne  Steptoe  of  “Hominy  Hall”  in 
Westmoreland  County.  After  his  death,  Anne  (Steptoe) 
Allerton  married  Samuel  Washington,  brother  of  General 
George  Washington.

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5.  Sarah3  Keene  (Wm.2  Thos.1),  born  October  7, 
1678,  married  Captain  John  Woodbridge  of  Richmond  County. 
Issue:  (1)  John4  Woodbridge;  (2)  Elizabeth4  Woodbridge. 

Thomas  Keene  ( - 1678) 

2.  Thomas2  Keene  (Thos.1)  was  born  in  Maryland 
before  1650  and  died  in  1678.  October  10,  1659,  “one  steare 
of  Thomas  Keenes  given  for  two  yeares  schooling”  for 
Thomas  Keene,  orphan  of  Thomas  Keene.  (North.  R.  B.  15, 
p.  98)  April  16,  1661,  Thomas  Keene  son  of  Thomas  Keene, 
received  a  bequest  from  his  godfather,  Francis  Simmons. 
He  was  not  of  age  in  1665  for  we  find  on  May  5,  1665,  “It  is 
ordered  ye  division  be  made  of  ye  belongings  of  ye  orphans 
of  Thomas  Keene  by  Mr.  Thomas  Mathews,  Mr.  Nicholas 
Owen,  John  Tingey  and  George  Courtnell  being  first  Sworn 
by  ye  justice,  and  ye  part  belonging  to  Thomas  Keene  ye  son 
of  Thomas  Keene  deceased,  be  deposited  into  the  hands  of 
John  Garner,  his  guardian.”  (North.  0.  B.  2,  p.  414)  Feb¬ 
ruary  18,  1679,  we  find  recorded  “the  estate  of  Thomas  Keene, 
deceased,  is  indebted  to  Jarvis  Squires  to  the  amount  of  1,455 
pounds  of  tobacco  by  bill  dated  19  July,  1676.”  April  17, 
1678,  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Thomas  Keene  was  pre¬ 
sented  in  court  by  Francis  Jack  and  Nathaniel  Garland. 
(North.  0.  B.  3,  p.  354)  However,  the  will  has  been  lost. 

Susanna  Keene  ( - 1716) 

3.  Susanna2  Keene  (Thos.1)  was  born  in  Maryland 
before  1650  as  her  mother  claimed  her  as  a  headright  upon 
coming  to  Virginia.  She  married  John  Garner  about  1660 
and  died  in  1716.  The  first  seven  chapters  of  this  book  are 
devoted  to  them  and  their  descendants. 

Matthew  Keene  ( - 1731) 

4.  Matthew2  Keene  (Thos.1)  was  perhaps  the  young¬ 
est  child  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Keene  and  was  probably  born 
after  their  arrival  in  Virginia  about  1650  since  no  record  has 
been  found  of  a  claim  of  headright  for  him.  He  moved  to 
Stafford  County.  His  mother  left  him  in  her  will  one-half 
of  870  acres  of  land  at  Yeocomico  in  Westmoreland  County. 
The  other  half  was  to  go  to  her  friend,  Thomas  Daniell.  All 
this  land  apparently  went  to  Matthew  eventually  as  it  seems 
to  be  the  land  which  he  deeded  to  his  nephews,  John  and 
Henry  Garner.  (West.  D.  &  W.  B.  3,  p.  397)  In  1705  George 
Eskridge  of  Westmoreland  County  was  given  power  of  attor¬ 
ney  by  Matthew  Keene  of  Stafford  County.  (West.  D.  &  W. 
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B.  3,  p.  398)  Matthew  Keene  died  in  1731.  His  will 
(Staff.  W.  B.  1729-48,  p.  26),  dated  July  21,  1723  and  pro¬ 
bated  April  14,  1731,  reads  as  follows: 


In  the  name  of  God  Amen  this  21  Day  of  July  in  the  Year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  Seven  hundred  twenty  three  I  Mathew 
Keen  of  the  County  of  Stafford  being  sick  and  weak  of  body  but  of 
perfect  and  sound  memory  considering  the  uncertainty  of  Life  and 
that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  once  to  dye  make  this  my  last  will 
and  Testament  in  manner  and  form  following  that  is  to  say  I  com¬ 
mend  my  soul  to  God  who  gave  it  me  in  sure  and  certain  hopes  of  a 
glorious  Resurrection  to  Eternal  Life  through  the  only  merits  and 
mediation  of  my  Blessed  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  in  whose 
only  merits  I  trust  for  Pardon  and  remission  of  my  Sins  my  body 
I  Commend  to  the  Earth  to  be  buried  in  a  Decent  and  Christian 
manner  at  the  Discretion  of  my  Executrix  hereinafter  named  and 
as  to  what  Worldly  goods  and  Estate  it  hath  pleased  God  to  bestow 
upon  me  I  Give  Devise  and  bequeath  the  Same  in  Manner  and  form 
following  vizt  Imprimis  I  give  Devise  and  bequeath  unto  my  Dear 
and  Loving  Wife  Bridgett  all  my  Land  that  I  now  Live  upon  during 
her  natural  Life  with  the  Isues  and  Profits  thereof  or  any  wise 
thereunto  belonging  —  Item  I  give  Devise  and  bequeath  unto  my 
said  wife  Bridgett  one  negro  boy  named  Matt  unto  my  said  wife 
for  Ever.  Item  I  give  Devise  and  bequeath  unto  my  Daughter 
Elizabeth  Withers  the  Lands  whereon  she  now  lives  and  so  to  the 
true  bounds  I  sett  and  marked  unto  her  husband  James  Withers 
which  true  bounds  I  Desire  he  may  not  Exceed  dureing  the  Life  of 
My  Dear  Wife  and  I  further  desire  that  my  said  Daughter  may 
have  the  said  Lands  within  the  said  bounds  without  any  disturb¬ 
ance  trouble  or  contest  Whatsoever  dureing  my  wifes  life  as  afore¬ 
said  Item  I  give  Devise  &  bequeath  unto  my  said  Daughter  Eliza¬ 
beth  Withers  after  the  decease  of  my  Loving  wife  Bridgett  all  my 
whole  Estate  of  Land  as  well  as  the  tract  of  lands  whereon  I  now 
live  as  any  other  Land  that  may  or  ought  to  come  to  me  to  my  said 
daughter  Elizabeth  and  the  heirs  of  her  body  forever  Item  I  Give 
and  bequeath  unto  my  said  Daughter  Elizabeth  Withers  Twenty 
shillings  to  buy  her  a  Ring  to  wear  in  remembrance  of  me.  Item 
I  give  &  bequeath  unto  my  Son  in  Law  James  Withers  one  five 
year  old  steer  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Grand  Daughter 
Elizabeth  Field  one  feather  bed  and  the  furniture  thereunto  be¬ 
longing  - that  bed  that  is  now  in  the  Trundle  bedstead.  I 

also  give  unto  my  Said  Grand  Daughter  the  Pewter  that  is  now 
lay’d  side  for  her  and  which  is  properly  her  own  to  her  and  her 
heirs  forever  Item  I  Give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Grandson  John 
Withers  after  the  Decease  of  my  loving  wife  my  Buckaneer  Gun 
Item  I  give  Devise  and  bequeath  unto  Elizabeth  Emett  one  heifer 
of  the  age  of  three  years  at  the  Expiration  of  her  Time  to  her  and 
her  heirs  for  Ever  Item  I  give  Devise  and  bequeath  unto  my  Dear 
and  Loving  wife  Bridgett  the  remainder  and  residue  of  my  Estate 
of  what  Quality  Specie  or  Quantity  Soever  it  be  within  or  without 
as  well  real  as  Personall  unto  my  said  Loving  Wife  Bridgett  and 
to  her  Disposal  for  Ever  and  I  do  hereby  make  ordain  appoint 
and  constitute  my  Dear  and  Loving  Wife  Bridgett  and  none  other 
my  Whole  and  Sole  Executrix  of  this  my  Last  Will  and  Testament 
hereby  revoaking  and  making  null  and  voyd  all  former  and  other 
will  or  wills  by  me  at  any  time  heretofore  made  Declareing  this  to 
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be  my  True  Last  Will  and  Testament  whereof  I  have  hereunto  Sett 
my  hand  and  affixed  my  Seal  the  Day  and  year  first  above  written.

Mem.  That  on  the  25th  day  of  Febry  1730  I  read  the  within  writ¬ 
ten  Will  to  Mathew  Keen  and  he  acknowledged  it  to  be  his  Last 
Will  &  Testamt  allowing  the  following  Clause. 

Jos.  Green 

Whereas  the  Land  the  within  named  Mathew  Keen  now  lives  upon 
is  bequeathed  to  his  Daughter  Eliza  Withers  after  his  wifes  De¬ 
cease  this  day  being  the  25  of  Feb.  1730  the  sd  Mathew  Keen  In 
Presence  of  Several  Witnesses  hath  Gave  &  bequeathed  the  sd  land 
wch  he  now  lives  on  to  Jno  Withers  Eldest  Son  of  the  sd  Eliza. 
Withers  after  the  Decease  of  his  Loving  Wife  Bridget  Keen. 

It  appears  from  this  will  that  Mathew2  and  Bridget 
Keene  had  only  one  child:  (1)  Elizabeth3  Keene. 

Elizabeth  Keene 

1.  Elizabeth3  Keene,  married  James  Withers  and  is 
said  to  have  lived  in  Stafford  County  (later  Prince  William 
and  finally  Fauquier)  on  land  adjoining  that  of  her  first 
cousin,  Thomas  Garner,  on  Tinpot  and  Licking  Runs.  From 
the  will  (Staff.  B.  1729-48,  p.  468)  of  James  Withers,  dated
